ON HIS 
OWN TURF 


: horses are in the starting gate, 
aaand they’re off! Nine times a day (10 
on Saturdays and holidays), 200 days a 
year, this famous cry is heard at Suffolk 
Downs. Since 1971, Tom Ellis (rio, not 
that one) has been responsible for getting 
those horses off safely and fairly. 

A Texan and lifelong horseman, Ellis 
became a starter at age 18, when he 
outgrew competitive riding. ‘I was sitting 
there eating at the track cafeteria the day I 
quit riding, and the starter came up to me. 
He said, ‘You’re a rider, aren’t you?’ I 
said, ‘Not anymore.’ He said; ‘How 
would you like a job on the atarting gate?’ 
took it.”’ 

With some time off for Army ig and 
a fling at riding rodeos, Ellis has been 
around the starting gate ever since. ‘I’ve

started horses at tracks from the West 
Coast to the East,” he said. “It’s nice to 
have a steady job here and be able to settle 
down.” 

In the typical horse race, the starter 
must supervise the handling of fragile, 
skittish and not-too-bright animals who 
have an aggregate weight of around five 
tons and on top of whom sit people 
weighing about 100 pounds each. Give a 
bad start, and a jockey has a fine chance 
of being injured. 

It’s a team effort. Ellis, as starter, is in 
charge of a crew of seven. He stands on a 
platform just to the front and side of the 
starting gate and instructs his men as they 
load the horses into the gate. Before each 
race, he reviews the “‘gate book,” which 
records how each horse must be handled. 
Some can be led in by the reins; others 
need a flick with the whip before they'll 
enter the gate. mee 

Ellis and his crew take about three 
minutes to load the gate, unless a horse 
decides to act up. And act up they do — 


frequently. Ellis has four false teeth in the 
front of his mouth from a horse who did 


just that. “I’ve seen a horse flip over 
backwards,” he said. ‘‘so that he’s 
looking out the back door by the time 
he’s through.” 

To prevent such problems, Ellis tries to 
keep track of horses who act up in 
morning workouts so he can give them 
special treatment in the afternoon. But as 
any bettor knows, thoroughbreds are 
unpredictable, and Ellis conceded, “It’s 
the horses that don’t give you any 
problems in the morning that you really 
got to watch out for.” 

Horses do not take naturally to the 
starting gate (who can blame them?); they 
must be trained, which is Ellis’s 
responsibility. All new horses at the track 
must use the gate to Ellis’s satisfaction 
and receive his authorization before being 
allowed to race. Each morning at 7:30, 

“schooling sessions’’ are held. 

The instruction consists of taking the 

horse through slow. run-throughs, into 


and out of the gate, till he’s reaay to come 
out running at the sound of the bell. 
“Horses are like kids,’’ Ellis said. 
‘They're all different. Some are slower 
learning how to use the gate. Some act 
up. Some are quiet. Some men fit some 
horses better than others. Sometimes 
you've gotta have different guys put in a 
horse till you find out which one works 
best.” 

Every so often a horse, even an 
experienced one, will refuse to break and 
remain stock-still in the gate. This, of 
course, is most disturbing to the bettors, 
and the horse must be sent back for 
reschooling. Some horses break out of the 
gate before the bell, and Ellis must cure 
them of that bad habit, too. 

Even the most casual horseplayer 
knows there are an infinite number of 
ways for a horse to screw up a race. With 
his years of experience at close quarters 
with these creatures, it’s no wonder Ellis 
says, ‘I never bet. I never have.”

NO MEAN 
STREETS 


P ark Place, Baltic, Marvin Gardens. 
People are familiar with these streets even 
if they've never been within 1000 miles of 
Atlantic City, thanks to the game of 
Monopoly. Now there’s Tryopoly, a 
game designed to give the honorable 
practice of bankrupting your opponents a 
local angle. 

Devised by Emory Sabony, who made 
the first set from an empty pizza carton, 
Tryopoly is identical to its older cousin, 
with a few significant exceptions. It’s 
played on a triangular board, hence the 
inspiration for the name. More 
important, the properties bought and sold 
are businesses and civic institutions in the 
city where the game is sold — Chicago, 
Cleveland, Boston and so on. Most 
important, the game’s manufacturers 
have persuaded these businesses to pay 
for the privilege of being on the board. 

Some of the enterprises that have 
signed up for Tryopoly’s Boston version 
include the Globe, Channel 5, the First 
National Bank and Brigham’s. Not that. 
the game is totally mercenary: six of the 
50 spots on each board are donated to 
worthy causés, such as the Aquarium, the 
Jimmy Fund and the BSO. But profit or 
non-profit, what in the world do these 
august organizations have to gain by 
being bought and sold by 10-year-old 
kids? 

In a word, advertising. Sandy 
Hutchinson handles advertising for 
Boston Garden and the Bruins, two 
businesses that have chosen to buy into 
Tryopoly. ‘‘It’s a great identification with 
Boston,” she said. civic-oriented 
thing. We're part of the city and we're 
glad to be on it.” 

Mike Haughey handles the selling of 
spaces and the selling of Tryopoly itself 
in Boston. He’s doing a good job. 
Tryopoly versions are being planned for

Hartford, Springfield and the state of 
Rhode Island. “It’s more image than a 
hard approach,” he said. ‘‘You could 
compare it to those good-will 
commercials Exxon and Gulf put on 
television. It took three months to sell all 
the spaces here, but once the first several 
were sold it wasn’t too difficult.” 

Each advertiser pays a flat 15 cents per 
game; the initial printing in each city is 


10,000 games, so the total cost to the 
advertiser is $1500. The Tryopoly people 
figure that each 15-cent investment gets a 
company’s name seen and talked about 
by four people 25 times a game for 15 
gamies a year for at least seven years. So 
for 15 cents the company gets a total of 
10,500 “gross impressions,’ a Tryopoly 
expression meaning one person looking 
at the game once. 


Clearly, people capable of devising 
figures and terms like those are men to be 
reckoned with. They are to be found, of 
all places, in Cleveland. Jim Davenport is 
president of Osobo Games and Toys Inc., 
a company whose sole purpose is the 
manufacture and distribution of 
Tryopoly. ‘It’s a subliminal message,’’ he 
said. ‘Of course there’s a benefit in 
putting a company’s name in someone's 
home and having them play with it. The 
game offers something that means 
something to someone in every city.” 

Besides Cleveland and Boston, 
Tryopoly is being marketed in nine other 
cities, including Chicago, Kansas City, 
Washington and Rochester. Davenport 
said his plan was “‘to open up the top 35 
markets in the country. We'd like to sell a 
million games in the long term. We have a 
five-year plan, like the one used by Mr. 
Coffee (another Cleveland enterprise). So 
far we're right on schedule.” 

Here in Boston, $80,000 is being spent 
to make Tryopoly a household word. 
Billboards, 30-second TV spots, print 
ads, Tryopoly tournaments between rival 
colleges — nearly every idea known to 
man and the advertising industry is being 
used. If it works, the reasons will 
probably be nothing more esoteric than 
the simple facts that most people like 
games and most people like their 
hometowns. 

Robert Lily, owner of Lily's restaurant 
in Quincy Market, is a case in point. He 
bought a space on the board and is glad 
he did. ‘I love games,” he said. ‘‘If I 
didn’t, I wouldn’t have been interested. 
The advertising I do is minimal, but what 
I do, I like to do in grand style. 

“It’s something I can give my kids that 
they can identify with. It’s like a movie 
which is shot in Boston. No matter how 
good or bad it is, people go because they 
can identify with it. In the same way, 
they can play Tryopoly and remember 
the last time they visited the businesses 
on it. I’m not looking for it to go that big; 
but if it does go, everyone could have it in 
common with the city.”

MESSAGES. 


Richard Gaines, in his ‘Talking Poli- 
tics’’ (Dec. 12), displayed a fine nose for 
research. However, I believe that al- 
though his data are appreciable, his con- 
clusions are more than likely erroneous.

Of mass transit,

H... to move people around without 
pushing them around? This has become 
the central question in a Cambridge- 
based debate over how to extend the Red 
Line subway (from its present terminus at 
Harvard Square) into the cluster of 
working-class, bedroom and exurban 
communities that lie in the transportation 
zone known to planners as the Northwest 
Corridor. 

If the terminology of the 
transportation game is evocative of a 
battlefield (planning sessions and 
literature overflow with references to 
zones, corridors, sites and an alphabet 
soup of militaristic acronyms), it’s a 
jargon that has proven more than apt. 
The people of the metropolitan area take 
their transportation planning seriously, 
and some of the most dramatic and bitter 
confrontations between citizens and the 
bureaucracies that govern them — battles 
in which a generation of political figures, 
from the new governor to the outgoing 
secretary of transportation, had their 
mettle tested — have been fought over the 
deceptively simple problem of getting 
from A to B. 

In the current controversy, residents, 
merchants, community planners and 
environmentalists have banded together 
to resist what they feel has been an 
insensitive intrusion into their 


neighborhood by the Massachusetts Bay 


The Harvard Square station 
Transportation Authority, the agency 
famed in song and folklore as the MTA 
and known since 1964 as the MBTA. 
Taking the name Red Line Alert, this 
coalition comprises the Mass. Ave. 
Harvard-Porter Alert, a nine-month-old 
organization of Cambridge residents and 
businesses from both sides of 
Massachusetts Avenue between 
Cambridge Common and Porter Square; 
the North Cambridge Planning Team, a 
10-member citizen group elected from the 
neighborhood and charged with 
administering a small federal planning 
grant handed down by Washington’s 
Community Services Administration and 
distributed locally by the Somerville- 
Cambridge Economic Opportunity 
Council (SCEOC); and the Mystic River 
Watershed Association, a 10-year-old, 
Aylington-based environmental group 
concerned with protecting water 
resources in the Mystic River Valley.

The group consists of diverse elements 
and is not easily painted with one brush. 
For some members, the social issues are 
paramount, and their concept of good 
citizenship entails being a watchdog. For 
others, obstruction is the goal, and ‘‘any 
place but in our backyard” seems to be 
their slogan. 

While their number is small relative to 
the population of Cambridge — “anywhere 
from 88,000 to 110,000, depending on 

“ which federal grant you’re applying for,” 
- says one city planner who is quietly 
opposed to the project — the coalition is 
determined to win concessions from the 
MBTA and UMTA (the federal Urban 
Mass Transit Administration that will 
fund 85 percent of the project). These 
concessions are necessary, Red Line Alert 
alleges, because of a shoddy assessment 
of tht environmental, economic and 
social impacts that the $440 million 
project will have on the neighborhoods it 
touches. In the absence of any amicable 
dialogue with the MBTA, Red Line Alert 
has chosen to fight the project in court, 
seeking an injunction against engineering 
and construction until such time as the 
project sponsors undertake a supplement 
to the three-volume environmental- 
impact statement (EIS) that was 


_ published in ‘final’ form in August of 


1977. Although no date has been set to 
argue the merits of the lawsuit — a similar 
suit seeking a temporary restraining order 
against contract awards was denied by

US District Court Judge David Mazzone 
on October 25 — the MBTA must make a 
written response to the Red Line Alert - 
complaint by January 20. 


B efore we consider the arguments for 
and against the manner in which the 
MBTA has proceeded, a bit of recent 
‘transportation history may serve to 
underscore the ironies in the current 
fight. Almost from the day that the 
“temporary” Harvard Square terminus 
was dedicated, in 1911, transportation 
planners have looked at the Northwest 
Corridor with an eye toward extending 
the underground transit network. The 
area was traditionally transit-rich — the 
very first public-transportation system in 
the country was a horse-drawn railcar 
that ran between Harvard and Union 
Squares in 1852 — and planners saw fit to 
carry on the tradition. In one form or 


another, the plan to extend the Red Line 
has bounced from drawing board to 
drawing board for more than half a 
century. But the early predominance of 
the automobile, the post-World War II 
highway boom and the prohibitive costs 
of underground construction kept the 
project forever in the planning stages. 

__ With the discovery in the late ‘60s of 
the hazards of automobile pollution, 


. Citizen activists began to organize to 


defeat highway projects that threatened 
to clot their neighborhoods with 


_ Cloverleafs and create more paved spaces 


on which polluting ‘automobiles could 
ride. Despite the federal government's 
commitment to improve the national 
interstate-highway system, community 
groups pledged that the city’s older 
neighborhoods would not be carved up 
for the convenience of auto-dependent 
suburbanites. If the American romance 
with the car was still in bloom; the 
American romance with the highway was 
on the rocks. Locally, a coalition from 
neighborhoods north and south of 
Boston, known as the Greater Boston 
Committee on the Transportation Crisis 
(GBC), actively fought about a dozen 
road, bridge and tunnel projects. These 
included the extension of Route 2, the 
continuation of Interstates 95 and 93 into 
Boston, and a proposed Innerbelt that 
would ring Boston and slice through 
Cambridge and Somerville. The 
Innerbelt/I-95 fight became a pitched

battle as Department of Public Works 
engineers and hungry contractors went 
up against activists Who decried the 
increased traffic and pollution, land 
takings, destabilization of the local tax 
base, obliteration of neighborhoods and 
destruction of open space that were so 
often associated with major highway 
expansion. Fighting in the legislature, . 
through the courts and through non- 
violent direct action, the GBC finally 
prevailed. Shortly after a “People Before 
Highways’ Day demonstration brought 
thousands of highway protestors to the 
Boston Common in January of 1969, 
Governor Sargent declared a moratorium 
on Massachusetts highway construction. 
In effect, the defeat of the highways 
created what Cambridge state Rep. 
Charles Flaherty has since called “‘a 


-marriage of necessity with the MBTA.” 


The lone commuter was anathema; the 

transit user the hero of the day. 
Despite the rejection of the 

highways, politicians were not so quick 
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to turn down the vast sums of federal 
money that Massachusetts was being 
offered to build the projects. In 1973, 
lobbying by Sargent, by his Secretary of 
Transportation, Alan Altshuler, and by 
former ‘Massachusetts governor and 
then-head of the DOT, John Volpe, as 
well as efforts by the Massachtisetts . 
congressiona} delegation (notably “Tip” 
‘O'Neill, who saw the opportunity to 
deliver ‘hardware’ for his district), got a 
bill passed that permitted states to 
transfer the federal subsidies for unbuilt 
highway projects to their mass-transit 
coffers. In 1976, Congress amended the 
bill to adjust for inflation. Today, 
Massachusetts has over a billion dollars 
in transit credits based on unbuilt 
highway projects worth only $670 
million in 19%0. Although this pot seems 
enormous, it is shared by three projects. 
In addition to its plans for the Northwest 
Corridor, the MBTA has recently 
completed the extension of the Red Line 
south to Braintree, and has plans to 


dismantle the elevafed Orange Line in the 
Southwest Corridor. Neither of these 
projects so far has encountered the 
opposition found in Cambridge. 

For some of the North Cambridge 
residents who opposed the highways and 
who now attend Red Line Alert meetings, 
this historical digression is surely not 
news, but rather a snapshot from their 
past. Yet herein lies the irony. In 
opposing highways, citizen activists were 
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calling for a more sensible and humane 
transportation policy for New England's 
chief city, a policy that would, of 
necessity, lean more heavily on urban 
mass transit. Today, as the tunnels for an 
improved mass-transit system are about 
to be dug, many of these same activists 
want to halt the machinery once again. 

“What you've got to understand 
throughout all this is that we don’t 
oppose mass transit, we favor it,”’ says 
Mass. Ave. Harvard-Porter Alert 
president Henry Shawah, seated on a 
couch in his living room. The building in 
which he rents his apartment was built in 
1882, in the classic West Lake style, by 
architect Andrew Jackson Lovell, and is 
less than 100 yards from MBTA- 
contracted pile drivers hammering away 
in Porter Square. The building was 
recently declared a historical landmark 
and so was spared from the MBTA 
bulldozers that took the commercial 
buildings adjoining it. ‘But is three miles 
of transportation within the city of 
Cambridge really public transportation? 
The damn thing should go to 128 if we're 
really interested in getting suburban _ 
people into the city, and city people out to 
the industries with the jobs.” 

Shawah’s complaint is echoed in nearly 
every quarter that opposes the extension 
as it is now planned. When the project 
was envisioned, say MBTA planners, the 
transit authority had hoped to persuade 
UMTA to fund an extension that would 
reach to the section of Lexington that 
borders Rte. 128..Indeed, the current-EIS, 
entitled Red Line Extension: Harvard 
Square to Arlington Heights, represented 
what observers took to be a substantial 
commitment in that direction; the 
feasibility of the additional leg to 
Lexington would be considered in a 
planning document known as the 
Minuteman Study. But on November 11, 
1977, just months after the final EIS was 


circulated, UMTA administrator Richard 
Page wrote to MBTA Chairman Robert 
Kiley, informing him that ‘at this time 
we are authorizing work to begin only on 
the section from Harvard Square to 
Alewife .... We’ are requesting that 
further studies be done on the segment 
from Alewife to Arlington Heights. 
Although transit improvements are 
needed in this corridor, the Authority 
should restudy lower-cost alternatives.” 


By cutting the terminus back to Alewife . 


and at the same time circulating a 
document that announced on its cover a 
project to Arlington Heights, the MBTA 
had opened the door to controversy. In a 
November 27, 1978, letter to Page, Red 
Line Alert attorney Gregor McGregor 
cited alleged violations of the National 
Environmental Policy Act, the 
Department of Transportation Act and 
the Urban Mass Transportation Act as 
grounds for his organization’s lawsuit. 
“To put it in its simplest terms, the 
MBTA now proposes what is, in many 
respects, a different project or one with 
unanticipated impacts” (from the one 
studied), he wrote. “They had to know a 
supplement to their EIS was required,” 
McGregor says today. ‘“Whenever there 
are changes of this magnitude, a 
supplement is in order. For every project 
that the DPW was building during the 
Arab oil embargo, they had to add a 
chapter to their planning document 
explaining how changed driving -habits 
would impact the project. Environmental 
law has been sharpened against the hides 
of DPW across the country, and it’s really 
no different for UMTA or the MBTA.”’ 
Notwithstanding Page’s reference to 
budgetary considerations, the UMTA 
cutback has been analyzed from a 


political perspective. Eighteen months 
ago, staunch opposition by Arlington 
residents, led by Msgr. John Lenihan of 
the St. Agnes Parish, built a movement 


against locating the terminus in Arlington. 


Heights. The passage of four referenda 
opposing the extension, the introduction 
in the legislature of a bill opposing the 
construction of a 350-car garage, and the 
unanimous support of a resolution calling 
for restudy of the extension at a spring 
1977 town meeting, came together 
effectively to stymie the project. By some 
accounts, Arlington’s resistance to the 
project forced the UMTA cutback; at the 
very least it serves as a model for 
Cambridge opposition. “‘Let’s just say 
that Arlington’s opposition gave UMTA 
the opportunity to question the funds,’’. 
says Frank Colcord, a Tufts University 
political scientist and specialist in urban 
transportation. 

Like the Arlington residents, 
Cambridge opponents of the project have 
focused on the parking problem 
associated with subway development. A 
2000-car garage is proposed for the 
Alewife station, and Red Line Alert 
members feels the MBTA has failed to 
anticipate the effects of such a large 
structure on the wetland environment on 
which it will sit. Also at issue are the 
entrance and exit ramps to connect the 
garage with Rte. 2. The ramps will be 
built by the DPW; their exact location is 
subject to an impact study that is not yet 
complete: ‘What will the impact of all 
this development be on the flood plain in 
this area?” asks Herbert Meyer, Red Line 
Alert member. ‘To say nothing of the 
private development that will certainly 
accompany the subway.” At least three

Cabinetmakers real and imagined

N.. that Governor-elect Ed King’s 
cabinet-to-be is all but complete, it’s 
about time, I think, to look back at all the 
empty, if not entirely mindless, media 
speculation concerning possible members 
of that cabinet that had transpired since 
election day. Doing so brings us to the 
unavoidable conclusion that whatever 
other faults or lapses in judgment King 
may be guilty of, he does indeed keep his 
own counsel. 

I’m reminded, for example, of a post- 
election article by Globe political pundit 
and presumed long-time Ed King 
confidant Dave Farrell, an article that 
named no fewer than 16 folks who, 
Farrell assured us, were more than likely 
to become honchos in the King 
administration. 

How many of those people have since 
been appointed to key positions by King? 
Exactly one. Ed Hanley, who served as 
secretary-treasurer of Massport while 
King was that agency’s director, has been 
named the state’s new secretary of 
administration and finance. To no one’s 
surprise. Otherwise, Farrell’s predictions 
were, as they say, a wee bit off the mark. 
Indeed, King has since told one reporter 
that 14 of the 16 people named in that 
Farrell article were never even under 
consideration for jobs in his 
administration. 

Nonetheless, the Globe's entire State 
House bureau has since been called on the 
carpet by no fewer than five of the 
paper’s top editors, who charged that the 
reportage from Beacon Hill since the 
election has been lagging. As evidence, 
the editors cited a pair of stories that had 
appeared in the Herald American naming 
potential King appointees. These stories, 
of course, also happened to be totally 
erroneous, thus leading more than one 
cynical observer to speculate that what's 
really bothering the Globe’s editors these 
days is that they themselves will no 
longer command instant access to the 
state’s political leadership. And though 
this may be an unusual and 
uncomfortable position for the Globe’s 
editors, it’s a much healthier situation for 
the reporters who are covering the 
politicians with whom their bosses would 
like to be lunching.

Was Cambridge’s struggling and 


progressive AM radio outlet, has been 
undex the gun to move its transmitting 
tower from its present site, near Fresh 
Pond, for months, ever since the station’s 
lease on that location expired and the 
landlord began moving to evict the damn 
tower. Last week, though, WCAS’s hopes 
to obtain the FCC’s permission to share 
radio station WILD’s tower in Medford 
were indefinitely delayed, if not dashed 
outright. 

Because WCAS’s request for such a 
move was combined with the suggestion 
that the station’s minimal broadcasting 
power of 250 watts be boosted to 1000 
watts, the FCC said no, pointing out that 
the granting of such a power boost would 
violate something called the North 
American Regional Broadcasting: 
Agreement, designed to prevent stations

in the United States, Mexico and Canada 
that share the same frequencies from 
interfering with one another's signals. 
Seems that WCAS shares its 740 spot on 
the dial with a broadcast outlet in 
Toronto that has dibs on the frequency. 

Which is not, of course, to say that a 
simple boost to 1000 watts for a little 
Cambridge station that shuts down at 
sunset is likely to cause any problems in 
Toronto. Indeed, WCAS General 
Manager Peter Stassa points out that 
even when the station stayed on the air all 
night during last February’s blizzard, ‘‘we 
did not hear a word from Toronto or the 
PEG: 

Still, rules are rules. ‘‘Ironically,” 
Stassa added, ‘‘when a Cambridge-based 
station first went on the air at this 
frequency 30 years ago, the owners 
probably could have applied for more 
power and established some seniority.”’ 
But now, of course, the AM dial is 
overloaded. So Stassa is planning to re- 
apply to the FCC for permission merely 
to make the transmitting move to 
Medford, exclusive of the power increase. 
And that, of course, would make WCAS 
more of a Medford station than a 
Cambridge station, at least in terms of the 
quality of its reception. Still, rules are 
rules.

mean Christmas. With only nine months 
left till Boston’s preliminary mayoral 
election, it’s time for serious contenders 
to get serious — to fill their campaign 
coffers, line up their organizers, and in 
general prepare for all-out war. 

So what, you wonder, is state Sen. 
Joseph Timilty (D-Mattaf ertain 
challenger to Mayor Kevin White, doing 
on television promoting a presidential 
commission? “I’m Joe Timilty of the 
National Commission on 
Neighborhoods,” Timilty says, in 30- 
second spots that began running on two 
of Boston's television stations about a 
week before Christmas. ‘’(I’m) asking 
you to be a part of our report. Please write 
or call us on what has worked in your 
neighborhood and we'll tell the 
president.” 

All of which sounds innocent enough 
at first — and it’s sure nice to know you 
have a pipeline to the White House — but 
you have to wonder what Timilty is after 
when you realize that (a) this particular 
commission has been around for a year 
now, (b) it will be having its last meeting 
on January 18, and (c) it will send its final 
report to the printer by the end of the 
month. Why, you might ask, didn’t 
Timilty take to the tube a year ago to 
solicit public opinion? And why is Boston 
the only place the commercial has 
appeared so far (it’s on a public-service, 
free-of-charge basis, by the way)? Is 
Timilty, like state Tre:surer Robert 
Crane and outgoing Secretary of State 
Paul Guzzi before him, trying to get some 
free political advertising in an election 
year? 

Not so, says Connie Kastelnik, a 
former Timilty aide and campaign worker 
who is now serving as the commission’s 
public-information officer. Kastelnik, 
who is largely responsible for creating 
and placing the TV spot, said the only 
reason it didn’t appear earlier is that she 
was unable to get around to it, and the 
only reason it’s currently appearing 
solely in Boston is that it was produced 
here. 

The commercial is now being copied 
for distribution in 10 other media 
markets, Kastelnik said last Thursday, 
adding, “It'll be sent out this afternoon.”

WHATS 
A GAME? 


F.. readers of the Providence Journal, 
the four stories were like a continuing 
saga from Not the New York Times. 
“Goats Sought to Stock ‘Wild Game’ 
Preserve,” the first in the series was 
headlined, and what followed became 
more bizarre by stages. Seems a 
Providence psychiatrist; Dr. Velimir_ 
Svorin, was making plans to open a “wild 
game” archery-hunting preserve on30 
acres of land he leased on the rural 
outskirts of Rhode Island’s capital city. In 
the brochure advertising his idea to 
prospective archers, Svorin described the 
preserve — Weetamoo Farms — as a place 
where would-be William Tells could stalk 
the Bosnian goat,’’ a breed indigenous to 
one of the six Republics of Yugoslavia 
and unknown to Little Rhod¥geat. 
breeders. 

But by the time his mid- October letter 
arrived at the Rhode Island Dairy Goat 
Association, Svorin seemed prepared to 
stock his farm with almost any furry little 
four-footer he could lay his hands on. “I 
am interested in the purchase of a large 
number of goats over the period of the 
next four months,” he wrote. “I would 
like to pick up five head each week. If 
you don’t have five, I will take what you 
have. My preference is for horned 
animals with red or brown pelt, but short 
of that, I will take what you have, 
hornless or white. The age of the animal 
is not important.” 

Although Svorin’s letter did not say 
why he wanted the goats, some in the 65-

member association expressed concern 
that the domesticated creatures (baby 
goats are bottle-fed and about as 
ferocious as ‘puppies) would be turned 


~- loose for a version of shooting fish in a 


barrel. According to the Weetamoo Farms 
brochure, archers would not be charged if 
they failed to kill an animal. Bagging an 
unhorned ‘Bosnian goat” would cost 
$100; a horned goat suitable for trophy 
mounting would cost $165. 

When the first story appeared, Svorin 
surfaced to deny the whole tale. The 
brochures, the letter to the Goat 
Association and the leasing of the 30 
acres was a joke, he said, concocted to get 
a mention in the newspaper and thereby 
win him $500 from a fellow physician. 


But authorities at the Enforcement 


Divison of the state’s Department of 
Environmental Management weren’t 
neighing with laughter. After a brief 
investigation they concluded that the 
good doctor had intended: to follow 
through on his bizarre scheme and was 
essentially test-marketing the idea 
through his brochures and letters. 
Reached at home for a comment, the 
sure-footed Svorin offered his favorite 
reply: he denied being Svorin.

TENANTS’ 
TENET 


A Brookline regulation aimed at 
protecting tenants whose apartments are 
converted to condominiums was upheld 
Thursday by Attorney General Francis 
Bellotti. In an opinion mailed to the town, 
Bellotti found that the municipality was 
acting within its power when it 
prohibited (until June of 1979) buyers of 
condominium units from evicting tenants 
occupying them. The eviction 
moratorium was passed by the Brookline 
Town Meeting in November. 

‘Bellotti previously upheld a Brookline 
bylaw prohibiting sellers of 
condominium units from evicting tenants 
before selling the units. 

Condominium conversion has led to 
controversy in both Brookline and 
Cambridge because of fears that long- 
term residents unable or unwilling to buy 
their apartments would be forced from 
their homes. Those favoring the 
conversions have argued that the process 
expands the municipal tax base and 
allows more residents to own homes. 

There also has been debate over 
whether municipalities have the power to 
prevent buyers of condominium units 
from evicting those occupying them. 
Bellotti resolved that dispute for 
Brookline by finding that the town, 
which is the subject of a special state law 
permitting it to adopt rent and eviction 
controls, was acting within the authority 
of that law by prohibiting condominium- 
related evictions. 

But Assistant Attorney General Henry 
O'Connell, who helped draft Bellotti’s 
opinion, says that it is “limited to a 
particular town and a particular law.” 

Bellotti’s ruling does not end the 
Brookline controversy. The town will 
probably debate in its May town meeting 
whether to extend the eviction ban — 
along the lines of a proposal by state Rep. 
John Businger — or adopt some less 
stringent regulation, which could come 
out of a current study committee.

B oth federal drug-law-enforcement 
officials and NORML agreé: most 
marijuana sold in this country nowadays 
is three to 10 times stronger than the 
grass sold here two years ago. 

Consumers can thank the feds for this 
development. The infamous paraquat 
scare caused buyers to switch from 
Mexican marijuana to the more potent 
Colombian strain. Mexico’s share of. the 
marijuana industry (estimated receipts: 
$20 billion to $50 billion) has plunged to 
a meager 10 percent. ‘‘Colombian has 
been the staple of the dope economy in 
New England for quite some time,” one 
local retailer told the Phoenix. “Since 
about 1974 we stopped seeing Mexican, 
except for some poor, street-quality 
stuff.”’ 

Despite the increase in potency, the 
average retail price of a lid has only 
doubled in most areas of the country.

Ed King: a doer’s profile 


THE EAGLE GRINS | 


After weeks of meeting with advisers, 
Gov. Edward J. King today announced 
his long-awaited affirmative-action 
hiring poiicy, designed to answer charges 
that his administration does not reflect 
the diversity of the Massachusetts 
population. Under the plan, which King 
unveiled at his annual press conference at 
Anthony’s Pier 4, the state will hire one 
graduate of Holy Cross for every five 
graduates of King’s own alma mater, 
Boston College. 

‘We would hope that this would put to 
rest the criticism that ours is a-narrow or 
intolerant administration,” said the 
governor, who noted that he had put 
aside his own disappointment at the 
outcome of last year’s BC-HC football 
game when devising his plan. 

The program met with immediate 
criticism from liberal state Rep. Barney 
Frank, who said the King administration 
was behind the times. ‘The rest of us 
entered the post-BC era about 2000 years 
ago,” Frank said. 

In response to a further claim by Frank 
that there remain other groups still 
excluded from his administration, King 
expressed surprise and promised, ‘We'll 
look into that.” 


DRIVING IN A WINTER 
WONDERLAND 


In a sharp departure from the practice 
of his predecessor, Michael Dukakis, 
Gov. Edward J. King announced his 
strategy for dealing with a Blizzard of ’79 
should one strike the state. Under the 
King policy, a ban would be imposed on 
use of the MBTA inside Rte. 128 
requiring those living within the area to 
travel by automobile. The governor said 
those who do not own cars would be 
allowed a state-tax rebate equal to the cost 
of car rental. 

The governor gave credit for the 
proposal, to his blizzard strategist, Peter 
Fuller, who said, “This should make it 
crystal-clear that we need more highway 
construction in the Commonwealth.” 


BACK-COVER BOY 


Massachusetts Gov. Edward J. King 
will become the first chief executive in the 
country to be featured in the prestigious 
“Dewar’s Profile” advertising promotion 
for Scotch whisky. King, in explaining 
his cooperation with the liquor firm, said 
he was intrigued by the offer as-soon as

he found out that Dewar is pronounced 


“do-er.”’ 


King, the Phoenix has learned, 
provided information generally familiar 
to Massachusetts voters, such as that his 
“last film seen” is Patton and that his 
“favorite song” is the Singing Nun’s 
“Dominique.” But the state’s residents 
may be surprised to learn that their 
governor's “‘last book read” is Arthur 
Hailey’s Airport and that his ‘most 
recent accomplishment” was answering a 
reporter's question with a complete 
sentence. ‘‘We always knew that was do- 
able,” he said. 


ONE IF BY 
HOLIDAY INN 


Boston real-estate developer Mortimer 
Zuckerman will drop his plan to build a 
controversial hotel on the city’s 
waterfront in conjunction with the 
Holiday Inn chain, the Phoenix has 


- learned. The two will remain partners, 


however, in a new project — a 40-story 
hotel on the site of the Paul Revere house 
in the North End. 

The 1000-room, two-tower structure, 
to be called the Freedom Trail Inn, was 
made possible when the Boston Real 
Property Department transferred 
ownership of the historic Revere 
homesite to Zuckerman last month. 

Zuckerman said the new hotel would 
rest on a special foundation over the 
existing Revere house, which he said 
would not be changed in any way. ‘’This 
should’ allay any fears that I am the kind 
of insensitive developer I’ve been cast as 
in this town,” he said. 


SHAH AND TELL © 
AT HARVARD 


Harvard’s Kennedy School of 
Government will name a-new interior 
courtyard behind the school’s main 
building the Pahlevi Plaza, in honor of 
the recently deposed Shah of Iran, it was 
learned. The brick expanse will bear the 
family name of the former monarch, who 
is expected to make a major donation to 
the school’s endowment. 

A spokesman for the school, which 
was stung by public criticism last year for 
naming its library after South African 
gold magnate Charles Englehard, said he 
saw ‘‘no comparison in this case. One 
man was from South Africa, the other 
from Iran.’ The spokesman added that 
he expects no controversy. 

The school also confirmed that the 
Shah will be a guest lecturer next 
semester. The one-time dictator will team 
with former Massachusetts Gov. Michael 
Dukakis in a course entitled, ‘Feeling. the 
Public Pulse.”

LIFE LEASES 


The long-running dispute over the 
future of Boston’s ancient Charles Street, 
Jail took a surprising turn today when the 
city announced it would rehabilitate the 
130-year-old structure and convert it into 
condominiums. The luxury development 
will be called ‘Bastille Commons.” 

A spokesman for the city’s Landmarks 
Commission, which will supervise the 
conversion, hailed the move as being in 
step with the current building-recycling 
trend, adding, ‘This will provide a 
residential alternative for people who 
might otherwise be bailing out.of the 
city.” 

The spokesman said that the 100-unit 
development will feature a tennis court 
on the site of the interior courtyard and 
an exclusive French restaurant, Chez 
Hoosegow, in the sheriff’s quarters; 
former Suffolk County Sheriff Thomas 
Eisenstadt, a consultant on the project, 
will order the restaurant's food and act as 
its maitre da’. 

In keeping with new regulations on 
evictions from converted condominiums, 
current Charles Street residents will have 
first option to buy the new units. 


NO, THEY'LL 
NEVER RETURN 


The MBTA announced today that it 
will return to the manufacturers all 125 
Boeing-Vertol Light Rail Vehicles, which 
have been running on the Green Line for 
18 months. The decision to give up on the 
sleek new trolleys was made the day after 
an outbound Riverside car became 
airborne and had to be guided by radar to 
Logan International Airport. A Boeing 
spokesman apologized for the incident, 
which he blamed on “a simple engine 
mix-up, just human error."’ 

The MBTA announced that passengers 
on the ill-fated vehicle will “be given a 
quarter and instructed to change at Park 
Street.” .

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Back to the Aran Islands: A second 


look at what the camera saw

te effect of the camera — and what it 
records — on a subject is one of the more 
persistent topics for speculation in the 
television age. But the discussion goes 
back to the earliest days of photography 
and filmmaking. ‘ 

PBS is now offering us a unique 
opportunity to scratch our heads some 
more. On Saturday, January 6, Robert 
Flaherty s famous documentary, Man of 
Aran, will be shown on Channel 2 at 8:30 
p.m. It will be followed at 10 by George 
Stoney’s documentary, How the Myth 
Was Made, which examines the 
consequences of the Flaherty film for the 
people it portrayed. 

Man of Aran, released in 1934, was the 
result of Flaherty’s two-year sojourn 
among the hardy inhabitants of the 
barren Aran Islands, off the west coast of 
Ireland. It focused on a single family of 
father, mother and son and treated a 
familiar Flaherty theme: man against 
nature. In hailing the movie, Andre 
Sennwald wrote in the New York Times 
that it is ‘pure cinema at its best.” 
Flaherty is telling it, we are informed, the 
way he found it. “As in his Nanook of 
the North,” the reviewer continued, ‘‘he 
strips his new work of dramatic artifice 
and plunges it to the heart of earthy and 
basic experience.” 

Is this true? Well, yes and no. Stoney 
and his partner-cameraman, James 
Brown, found the British crew and island 
people who worked with Flaherty. They 
also talked with other islanders, old and 
young. What emerges from the resulting 
film is an engrossing consideration of 
how well art does and should reflect 
reality. How the Myth Was Made is itself 
a straightforward TV documentary. It 
would not be of much interest if Man of 
Aran weren't the riveting work it is. 

Flaherty has been both praised and 
damned for his sweeping, dramatic, 
romantic style. He avoided making 
political statements. He muzzled the 
‘cannons of statistics. He had no obvious 
biases. Some critics attack him for 
creating staged scenes and for marveling 
at the goodness of the noble savage; 
others praise his artistic vision and his 


ability to focus our attention on the lives 
of ordinary people in exotic settings. 

Harry Watt, who assisted Flaherty, 
returned to Aran with Stoney’s crew. 
Watt is shown in a reunion with Maggie 
Dirrane, who played the mother in the 
“family” Flaherty created for his central 
subject. Flaherty wanted people with 
particular qualities — cinematic qualities 
— so he cast local people in the three 
roles. (In an interview filmed shortly 
before his death, Flaherty tells how he 
beseeched a woman to allow her son to 
play the boy in the fictional family but 
got nowhere. The filmmaker presented- 
the local priest with an unspecified 
“gift,” and the clergyman’s intercession 
obtained the desired result.) 

Maggie Dirrane, now a sprightly 78, 
reminisces fondly about her moment in 
the spotlight. She displays a photograph 
of herself when she was a “‘star’’ 45 years 
ago. There are touching moments when 
the old woman stares out a window and 
rocks a cradle, duplicating scenes from 
Man of Aran. Within her little world, 
Maggie Dirrane has been made immortal. 


EF laherty’s work remains a subject of 
continuing debate on Aran. The film is 
shown weekly during the summer, and 
islanders argue over its merits. One man 
disapproves of the famous storm scene, 
in which boatmen struggle against a 
churning sea. “It was staged,” he 
declares. ‘I don’t believe they would have 
gone out in such weather.” 

There’s no question Flaherty staged 
scenes he wanted to shoot. The real 
question is how well they reflected life on 
Aran. Some islanders feel the picture is 
right, even enthralling. Others resent 
being made out to be quaint primitives 
mired in hopeless poverty and 
desperately struggling for survival. 

It's pointed out that Flaherty ignored 
the existence of landlords who owned 
large tracts of relatively productive land. 
The animosity between Catholics and 
Protestants did not interest him. He 
edited out scenes that did not fit his 
vision of man contending against nature.

And he used long-focus lenses to 
heighten the effects of storm-tossed 
waves. 

Arthur Calder Marshall, the 
filmmaker’s biographer, says: ‘Flaherty 
wasn’t interested in actuality. He was 
interested in his own idea of life, and he 
wanted to present it dramatically.” John 
Monck, who edited Man of Aran, says it 
was never intended to be a true 
documentary. “You've got to take it for 
what it was, a piece of film poetry,” he 
advises. Which is also the conclusion of 
How the Myth Was Made: Flaherty’s 
film represented cinematic poetry, myth- 
making, a vision which — because it was 
so personal and understanding and 
because it contained such arresting 
images — has remained vivid far longer 
than any literal rendering of life on Aran 
would have. 


I, presenting its case, How the Myth 
Was Made purveys several interesting 
bits of information:- Aran has been 
somewhat modernized, but present-day 
life is not all that different from the life of 
Flaherty’s time; Flaherty shot a shark- 
fishing scene even though this activity 
had been given up 50 years before 


(apparently, he thought it would be good 
box office and might give the islanders 
another economic resource); the plunge 
of a harpoon consists of two shots spliced 
together seamlessly; two men who 
appeared in the film toured with Flaherty 
in America and Britain and later left Aran 
for good. 

We also see Harry Watt rediscover two 
cottages, full of old equipment, where 
Flaherty processed and printed his film 
and hung it out to dry. We hear stories of 
Flaherty’s frenzied commitment to . 
getting the right shot and to shooting as 
much film as he could. We are told of his 
wife’s role as chief critic. 

Toward the end, we see the steamer 
that arrives twice a week with toilet 
paper, bacon (‘‘There’s not a pig on the 
island’) and ‘vast amounts of beer.” A 
man says many film crews have come to 
Aran in recent years, searching for 
Flaherty’s world. A woman too young to 
be around in Flaherty’s time expresses 
alarm over the building of vacation houses 
on the island. But an older woman 
proudly shows off the guest house she 
created with money earned working for 
Flaherty. 

How the Myth Was Made hardly 
purports to answer the question of how 
deeply the camera imprints its mark on 
places and people. But it explores the 
question and allows us to think for 
ourselves. It cannot move us the way 
Man of Aran can, but it can help us 
appreciate the original work all the more. 
That's good criticism.

sii of the documentary film, 
Nova is about to start its sixth year, thus 
once again pricking the consciences of all 
of us who avoid any science more 
challenging than ‘‘science for poets.” 
Actually, Nova may be science for poets 
in its best sense. The show makes a wide 
range of scientific activity accessible to 
the general viewer. 

The new season begins this Thursday 
(January 4, at 8 p.m.) with Black Tide, a 
documentary about oil spills. Truth is, 
there’s nothing particularly scientific 
about this offering: it’s a look at the 
havoc wreaked by the tanker Amoco 
Cadiz when it grounded on the coast of 
Brittany last March. The narrative is 
spare, even elegant! The pictures’of a 
despoiled coast convey the helplessness 
of all concerned. ‘The technological 
perfection of the Amoco Cadiz went 
briefly awry,” says narrator Alexander 
Scourby. 

There is a description of previous oil

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spills; the building of tankers and the 
training of captains is discussed. And 
most tellingly, foreign scientists and 
ordinary Bretons tally up the huge and 
continuing damage to shellfish, seabirds 
and salt marsh. We see“the great amount 
of care being taken in various places to 
prevent more such calamities — though 
Black Tide says the danger is always 
there. I suspect some environmentalists 
will object to its assessment of the Amoco 
Cadiz grounding as a freak accident and 
to its praise for the concern of the major 
oil companies. But what's the scientific 
method if not a series of disagreements 
that lead to progress? Let’s hope that’s 
what they lead to, anyway. 

The third program in the new series, 
airing January 18, is called A World of 
Difference: B.F. Skinner and the Good 
Life. This one should raise some blood to 
the boil: it presents the Harvard 
psychologist’s biography and explains 
how he concluded that our environment 
is totally responsible for our behavior. 
The centerpiece is a visit by Skinner to 
Twin Oaks, a Virginia commune inspired 
by Skinner’s utopian novel, Walden Two 
(published in 1948). Skinner seems rather 
pleased at how well his ideas of positive 
reinforcement have worked, even though 
they’ve had to be modified or even 
abandoned in several cases. Actually, it’s 
hard to distinguish Twin Oaks from any 
contemporary communal experiment 
established by white, middle-class young 
people. The life seems relatively tranquil 
and civilized, but something seems to be 
missing. In fact, about 20 percent of the 
members leave each year, and only a 
quarter have stayed more than five years. 

Skinner tells the group that no one 
would leave if the participants 
appreciated the importance of the 
experiment. One of the communards asks 
Skinner why he never practiced what he 
preached by moving to a commune. 
Skinner says his wife wouldn’t have it. 

A World of Difference is authorized 
biography. It never seriously questions 
Skinner’s work or discusses the 
totalitarian implications critics see in his 
behaviorism. In this case; Nova needs a 

_lot more scientific rigor. Call this one an 
experiment that fails. e 


Hiring dispute Copley Place 


If you lived there, you should have a job now

$250 million construction/lease 


agreement reached last week between the 
state and the Urban Investment and 
Development Corp. (UIDC) for the 
Copley Place development is far from the 
last word on the shape and style of the 
project. Community groups are already 
worried about the impact this huge hotel, 
retail, office and housing complex might 
have on a part of Boston already facing 
“gentrification’’ — rising property costs 
and rents, with a concomitant change in 
community identity. 

Anticipating community concern, the 
state established a Citizens’ Review 
Committee (CRC) shortly after the UIDC 
plan was announced in early 1977. The 


CRC was-to help minimize problems that - 
too often accompany huge urban 


developments, problems ranging from 
parking to displacement of residents. 

For the most part, state officials 
involved in the Copley Place negotiations 
are pleased with what they got. 
“Nowhere in the country has a private 
developer agreed to the kinds of terms we 
have reached in this lease,” said Frank 
Keefe, director of the state Office of 
Planning. 

But if what happened on the central 
question of affirmative action in hiring is 
any measure, some community folks say, 
you have to wonder just what impact all 
the CRC work had when it came down to 
the final negotiations. 

As many as 4000 workers will be 
employed in the construction of Copley 
Place. Another 5000 permanent positions 
are anticipated once the hotel and retail 
complex open. With that many jobs at 
stake, it was only logical that much of the 
negotiating was about hiring quotas — or 
goals, or standards, whatever the 
appropriate term is at this post-Bakke, 
pre-Weber moment. 


As was announced on December 22, 
UIDC has agreed to a 20 percent 
minority-hiring requirement during 
construction. That's the only 
requirement, and it may have several 
loopholes, according to one Boston 
affirmative-action specialist. 

Normally, any such commitment by a 
private developer would be received as 
good news when there was talk of a 
recession. But as recently as a month ago, 
backers of strong affirmative-action 
efforts expected a lot more from Copley 
Place. A special task force of the CRC 
had recommended basic hiring 
requirements for both construction and 
permanent employment to assure 
employment and income opportunities 
for residents of the area. Thirty percent 
of the construction jobs, the task force 
said, should go to minority-group. 
members (as is the practice on other state 
projects in the neighborhood), 50 percent 
should go to Boston residents, and 17.2 
percent to people in the affected 
neighborhood (the area’s share of the 
total Boston labor force). Women were to 
be guaranteed at least 6.9 percent of the 
jobs, matching the 1980 federal standard 
for the construction industry. 

From all that, only a minority 
requirement which is 10 percent less than 
the task-force figure remains. 
Additionally, CRC recommendations for 
a required permanent formula got 
translated into “good-faith” language by 
UIDC. The company agreed that an 
‘adequate proportion” of jobs would go 
to minorities, women, the handicapped 
and Boston and area residents. These 
goals are dependent solely upon a ‘‘good- 
faith effort’’ by UIDC. 

* Last-minute insistence by UIDC that 
the minority requirement be reduced 
from the state-recommended 25 percent 


has caused some state officials to wonder 
about the strength of the company’s good 
faith. “‘Even the building trades unions 
had agreed to the 25 percent,” one noted. 

Earlier, Transportation and 
Construction Secretary Fred Salvucci 
agreed to drop all language allocating jobs 
geographically. He said he was unsure of 
the legal footing in that area. He also was 
concerned about possible precedent. 
“Construction is a regional industry,” 
Salvucci told the Phoenix. “If you limited 
jobs in a town to only people who lived in 
that town, you could get a backlash from 
the construction industry which would be 
untenable.” 


Keefe and others argue that they got 
the best they could. They also argue that 
they had little maneuvering time left. 
“Look, I know some of the community 
people feel we gave them less than they 
thought they were going to get,’’ one said. 
“But if this had dragged into the King 
administration, they were going to get far 
less. Do you think King’s people would 
work all night trying to work up 
affirmative-action language?” 


Now the city of Boston becomes a 
principal in Copley Place, Act II. The city 
has a large say in what the project will 
finally look like for several reasons. For 
one thing, it has the last word on both the 
design of the entire development and the 
use to which it can be put. For another, it 
controls property and air rights in the 
Stuart Street area, which is pivotal in the 
current plan. 

Perhaps most significant, the city will 
be negotiating with UIDC over the 
special 121-A tax arrangement for Copley 
Place. Involved is not only how much 
Copley Place will pay the city in taxes, 
but also what standards and requirements 
must be met in return for the tax breaks. ©

driving a pickup truck full of presents for 
New Yorkers, has been stopped by a

R ight on, window dresser. The 
Christmas presents this city is getting this 
year are those it needs like a kick in the 
head. The $1.2 billion Westway, for 
instance. Up in Boston, you traded in 
road money for mass transit, but Carey’s 
going to get the Westway built if he has 
to throttle every environmentalist in New 
York. He forced the resignation of his 
own environmental protection 
administrator last week, and is now after 
the regional federal guy, Eckardt Beck. 
He'll probably get his head too, but 
before he goes, Beck has his own Yuletide 
monstrosity for us: new and shiny toll 
booths for the long-free East-River and 
Harlem River Bridges — not for the 
money, incidentally, but in the interest of 
making Manhattan just that much harder 
to drive into, an environmental protection 
that the city’s fleeing businesses and the 
suburban shopping centers should ~ 
appreciate in about equal measure. Then 
there’s Carter's own gift: $70 million to 
‘do something” in the South Bronx. Of 
course, nobody has any idea yet of what 
to do — build something up there, + 
probably, and then see how long it takes 
to burn down. 

Well anyway, driving in Manhattan 
just before dawn on Christmas morning 
is a gas. No cops, no other traffic at all on 
Sixth Avenue. I turn on the radio for 
company: the usual New York kind of 
news. Six killed by a hit-and-run driver 
in Brooklyn (still not a car in sight, much 
less a cop, but I decide against running 
the next light anyway); three die in 
Christmas-tree fires on Long Island; Paul 
Screvane, former $57,500-a-year head of 
Off-Track Betting, investigated for 
nickel-and-dime chiseling on overtime 
and expenses. 

That's enough of that news. The good 
news is that Sixth Avenue from 31st to 
34th Street is usually the worst traffic 
bottleneck in the whole damn city and I 
can run through it without a pause. 
There’s an immense Christmas tree in 
Herald Square, but there isn’t a light on 
it. No use stopping to admire it; I'll keep 


going north toward Rockefeller Center. 
Forty-second Street’s worth a detour, 
though, and I swing the car over to the 
left and park it — right there, on the 
empty street. What a pleasure. Forty- 
second has become as grundgy a stretch 
of pavement as you'll find anywhere in 
this world, but here it was, quiet, no 
traffic, vehicle or pedestrian, and only the 
light from a dirty-book store to illuminate 
the sidewalk — and nobody inside but a 
stock clerk desultorily rearranging the so- 
called stock. Of the three porn-movie 
houses cheek to cheek on the north side 
of the street, one sports a for-rent sign; 
the other two, which used to feature live 
sex acts, are down to $1.99 triple features. 
Slowly cruise over to Eighth Avenue; 
not a whore on the street. A few massage- 
parlor pimps are huddled out of the rain 
in the entrance to the Eighth Avenue | 
subway, but they have nobody to solicit 
but one another. Cut back to Times 
Square. The last time I saw the whole 
square dark was on November 22, 1963, 


the night after John Kennedy was killed; . 


it was pretty creepy then. In this early- 
morning darkness, illuminated only by 
the sodium street lights, it seems 
cleansed, almost majestic, an asset to the 
silhouette of the city. 


(«i lights are on at Rockefeller 
Center, though — thousands of them, 
blue, red, orange, green and white lights 
all around the great Christmas tree, which 
stands more than 100 feet tall. It’s worth 
getting out of the car and getting wet to 
admire it and enjoy the pungent 
evergreen smell. 

And not only is the tree lit, but the 
whole Rockefeller Center promenade as 
well — scores of trumpeting angels 
blowing lighted horns, all just for me. I’m 
the only soul alive in the whole damn 
place, and all those lights are burning for 
my appreciation alone. Since old John D. 
deeded the land under it to Columbia 
University, Rockefeller Center gets out of 
paying city taxes, so I have little reason to 
feel grateful to them; but what the hell, 
Merry Christmas to the Rockefellers 
anyway. I only wish I’d brought ice 
skates (if I owned ice skates to bring). 
The hell with it, nobody’s around, so I 
hop the chain and slide around the empty 
illuminated rink. 

Squish back to the car in my wet shoes 
and drive up Sixth Avenue again. Half-a- 
dozen empty cabs are lined-up at the 


Hilton when I swing right in to the 
driveway — not a doorman in sight to 


question me — and pull up beside a group _ 


of drivers sharing someone’s thermos of 
coffee. I ask how business is doing. 
“We'll be busy enough soon,” he says. 
“What do you think, the city’s closed?’ 
He points with his cup out to the 
sidewalk where an aging jogger is puffing 
his way south. ‘‘Lots of life in New York 
yet,” he says. 


Drive up through Central Park, which 


is supposed to be deserted in the hours of 
darkness (and if it isn’t, you've got 
trouble), and up to Harlem and 125th 
Street. No beehive of activity here, either, 
but a few pedestrians are out — several 
are buying coffee through the window of 
an all-night stand at Fifth Avenue. An 
old man, waiting patiently at a bus-stop 
shelter, stares suspiciously at this honkie 
cruising by. Behind him, on both north 
and south sidewalks, stretch lines of 
decapitated parking meters. Up the street, 
in front of the new State Office Building, 
stands the first — much heralded — public 
Christmas tree in Harlem. There isn’t a 
light on it — and it’s not that the state 
doesn’t have Christmas-tree lights; 
several are winking merrily away beyond 
the locked door of the building. . 

Cruise through Harlem for a while, up 
Frederick Douglass Boulevard, down 
Adam Clayton Powell Boulevard (they 
used to be Eighth and Seventh Avenues, 
respectively), stopping only to count the 
number of blue-and-white police cruisers 
lined up in front of the 32nd Precinct on 
W. 135th Street — there are 16 of them 
(who says you can’t find a cop in that 
part of town?). Best news from Harlem, 
though, is that there’s a show, the Millie 
Jackson review, up on the marquee of the 
long-dark Apollo. If the Apollo is 
opening again and the porn palaces 
closing down, maybe things are looking 
up. 


R ain just about stopped, clouds 
beginning to break up over New Jersey, 
and a little traffic to contend with when I 
turn down the West River Drive toward 
midtown again. Stop for a cup of coffee 
at the all-night Market Diner on 43rd 
Street. Expected some grumbling behind 
the counters about having to work on 
Christmas Day, but find good cheer 
extended even toward a pair of obvious 
non-customers sidling in through the 
door in the direction of the john. Cashier, 


starting to intercept them, changes his 
mind and lets them go. ‘What the hell,”’ 
he says when he sees me watching, “‘it is 
Christmas.” 

So it is. The rain has stopped 
completely by the time I get back in the 
car, and I turn off the headlights by the 


‘time I get as far down as the Bowery. 


Only a few desultory trash-can 
scavengers around, and only one hooker 
— one of the most beautiful I’ve ever seen 
— on the traffic island at Delancy Street. 
We exchange waves and season’s 
greetings, and when the light changes, I 
continue on downtown, past City Hall 
glistening in the first rays of sun over 
Brooklyn, to pay my respects to what 
was, unquestionably, the fattest, most 
prosperous.tree in the city this Christmas. 


I t stood — where else? — in front of the 
New York Stock Exchange, and after 
checking it out, I drive around the corner 


‘and down to the Battery. By now it is 


becoming a beautiful day; the Statue of 
Liberty is extending her torch in the 
direction of the final retreating cloud, and 
though the wind is still cold off the water, 
I settle down onto a bench to watch the 
arrival of the first ship of the day, which 
turned out to be flying a Colombian flag 
(I don’t claim to have recognized it; I will 
look it up later). Wondering what cargos 
(declared and undeclared) it had brought 
us, I watch until it is out of sight in the 
East River. The pealing of the bells from 
Our Lady of Rosary Church brings 
worshipers and dog walkers into the 
park; I get back in the car, turn into 
traffic and head for home. The rest of the 
city’s Christmas morning is well under 
way, but mine isn’t quite over yet. 

A few blocks uptown, on West Stieet, I 


, finally find the best Christmas tree of all. 


It isn’t tall, or very full — in fact it’s 


downright straggly. It’s leaning 


languorously against a no-parking sign in 
front of Keller’s waterfront tavern, and is 
decorated from top to bottom with empty 
beer cans. I pull over for a minute to 
watch it sparkle in the early-morning 
light and hear it clank in the wind. And 
then, across the street, in front of Pier 42, 
I spot a whole forest of cut-down, unsold, 
abandoned — and therefore free — 
Christmas treés. I throw one into the™ * 


- trunk of my car and drive home for the 


holiday. Next year, I definitely plan to 
write that bah-and-humbug Christmas 


iece. 
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retail- and industrial-development sites — 
on land owned by W.R. Grace, Arthur D. 
Little and the Mugar Group — have been 
discussed for the area adjacent to the 
Alewife. Of chief concern to the North 
Cambridge residents is that an Alewife 
terminus will be a drawing card for drive- 
and-ride commuters, clogging the 
neighborhood with traffic and. parked 
cars and offering all of the drawbacks and 
few of the benefits of living near a transit 
stop. 

Meyer, a soft-spoken and mannerly 
gentleman, says that regardless of how 
the court rules on Red Line Alert’s 
petition for an injunction, his group is 
prepared to continue opposition to the 
project until the supplemental studies it 
demands from the MBTA are in hand. 
Does this mean that his organization is 
prepared to use non-violent action to 
block construction if necessary? ‘‘As far 
as I am concerned, as far as Shawah is 
concerned, as far as the North Cambridge 
Planning Team is concerned, we will turn 
our people out into the street if that turns 
out to be our only recourse,” he says. 

For now, North-Cambridge residents 
will hold their more activist intentions in 
check, focusing instead on ways to beat 
the bureaucrats by their own rules. Of 
chief concern is Russell Field, a 10-acre 
playground the MBTA proposes to use as 
a construction staging area. Originally, 
MBTA plans called for using only three- 
fifths of an acre of this playground, for a 
period of six to nine months; today it has 
entered into an agreement with the city to 
use the entire field for the five-year 
duration of construction. Residents feel 
this “substantial change’ warrants a 
supplement to the EIS and-a special 
explanation that there exists no prudent 
alternative to the recreational land.

full impact of bringing the Red Line to 
North Cambridge has not been 
adequately studied. ‘By DPW’s own 
estimates, the Dewey-Almy traffic circle 
at the end of Rte. 2 is the second most 
dangerous intersection in the state. The 
public and private development that’s 
being planned for that area is only going 
to make things worse. Not once do they 
say what the impact of increased traffic 
up and down the streets of North 
Cambridge will be. And not once do they 
indicate what the impact of the dust and 
pollution from the trucks carrying 
excavated material up and down Mass. 
Ave. will be. They’ve been allowed to get 
away with what they want because public 
transportation is a sacred cow. But it’s 
apparent they’re not used to dealing with 
the neighborhoods. All through this the 
MBTA has taken the attitude that if they 
mentioned something in the EIS, then we 
can consider it studied. A mere mention 
doesn’t mean diddly-shit. All those heavy 
EIS volumes prove — and fairly 
conclusively at that — is that we need 


mass transit in that corridor. But they 
don’t prove that we need the project as 
proposed, and they certainly don’t prove 
we need the project they've commenced 
to build. The connection between those 
volumes and what they’re building is 
minimal, believe me, minimal,’ Cyr says. 
“We bought the project with the 
agreement that the terminus would be in 
Arlington. Now they’ve gone and 
changed the whole thing around.” 

Nowhere in the EIS, Cyr complains, 
does the MBTA consider how rising 
rents, the product of speculation and 
private development, will affect elderly 
people on fixed incomes. ‘They are 
dropping: one of the largest public- and 
private-development projects in history 
right in the middle of two cities, 
Cambridge and Somerville, that are in the 
top five most densely populated areas in 
the country, and they've neglected to 
consider,one thing — what all this will 
mean for the people who have lived here 
for generations,” he said. 

Although every member of the 


Red Line Alert would have 
you believe that his concerns encompass 
those of the group, Henry 
Shawah, a craftsman with 
16 years of business experience in 
Cambridge, speaks for those merchants 
along Massachusetts Avenue who fear 
their businesses will be adversely affected 
by the construction. ‘We figure that 
shopkeepers will lose 15 percent of their 
gross income due to shoppers who will 
avoid the area because of construction, 
due to the loss of parking spaces along 
Mass. Ave., and due to the high, concrete 
median barriers which don’t permit 
people to cross the street easily. Fifteen 
percent, and that’s a conservative 
estimate,” Shawah says. ‘Nowhere in the 
EIS do they assess the economic 
disadvantages to the businessman. 
Nowhere do they suggest that he should 
be reimbursed for this hardship. All we 
hear about is the great boom that is 
coming to Porter Square, the renaissance. 
Now, with a $47 million subway station

and tunnel coming in here, if you don’t 
think this area will be developed up the 
ass, you're crazy. Who needs it? This 
neighborhood has a very human scale 
that is going to be destroyed. We don’t 
need this development. A 1972 census 
showed that this area was the fastest 
growing business district in the country. 
Just look at all the Harvard Square 
businesses that are moving out of the 
square or are opening branches up the 
avenue. The subway and developers 
aren't coming in here to foster 
development, they’re coming to take 
advantage of it.” 

Despite a shoestring budget (most of 
which comes from passing the hat at 
meetings) and legal costs anticipated at a$ 
high as $20,000, Shawah and his 
organization refuse to be discouraged. 

“We've got to show public agencies such 
as the MBTA that they can’t break the 
law and get away with it by fighting us 
with our own money. Sure they'll get 
tough with us. What do you expect? 
When you stand up to a father who has 
been beating you all these years, his first 
instinct is to give you a smack in the puss. 
My response is ‘kiss my ass.’ ” 


A nother concern to the businesses ° 
along Massachusetts Avenue is the 
method of digging the tunnels. In early 
community meetings, the use of a 
“mixed-face boring machine’ was 
discussed. The machine, nicknamed a 
“mole,’’ would burrow under the avenue 
with virtually no effect on the surface, 
they were told. Indeed, a photograph of 
the strange mechanical creature appeared 
in an issue of the Red Line News, the 
MBTA-produced newsletter that has 
appeared sporadically as a supplement to 
weekly papers in Cambridge, Arlington 
and Somerville. But last spring it was 
revealed that contractors for the tunnels 
between Harvard and Porter Squares and 
between Porter and Davis Squares were 
given the option to build the tunnels in 
the cheapest, most efficient manner 
possible, which meant, they later learned, 
“conventional mining techniques,” 
including blasting through rock. The 
specter of dynamite under Mass. Ave. 
put Shawah and others in an organizing 
mood. Perhaps more than any other 
single matter, the feeling that the MBTA 
was not completely forthright on the 
possibility of blasting under people’s 
homes and businesses has provided an

emotional center for the opposition, and 
they therefore hope to accumulate a war 
chest for the legal battles ahead. ‘‘Pile 
drivers and dynamite have a way of 
loosening up pocket change,” attorney 
McGregor says. 

How have the MBTA and UMTA 
sought to play down their differences 
with the city and its residents? To be sure, 
MBTA officials, who estimate that $3 
million will be lost for each month the 
project is delayed, feel they have 
encouraged citizen participation 
throughout the process. They point to 
“over 600 meetings” in the community at. 
which planning for the Red Line 
extension was discussed. In addition, the 
MBTA points to a $20 million package of 
public improvements that it has 
offered the city as an enticement to sign 
the construction agreements. These 
improvements include $10.8 million of 
landfill excavated from the subway 
tunnels, which will be used to turn the 
50-acre city dump into a $3.9 million 
multi-purpose athletic facility, 
conversion of the B&M freight cut-off in 
North Cambridge to a $1.5 million linear 
park (the subway project will be built by 
the cut-and-cover construction process 
along this old railroad right of way), 
sidewalk improvements totaling $600,000 
in Porter Square and $3.5 million in 
Harvard Square, and replacement of the 
Mass. Ave. bridge in Porter Square at a 
projected cost of $750,000. These 
“sweeteners,” the MBTA feels, should go 


a long way in assuaging anti-MBTA 


sentiment in the neighborhoods. 
On the questions of why the project

was cut back and what bearing the 
change will have on the overall scheme, 
the MBTA and UMTA stand by the 
current EIS. The plan for a 2000-car 
parking garage is not new, they say; even 
at.the time when Alewife was being 
considered as a way Station, not a 
terminus, the garage was being 
considered. 

On the issue of blasting for the deep- 
bore tunnels, UMTA regional counsel 
Arthur Silen points to one of the essential 
shortcomings in any environmental- 
impact assessment. ‘You can’t fund a 
project until you do an impact study. Yet 
you can’t know how detailed that study 
should be until you get into the final 
engineering phase. But you can’t get 
down to final engineering until the 
impact study is complete. This is the 
essential catch-22 of all impact analysis 
and is the reason why environmental- 
impact statements show only gross 
impacts.” 


dives to the Mass. Ave. Harvard- 
Porter Alert’s contention that the project 
sponsor has a responsibility to the 
business community through which the 
project will run, Silen speaks more 
boldly. “Look at this,” he says, reading 
from a Mass. Ave. Harvard-Porter Alert 
position paper. ‘They want ‘a guarantee 
that businesses will maintain their normal 
yearly rate of growth and dwellings will 
show the same rate of appreciation as is 
customary to the area and both will be 
reimbursed when this rate falls below the 


- standard due to construction.’ Well that’s 


. 


just wonderful, but we can’t insure 
against everything, and we're not 
required to under law. We’re not insurers 
for these storeowners. Nobody can 
guarantee you a rate of growth for the 
next five years. The transportation issue 
is what we’re assigned to deal with, and 
for us the wanepertetion issue is 
paramount.” 

This said, how satisfied i is UMTA with 
the performance of its grantee, the transit 
authority? ‘From an engineering 
standpoint, we’re very satisfied,” says. 
Silen, but he admits, almost as an aside, 
that “finesse has been their short suit.” 

Silen, who has handled UMTA legal 
affairs for the six New England states, 
moved to Boston from Washington 
within the past year but denies that he 
relocated to handle a political controversy 
that seems ready to bubble over. 

“Historically, the MBTA had a 
genuine, unmitigated public-be-damned 
attitude,” he says. “And I think that the 
people of Cambridge are not so much 
down on this project for what it is as they 
are down on the generally evil reputation 
of the MBTA in dealing with the local 
communities. Most people concurred that 
the MBTA was the biggest ripoff since 
Caligula, but that’s ancient history. And 
the city of Cambridge is making out like a 
bandit here. The capital-improvement 
freebies are incredible. They're forgetting 
that if they dump the project they still 
have the traffic congestion and the 
limited athletic facilities they had before. 
We're not just marching in here and 
telling people how it’s gonna be. If we

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learned anything when the 
highway-funding projects of the 
mid-’50s and early ‘60s almost 
completely destroyed mass 
transit, it was that transit is a 
marketable commodity, like hair 
sprays. People will buy it if it’s 
sold to them right.” 


A ll of which made sense until 


Silen turned once again to the 
specific Red Line Alert challenges 
to the EIS, and in so doing 
indicated by his statement that 
the MBTA’s mishandling of public 
relations is nothing compared to 
the indiscretions of which a 
transplanted Washington 
bureaucrat is capable. ‘You 
know,” he said, looking out his 
ninth-floor window in the 


Department of Transportation 
building in Kendall Square, “this 
is not some pristine Eden that is 
suddenly being raped. Cambridge 
is just not that good a town in 
‘terms of its physical plant. A lot 
of these complaints on the 
environmental side are spurious. 
These people are latter-day 
Luddites. The same people 
complaining now will be the first 
to use this thing when it’s built.” 
Peddle a line like this on Rindge 
Avenue, where some families 


~ have lived for generations, and 


they'll carry you out feet first. 
For his part, MBTA Chairman 
Robert Kiley has attempted to 
mediate the conflict by making 
appearances, although since the 
start of the lawsuit, he has 
declined public comment. At an 
October 23 meeting of the 
Cambridge City Council, moved 
to the Mary Ellen Fitzgerald 
School in North Cambridge to 


accommodate the more than 500 
spectators who turned out to hear 
an explanation of the project 
changes, Kiley addressed the 
crowd tentatively. Those who had 
gone to the rostrum before him 
had made great mention of their 
long standing in the North 
Cambridge community. Some 
pointed proudly to three 
generations of their families that 
had grown up in the same house. 
Kiley, a North Dakotan by birth 
and a resident of Boston since 
1972, was viewed as a Johnny- 
come-lately with a special kind of 
distrust such a neighborhood 
reserves for outsiders. To break 
the ice, he began with a story 
about his own family’s 
emigration by boat from Ireland 
to Nova Scotia many years ago. 
“Get to the point,’’ one angry 
resident shouted. ‘I am,” Kiley 
replied, visibly frustrated. ‘’Yeah, 
well, take an express,”’ another 


resident shot back. It was clear 
that little would be accomplished. 
Positions having hardened, 
courtesy would take a back seat to 
militancy. As angry opponents 
left the school auditorium 
carrying signs urging a yes vote 
on Question 10, a special anti- 
Red Line referendum on the 
November ballot in precincts in 
North Cambridge (the non- 
binding question later won with 
60 percent of the vote), it looked 
as if communication had broken 
down. 

If the project has produced bad 
feelings that seem destined to be 
hashed out before a federal judge, 
not every North Cambridge 
businessman and resident shares 
them: For some, the extension 
represents a long-awaited major 
capital improvement for 
neighborhoods that have seen few 
over the years. 

For Tom Pelham, a

transportation adviser to S. Lester 
Ralph when that former 
Somerville mayor exerted 
influence on Governor Sargent’s 
Boston Transportation Planning 
Review board to encourage an 
alignment that would include a 
stop in Davis Square, the’ process 
of negotiating with the MBTA 
has always been fruitful. Today 
Pelham, formerly a Harvard 
School of Design student, is a 
planner with the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council, a regional 
agency that helped to convene the 
Alewife Brook. Task Force and 
Davis Square Task Force, 
organizations that have offered 
criticism and guidance to the 
MBTA. 

From 1974 through 1977, 
concerned citizens of Davis 
Square met every two weeks with 
the MBTA. ‘The process was 
always very open and 
cooperative,”’ recalls Pelham. 
“Indeed, the MBTA had a 
priority for the location of the 
Davis Square station, and when 
citizens opposed it because of 
certain land takings, the MBTA 
agreed to change. The process 
was always a reciprocal one. Not 
ofly has the T allowed us into the 
process, they’ve made major 
concessions in the community's 
interest. The T has been put in a 
tough position. I don’t think 
they've dealt in bad faith or are 
bad guys. We know it’s gonna be 
a messy two years, but it’s the 
kind of thing where you hold 
your nose for two years and then 
you have a facility that serves you 
for a century. OPEC (just) raised 
oil prices 14 percent. People will 
be grateful for this years from 
now.” 


R ick Littlefield, second- 


generation proprietor of the Flag 
Store, a specialty shop that sells 
flags from all nations and has 
handled the account for more 
than $10,000 worth of fabric 
signs in Quincy Market, is 
grateful today. For three or four" 
years, his father, now 76, received 
letters from the MBTA explaining 
that the Red Line extension was 
coming and that he would have to 
relocate from his Porter Square 
store. ‘‘We_ thought they would 
never get the money together to 
get this project off the ground,” 
the younger Littlefield reca 
“We just ignore! them. Then the 
letters started to come more often 
and we w-~ told that they had 
plans to '::doze our store on 
July 1. They sent us a copy of the 
HUD guidelines for reimbursable 
expenses and I remember my 
father looked at all of that fine 
print and threw the booklet down 
on the table, saying, ‘I’m not 
gonna read this damn thing.’ ” 
But the younger Littlefield 
studied the guidelines and, with 
the help of the Cambridge 
Redevelopment Authority, 
negotiated a relocation deal that 
has proved to be a bonanza. 

At his old location, Littlefield 
paid $600 a month for a small 
storefront. Today he owns a 
block of seven stores roughly one 
mile farther north on 
Massachusetts Avenue and uses 
the rent from six of the units to 
amortize his mortgage. “Both the 
MBTA and the Cambridge 
Redevelopment Authority are 
hopelessly inept, but if you 
researcheyour own relocation you - 
can pretty much get away with 
whatever you want. The thing to 
remember about bureaucracies is 
that they could give adamn — not 
because they're malicious, 


because they’re lazy.”’ Littlefield 


applied for and received $35,000 
in eligible relocation expenses. He 
credits this very satisfactory. 
reimbursement with providing 
the incentive to expand his 
business. Two years ago, the 
block of stores he recently 
purchased for $90,000 sold for 
$48,000. After only three months 
of ownership he says he has 
already had offers to sell for 
$100,000. ‘This whole area is

going to take a quick upbeat,” he 


says. 

Littlefield anticipates that the 
“upbeat” will force some of the 
smaller, marginal businesses off 


the avenue, but chalks this up to ° 


the inevitable passing on of those 
who can’t compete. ‘In the 

beginning we'll probably see an 
influx of CVSes, Brighamses and 
White Hen Pantrys, they'll be the 
ones who can afford the rents,” 


he speculates. ‘And that may be a 


shame. But overall, this project 
will improve the area.” 
Littlefield’s first move as a 
landlord was to raise all the rents 
on his block — formerly in the 
$150- to $200-per-month range — 
to $300. Next year he anticipates 
asking $400 per month for the 


same space. It’s a move that he 
knows will force two elderly 
women who run a card shop out 
of business. “It’s a shame that 
this development will drive some 
of the little locals out,’” he mused 
in his basement office, “but it’s a 
necessity — no, a reality.” 

Like some of the private 
busifiessmen in the area, the 
MBTA has shown that it is 
willing to play hard ball. 
Construction easements to tunnel 
under residential and commercial 
property are required by law, and 
in early December MBTA 
officials were, according to Frank 
McGrail of the North Cambridge 
Planning Team, contacting 
residents on Orchard and Beech 
Streets by phone and in person, 
offering ‘$300 in time for 
Christmas” if they would sign the 
easement agreement on the spot. 
‘These are working-class people 


who are pretty hard-pressed 
around the holidays,’’ McGrail 
says. ‘And that’s some pretty 
sleazy dealing.” 

Another example of the 
MBTA’s willingness to get tough 
is Robert Kiley’s letter of 
November 15, 1978, to 
Cambridge City Manager James 
Sullivan. Responding to the city 
council’s November 6 decision to 
join the Red Line Alert in seeking 
an injunction against the project, 
Kiley reminded Sullivan in no 
uncertain terms that 
improvements scheduled for 
Lechmere, Kendall and Central 
Square Stations were linked to the 
extension project and “if the city 
now wishes to delay the 
completion of the Red Line 
extension, the Authority will be 
forced to reschedule the 
modernization of those stations 
and reallocate our scarce 


resources to other high priority 
projects.” In addition, Kiley 
indicated, again in strong 
language, that “at least until a 
sense of mutual trust can be re- 
established between the City and 
the Authority,” MBTA 
cooperation on the East 
Cambridge/Lechmere. Area 
Development Project, -land-use 


planning for the Bennett and Eliot 


Yards in Harvard Square and’ 
development of the city dump 
athletic complex would be 
‘‘jeopardized.”’ The letter 
produced an outcry from Red 
Line Alert. ‘‘He’s ransoming the 
project to these improvements,”’ 
Henry Shawah complained. 


B ut the MBTA has shown that 
it is willing to seek cooperation, to 
use the carrot as well as the stick.

Cambridge city councillors to 
Baltimore, where an eight-mile 
subway construction project is 
already under way. They stood in 
the street as constructign crews 
blasted away at the ground below 
them. To be sure, the trip was 
designed to convince the skeptical 
that the impact of blasting would 
not be severe, but the special 
attention that T officials were 
willing to afford city leaders 
would, they no doubt hoped, buy 
them a measure of good will as 
well. 

- More recently, the MBTA has 
begun working with the 
Cambridge Chamber of 
Commerce to put together an 
organization known as 
Merchants on the Line. Modeled 
on a similar group in Baltimore, 
Merchants on the Line will 
organize promotions (special 
‘sale’ days, T-shirts and the like) 
to offset any adverse impacts of 
construction. “The biggest fear,’’ 
says Chamber of Commerce 
Executive Manager Eric Weiner, 
“is that construction-detour signs 
will convey the message to stay 
away. We'll be making efforts to 
offset that image.”’ 

Members of the Red Line Alert 
fear that all of this may prove to 
be too little too late. ‘What we 
really need here is more planning, 
not stopgap corrective measures, 
Ed Cyr complains. “We need a 
supplemental EIS because, at 
almost every level, this thing was 
rushed along so they could break 
ground as quickly as possible. 
State Secretary of Transportation 
Fred Salvucci stood on people and 
said, ‘We've got to go faster, 
we've got to go faster.” He 
knocked two years out of the 
planning process that way. Sure; 
Fred had a good reputation from 
the highway and Massport fights, 
but it’s like that old theory that 
only Nixon could go to China. 
Only a liberal can force 
something through, all the while 
spouting the rhetoric of concern 


for the neighborhoods.”

I f there is a feeling that the 


liberal’ Salvucci and his 
transportation bureacracy have 
stepped on toes, the well-known 
pro-development bias of the new 
governor should produce little 
cause for rejoicing. Ed King’ 
newly appointed secretat 
transportation, Barry Locke; 
comes to Boston from St. Louis, 
where he headed the Bi-State 
Development Agency, a 
transportation-planning 
commission that oversees surface 
mass transit for the greater St. 
Louis area. Locke served as press 
secretary to former Governor 


John Volpe, whose family has 


long been in the construction 
business, and later as special 
assistant of transportation when 
Volpe headed the DOT for 
Nixon. It was during this period 
that Volpe exerted influence to 
free the highway moneys for 
mass transit; presumably, Locke 
will have an interest in seeing 
those moneys put to use. Kiley, 
who serves at the governor's 
pleasure, has indicated publicly 
that he doesn’t expect to be kept 
in his job by the incoming 
administration. 

‘Regardless of how the new 
administration deals with the 
problem of the Red Line 
extension, they’ve been served 
with notice that a problem 
says one Cambridge- 
based free-lance city planner who 
has observed the conflict from the 
wings. ‘‘People have gotten 
together to say that expensive 
federally funded reports, thick 
with technical language, are not 
the final word on the issue. And 
that’s as it should be. But this 
project will be built, you can 
depend on that.

that a half-billion-dollar project 
that is supposed to enhance the 
region into which it is being 
dropped ends up looking like a 
second, an irregular.

YOUR WAY 


FE ood purists: remember how it felt to 
shop in the supermarket? There was a 
huge room, and everything in it (more 
or less) seemed edible and nutritious. 
Well, now — you guessed it — the area’s 
first natural-foods supermarket has 
opened, in Brookline. 

At the Natural Grocer, eight aisles 
and three big coolers are stocked with 
organically grown vegetables, 
organically raised meat (frozen), 
seafood and unhomogenized milk with 
cream on top. Plus natural cake and 
bread mixes and, believe it or not, 
frozen pizzas, eggrolls and wonton 
soup. Four bakeries contribute goods, 
including twin-packs of ““hooter”’ muf- 
fins (which look vaguely like 
Twinkies). The store also carries 
vitamins, cosmetics and books. 

Conspicuously absent are the barrels 
and bins that characterize most health- 
food emporia. ‘We felt they wouldn’t 
fit in with the image of a supermarket,” 
explains Kathy Reilly, manager of the 
store. “And they’re probably un- 
sanitary.” Hence everything is 
prepackaged and on shelves. Since no 
supermarket is complete without its 
specials, a changing roster of 24 items 
announces what's on sale at any one 
time. And since the larger store has 
greater buying power, the Natural 
Grocer’s prices are regularly lower than 
those of its health-food competitors. 

The Natural Grocer, 315 Harvard 
Street (near Coolidge Corner), is open 
Monday through Friday from 9 until 9, 
Saturday until 6 p.m., and from noon 
until 6 p.m. on Sunday.

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HOME RUN 


T.. stakes are high when you re shopping around 
for a home mortgage. And it’s a lot of work comparing 
rates. But now there’s a Shopper’s Credit Guide of 
home-mortgage rates, listing well over 200 Boston-area 
banks plus 90 around Springfield and Fall River/New 
Bedford. 

This service, provided by the Consumer Assistance 
Division of the Office of the Commissioner of Banks, is 
the first in the nation, says assistant division director 
Paul Horwitz. It’s an addition to the already established 
shopper's guide for unsecured personal-loan and new- 
car-loan rates that the division has been publishing for 
the last 14 months, covering the same banks. 

The highest home-mortgage rate the guide showed 
for December was 12.5 percent, the lowest nine per- 
cent. If the difference between the two looks small, look 
again. On a $32,000, 25-year mortgage, it will amount 
to $24,108. And perhaps the new guide will have the 
same effect as did the personal and car-loan studies: 
once rates are out in the open and the public begins to 
shop, banks may begin lowering their mortgage rates. 

Check your local library for the guide. If they don’t 
have it, ask them to obtain one.

More and more members 
of the ‘me generation’ 

are going to therapists 

to learn the meaning of ‘we’

‘VY e thought we were the well- 
shrunk, hip ‘70s couple, but we were 
really full of shit. We were both talkative 
as hell, self-conscious, introspective. We 
laughed at phrases like ‘I hear you’ and ‘I 
feel this.. We thought we talked and 
heard real well. We were both shocked 
when we discovered how much we 
didn’t.” Paul and Jane Martin (all 
couples’ names have been changed) 
gradually found their four-year-old 
marriage beginning to unravel when Paul 
took a job at a small suburban 
newspaper. His new position meant that 
some nights he didn’t get home until 
quite late, about the time that Jane, a 
high-school English teacher, was 
preparing to go to sleep. The conflicting 
schedules began to take a toll, and after 
three years of it, Jane recalls, ‘“‘We were 
losing a lot of the closeness we once had 
and didn’t know how to get things back 
together again.”” As their marriage more 
and more took a back seat to their jobs, 
fights became more frequent. As Paul 
puts it, “We lapsed back into 
characteristic child behavior, finding old 
responses, learning what buttons to push 
in the other person to get them most 
upset.” 

But the Martins wanted to stay 
together and, on the advice of friends, 
they entered couples counseling with a 
psychiatric social worker. For almost two 
years they spent an hour a week sitting 
across from each other in therapy, which 
Jane believes ‘‘gave us an enforced time 
when we had to be together and talk 
things over. When we had had an hour to 
spend together previously we wouldn't 
talk because we didn’t have the energy. 
So we found we had been avoiding a lot 
of things we should have been talking 
about.” But the sessions were more than 
just a safe place to chat. Their therapist 
taught them to start sentences by saying 
“T would like ...” instead of “You 


should ...,” to “fight fair’ instead of 
turning the partner into some memory of 
their parents. Gradually they began to 
take a fresh approach to their dealings, 
giving up “entrenched ways of dealing 
with each other.” Therapy “sharpens the 
hearing, gets the crud out of the ears, 
helps get rid of the distortions,” says 
Paul. ‘It was a good cleaning.” 

Mark and Laura Daniels, on the other 
hand, had no delusions about their self- 
awareness when they began joint 
counseling after four years of marriage. 
“We got married very young, without 
thinking too much about it,” says Mark. 
“We were pretty unconscious and had no 
concept of interpersonal relations.’’ Adds 
Laura, ‘‘We were two spoiled brats who 
wanted to have our way all the time. We 
expected the other person to be only the 
giver.” When they began therapy, the 
pair had just returned to the United States 
after an unsuccessful year’s stay in 
Sweden, an experience they now believe 
put a great deal of pressure on their 
relationship. By the time they returned 
home their marriage was in rough shape, 
and as things got even worse, Laura 
considered getting her own apartment. 

They spent two years in couples 
therapy and both give the experience 
high marks, crediting it as a major factor 
in helping them get their lives in shape 
(Mark is now a successful political 
consultant, while Laura is the personnel 
director at a small Boston-area college). 
‘What the therapist did essentially was to 
rearrange how we spoke to one another,” 
says Laura. “The first thing she noticed 
was that almost everything we said to 
each other was a judgment. One of us 
would say, ‘You’re selfish,’ instead of 
simply saying , ‘I really want to go to 
Gloucester today. Couldn’t you think 
about going and next time we'll do _. 
something you want to do?’ ” When it 
came to disagreeing, the couple learned to 


stick to the issue. ‘She taught us not to 
escalate every fight into a character 

judgment,” says Mark. They both believe 
the therapist introduced ‘‘common sense” 
and “‘sanity”’ into their relationship. 
pointed out patterns that I suppose any 


intelligent third party could have seen,” 


says Laura, “‘but you don’t have an 
intelligent third party in a marriage.”

A s more Americans seem to be 


comfortable talking about their feelings 
and at the same time are taking a critical 
look at marriage and other long-term 
commitments, more couples experiencing 
difficulty are turning to joint therapy. 
Previously, most troubled couples relied 
on their priest or rabbi or maybe a friend 
of the family. Or they just held their 
problems in. Today it is often the 
psychiatrist, psychologist or social 
worker who is sought out for help for 
faltering relationships. And while the 
majority of couples who go into therapy 
are married, unmarried and gay couples 
are also beginning to find their way to the 
professional’s office. ‘Couples 
counseling is much more common than it 
used to be. I think a lot of couples 
therapy has developed not because the 
mental-health profession wanted to take 
couples but because the couples 
demanded it,” asserts Dr. Henry 
Grunebaum,, director of family and group 
psychotherapy training at Cambridge 
City Hospital’s Department of 
Psychiatry. 

Although a trend toward “preventive” 
therapy may be beginning — church- 
sponsored marriage-encounter weekends 
are an example — most couples look for 
help only when things are bad. 
‘Sometimes people do come in on the eve 
of getting married or making a more 
serious commitment in order to check it 


out. But that’s relatively rare,’ says Dr. 
George Papanek, director of outpatient 
psychiatric services at McLean Hospital. 
“Usually one or both of them feel there is 
a serious problem. And while sometimes 
it’s one partner who comes into therapy 
dragging the other, usually if one person 
feels there is a serious problem, 
somewhere inside, the other person does 
too,” says Papanek. 

In Papanek’s clinical experience, the 
member of the couple who initiates 
therapy is the woman, more often than 
not. Although it’s traditional for women 
to pay more attention to relationships 
than men do, and this may offer a partial 
explanation for their taking the initiative, 
the influence of the women’s movement 
in general should not be underestimated. 
“The women’s movement has given a lot 
of women the opportunity to feel less 
defensive about their dissatisfactions and 
to feel their needs and wishes are worth 
paying attention to,” says Papanek. 
“That is one of the things that makes 
them push for therapy.” 

There is some disagreement between 
behavior-oriented and psychoanalytically 
inclined therapists as to how long marital 
‘therapy takes, but there is no question 
that it’s a large investment of time, energy 
and money. While one couple 
interviewed for this article spent only six 
months in therapy, two other couples 
went for about two years each, and 
another couple were in their fourth year 
and still going strong. “I think you can 
see some progress within four to six 
months, with a year needed for real 
progress to show,” says Dr. Philip 
Levendusky, a clinical psychologist in 
charge of the behavior-therapy unit at 
McEean. Judith Harwood, a psychiatric 
social worker in private practice in 
Boston, recommends ‘‘six months on the 
average for a shift in a marriage to occur. 
You can do good marital therapy in six to 
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12 months, but it really depends on the 
couple’s own resources, whether they’ve 
been through a crisis or the like. And it 
could take even longer.” And David 
Berkowitz, a psychiatrist who directs 
family-therapy training at Tufts-New 
England Medical Center Hospital’s 
Department of Psychiatry, is critical of 
“quickie magic” and believes that couples 
need a two- or three-year time period, 
depending on the “depth” of the therapy. 
“I am suspicious of claims for rapid, 
short-term therapy,’ he says. 


I here is also no formula for 


determining how long it might take for a 
given couple to see positive results. The 
Martins felt their relationship took a turn 
for the better after only a couple of 
months. The Daniels, in contrast, 
experienced a kind of “aftershock.” 
While the decision to begin therapy 
convinced them that they really did want 
to stay together and itself generally eased 
the situation, it was only after they were 
almost two years out of therapy that they 
sensed a dramatic improvement. Allen 
Rhodes and Louis Hollander, a gay 
couple who sought counseling after 
living together for eight months, found 
their relationship deteriorating so much 
during the early months of therapy that 
they decided to separate. ‘‘We were 
getting in touch with our true feelings 
about each other and to do that we first 
had to throw everything at each other 
that we had ever felt in a negative way,” 
says Louis. ‘‘That’s why it was getting 
worse.” However, shortly after the 
couple reunited and quit therapy after six 
months, things: improved rapidly. 

But the investment of time and energy 
does not guarantee that a couple will 
come out of therapy with a flourishing 
relationship — or still in a relationship at 
all. All the therapists I spoke with 


stressed that they did not perceive 
themselves to be in the business of saving 
relationships. The couples are asked 
about their goals. ‘I make it clear from 
the beginning that my primary object is 
not to save the relationship necessarily 
but to make it possible for these two 
people to communicate about it,” says 
Papanek. “And once that starts, they will 
take it wherever it seems to go.” 
Levendusky agrees. ‘Some of my favorite 
couples end up getting divorces,” he says. 
“It’s for each couple to decide what is the 
best communication/relationship style 
for each one .... And a reasonable goal 
may be for a couple to split in a 
reasonable fashion, to disengage without 
alienation.” Grunebaum concedes that 
“one ends up doing a certain amount of 
divorce counseling, willy-nilly. If one 
sees couples in crisis, some of them are 
bound to split. One of the goals of good 
couples therapy could be to help them 
split in a way that is least destructive to 
them and their children.” 


) till, statistics indicate that about 75 
percent of couples in marital therapy stay 
together. And the “success” rate may 
really be higher because, as Grunebaum 
notes, ‘Some couples really come into 
therapy to get divorced gracefully. They 
want to say to themselves, ‘I tried 
everything.’ ’’ Grunebaum adds that data 
indicate that seeing separate therapists 
may make it more likely for the couple to 
split up than seeing one together. 

Despite the relatively encouraging 
figures, many people naturally fear that 
therapy will cause their relationship to 
break down. Jack and Barbara Johnson 
are a couple who blame a bad experience 
in joint counseling as contributing 
importantly to the near-collapse of their 
marriage. Jack and Barbara are teachers 
and, even though they have this 


professional bond, many other factors 
divide them. Barbara, for instance, is a 
practicing Mormon, while her husband 
has little sympathy for religion. Although 
they already have three children, Barbara 
would like more, a prospect that dismays 
Jack. Their personal styles are different, 
too. Jack doesn’t like to talk a lot, which 
was a “terrible disappointment” to 
Barbara. “It was hard to come up with a 
style that was ours, that wasn’t all mine 
or all his,”’ says Barbara. 

So after four years of marriage, the 
couple saw a therapist for four unhappy 
years. Although they admit that the 
experience spurred them to confront 
unsettled issues, they felt that otherwise 
it was unproductive, characterized by 
wandering discussions that never seemed 
to jell. ‘The therapist would sit there for 
the whole time and hardly say a word,” 
recalls Jack bitterly. Especially 
destructive was the frustration the couple 
felt in articulating again and again the 
same explosive grievances without any 
resolution. “Any directing which the 
therapist did seemed to be directed at 
getting us upset, and I was frequently 
hysterical,” says Barbara. Jack adds, 
“We'd both come out of those sessions 
steaming. I’d go my way and Barbara 
would go hers.” It was toward the end of 
this period that they separated for 10 
months; both feel strongly that the 
therapy was ‘’a contributing factor.” 


W., then did the Johnsons continue 


for years with a therapist who they 
increasingly believed wasn’t helping their 
marriage? Barbara, who was less 
optimistic about both the marriage and 
the therapy than her husband was, says 
that when she felt dissatisfied with the 
therapist, she blamed herself and felt 
guilty. “For months I remained 
completely uncritical, because I was 


afraid that Jack would be angry that I 
wasn’t trying,” she says. After the 
Johnsons decided to get back together 
following their separation (they still met 
in weekly therapy sessions during this 
period), one of the conditions they agreed 
upon was that they would get someone 
new to talk to. After taking time off, they 
found a “‘terrific’’ therapist and felt as if 
they were starting the experience all over 
again. “Now whenever things start to get 
out of hand, he says, ‘Stop, what's going 
on here?’ The therapist is able. to seize 
control of the situation and help both of 
us to understand what is really 
happening,” says Jack. 


E ven the most effective counseling of 
course, runs the risk of breaking up a 
relationship. ‘‘Therapy is not an 
innocuous, bland thing,” says 
Grunebaum. “It has an impact. Anything 
that has an impact can have an impact for 
good or ill.’’ Sometimes it’s the therapist 
himself who suggests a separation. 
“Occasionally I have seen people who are 
at such terrible loggerheads that 
sometimes I suggest they might take a 
breather from each other for a while and 
continue the therapy. Sometimes that’s a 
useful thing to do,” says Papanek. But 
it’s unlikely that a therapist would 
suggest a permanent separation. “It’s up 
to the people themselves what kind of life 
they want and who they want to lead it 
with,” he adds. 

_ What can a couple expect when they 
‘begin therapy? Although every situation 
is different, one of the first tasks of the 
therapist usually is to get past the anger 
and hostility. ‘I try and slow down the 
action, to de-escalate things so it becomes: 
thoughtful listening and thoughtful 
speaking,’ says Papanek. try to make 
it possible for the process to quiet down

Kitty consciousness 


Today natural food — 
tomorrow jogging?

A. now from California comes a 
nifty idea for people who want to bring 
their dogs and cats closer to nature right 
in the comfort of their own homes: “‘nat- 
ural” pet foods. They’re made of meats, 
poultry, fish, grains, seasonings and vita- 
mins, just like ordinary pet foods, but 
they lack the chemical preservatives and 
colorings that may be giving your pet 
pause. 

“My cats love it,’ says Ann Saint 
John, a spokeswoman for Health Valley 
Natural Foods, a California-based com- 
‘pany that markets dry and canned pre- 
servative- and coloring-free pet foods in 
addition to 300-odd foods for people. 
She’s been feeding her two cats Health 
Valley by the 24-can case for six months 
now, she says. “Sometimes cats will get 
bored after a while with a particular food, 
but I haven't had that problem,” she con- 
tinues. ‘They are not bored by the 24th 
can. I just switch flavors every time I buy 
a new case.”’ Of course, she gets the stuff 
at a discount. Why would anyone else 
bother to buy health food for a pet? 

“T think the question people have is 
what do people have to gain by eating 
health foods, as opposed to regular 
foods,” says Saint John, who says she’s 
been eating health foods for years. ‘My 
feeling is that I feel better for it... . Ani- 
mals can have strange reactions to addi- 
tives, just as people can. Don’t you think 
pets deserve to be chemical-free, too?’’ 

It’s a good question, especially in these 
carcinophobic times. Rodney Poling, a 
veterinarian at the Brookline Animal 
Hospital, says that since dogs and cats 
have digestive systems generally similar 
to humans’, they will react similarly to 
food additives and other substances; that 
is, of course, why they're used in nutri- 
tion studies. 

He also says, howeyger, that you can be 
overprotective when it comes to your 
pet’s diet. ‘It has to be balanced,’ he 
says. “It’s got to Have enough protein, 
and that protein must be in a form the 
animal can use.” Poling says that al- 
though nutrition studies are sometimes 
controversial or inconclusive, he'd like to 
see the research — preferably long-range 
research — with which a manufacturer 
supports its claims before feeding the 
stuff to a pet of his. ‘I'd want to know 
what sort of training the people who are 
formulating a food have,” he says. “They 
may essentially be just eliminating some- 
thing and charging twice as much.” 

Well, Health Valley, like other pet 


and people foods -sold in health-food 
stores, does cost more than the super- 
market variety. “It takes a lot more 
money to put out something that’s got 
quality in it. If you’re not using just 
scraps to make the food, the original out- 
lay is going to be bigger,” says Saint 
John. ‘We also don’t produce in the same 
quantities as the big companies do.” 

As for training and research, Health 
Valley President George Mateljan says he 
was a nutritionist before he founded 
Health Valley six years ago, but he de- 
clines to name any institutions at which 
he’s worked. 

How does he test his food? we ask. 

“We feed it,”’ he says. 

To whom? 

“To my dog.” 

Anybody else? 

“Sure. To other dogs — cats, too,”’ he 
says. 

And what does he look at? 

“You can look at the stool — if you like 
to do that,” he says. ‘But you also look at 
how they behave.” 

And how do they behave? 

“Great. They’re all alive, better than 
ever.” 

But regardless of a pet food’s price or 
pedigree, it is an incontrovertible fact of 
nutrition that no food will do anybody 
any good unless he eats it. In this respect 
at least, the proof is in the Hardy Din- 
ner, Liver and Sauce, Tuna and Kidneys, 
or any of the other Health Valley flavors. 
So we arranged a taste test with our three 
typical suburban house cats, who are at 
least as finicky about foods as “Bluto” 
Blutarsky. 

For five consecutive days we put out 
portions of both their regular, supermar- 
ket-bought food and assorted Health Val- 
ley flavors, using unmarked bowls, to see 
which one they'd prefer. On the first day, 
they fooled us; they didn’t show up. On 
the second day, we fooled them; we 
didn’t show up. On the third day they 
scarfed everything down indiscrimi- 
nately. On the fourth day we told them 
that one food contained no preserva- 
tives; they ate that one first. On the fifth 
day we told them that if they ate enough 
of the food that did contain preserva- 
tives, they might save us a trip to the taxi- 


dermist when they kick off; they ate that 


one first. All of which led us to conclude 
that they'd fall for anything, and that if 
they really wanted natural food, they 
could damn well go out and catch it them- 
selves.

Soup’s 


on 
Three meatless, 


stockless recipes 


by Sheryl Julian 


| have always been able to make, as the 
expression goes, a soup out of stones. 
Much of my success, though, can be at- 
tributed directly to good homemade 
chicken or veal stock. I find myself in a 
bind when I want to make a pot of soup 
and don’t have any stock on hand; I 
should think the problem is equally frus- 
trating to vegetarians who are uninter- 
ested in formulas based on a meat broth. 

So I set to work, with a dozen vege- 
tables spread out on the counter for in- 
spiration, to invent some soup recipes 
that are strictly vegetarian: stockless for 
those of us who find ourselves without it 
one day, and meatless for those who pre- 
fer it that way. Here are the results. 


Curried cream of broccoli and cauli- 
flower soup 
Serves six 

Cooked cauliflower carries the double 
disadvantage of making the whole house 
smell dreadful and having a strongish, 
rather unappealing taste that begs for an 
accompanying sauce or flavor. In this 
soup, the initial odor of cooking cauli- 
flower never emerges because you boil 
the flowerets with a bay leaf — some 
cooking magic I learned from an old- 
fashioned Englishwoman. The water 
from the vegetables is spiced with curry 
powder and becomes your stock. The 
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result is a yellowish-green, creamy puree 
that could be served as a starter at the 
most formal table. Pass a hot crusty loaf 
or float a spoonful of croutons in each 


bowl. 


1 head of cauliflower; 
- 1 bunch of broccoli; 
1 bay leaf; 
4 tablespoons butter; 
2 teaspoons curry powder; 
3 tablespoons flour; 
3 cups vegetable cooking liquid; 


Salt and freshly ground black pepper, 
to taste; 

1 cup milk; 

2 cups light cream; 

1 cup croutons (optional). 


Bring a large saucepan of water to the 
boil while you are preparing the vege- 
tables. Remove the core and leaves from 
the cauliflower and break the head apart 
into two-inch flowerets. Trim a slice from 
the bottoms of the broccoli stalks and 
peel the bottom half of each one. Cut the 


broccoli into two-inch pieces, halving any 
pieces of stem that are exceptionally 
large. 

Put the cauliflower into the boiling 
water with the bay leaf and boil it rapid- 
ly, uncovered, for 10 minutes, or until the 
vegetable seems soft when piercéd. 

Lift the cauliflower out of the water 
and pile it into a bowl. Drop the pieces of 
broccoli into the boiling water and boil 
them rapidly, uncovered, for 10 minutes, 
or until they are also soft. Lift them out

and pile them onto the cauli- 
flower. 

Measure three cups of the 
cooking liquid into another bowl 
and set it aside. Reserve any re- 
maining liquid for another soup. 

Melt the butter in the same 
saucepan and, over a very low 
heat, stir in the curry powder 
‘with a large metal spoon (never 
mix a curried sauce with wood, or 
your wooden spoon will carry its 
flavor forever) and cook two min- 
utes. 

Stir in the flour until the but- 
ter has absorbed it all, then pour 
on the three cups of liquid. Turn 
the heat up and stir this mixture 
well with the spoon to prevent 
any lumps from forming. Bring 
the liquid to a boil, return the 
broccoli and cauliflower to the li- 
quid, season with salt and pep- 
per to taste, and let the liquid boil 
up again. Add the milk, cover the 
soup, and simmer it gently, stir- 
ring occasionally, for 10 min- 
utes. 

Set a strainer over another large 
saucepan or flameproof casser- 
ole. 

Work the soup in a blender, 


two ladlefuls at a time, then pour 
the pureed soup into the strainer 
and push it through the strainer 
by stirring with the ladle. Con- 
tinue until all the soup is pureed 
and strained. 

Before you take the blender 
container to the sink, whir one 
cup of the light cream in it to re- 
lease all the soup that has stuck to 
the sides. Add that cream to the 
soup, along with the remaining 
cup. 

Return the soup to the heat and 
stir just until it comes to the boil; 
then taste it for seasoning and 
serve it at once, with croutons 
sprinkled on each bowl if you 
like. Alternatively, refrigerate the 
pureed soup overnight; next day, 
return it to the boil, stirring, add 
the remaining cream, taste and 
correct seasoning, and serve. 


Carrot and cabbage soup 
Serves six 

You can’t get more peasantlike 
than cabbage and carrots, so you 
might as well go all the way and 
serve each person a boiled potato 
and large dollop of sour cream in 
the bowls of soup. Need I remind 
you that, once eaten, cabbage 
sublimates in the system? Be sure 
the setting is en famille. 

* 2 tablespoons oil; 
5 spring onions (scallions), 


trimmed of hairy ends and ‘six 
inches of dark green; 

2 stalks of celery, trimmed of 
leaves; 

5 medium carrots, trimmed and 
peeled; 

6 cups water; 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper, to taste; 

1 tablespoon Worcestershire 
sauce, or to taste; 

¥% large head of Savoy cab- 


bage; 
Small handful of fresh pars- 
ley, finely chopped. 


For serving: 

6 small potatoes, peeled and 
boiled for 20 minutes, or until 
tender; 

1% cups sour cream. 

Put the oil in the bottom of a 
large saucepan or flameproof 
casserole. Cut the scallions into 
thin rounds and chop the celery 
coarsely. Add these ingredients to 
the oil and turn the heat to medi- 
um, then cook the vegetables, 
stirring occasionally, for 10 min- 
utes or until they are nearly soft. 

Cut the carrots into thin 
rounds and add them to the pan. 
Cook another 5 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. 

Pour in the water, add salt and 
pepper to taste, add the 
Worcestershire sauce and bring

the mixture to the boil. Cover and 
simmer it gently for 10 minutes. 

Meanwhile, discard the core 
from the cabbage and cut the 
half-head into small squares by 
slicing it thickly and then cutting 
across the slices. 

Add the cabbage to the soup 
with the parsley and cover the pot 
again. Continue cooking for an- 
other 20 minutes, or until the cab- 
bage is completely limp. 

Taste the soup for seasoning — 
you'll find that it will need quite a 
bit of salt. Ladle the soup into 
bowls, add a potato to each one 
and spoon some sour cream on 
the potato; serve at once. 


Italian — soup 
Serves eight 

Just a little bit of extra work — 
making a parsley puree, which I 
call Substitute Pesto (recipe fol- 
lows) — turns this soup into a 
remarkable dish. During the 
preparation, however, the soup 
will go through various aesthetic 
stages: looking lovely at first as 
the slices of fresh celery and leek 
float in the liquid, changing to a 
greenish mixture you'll feel sure 
you've ruined (or I’ve instructed 
you to ruin), and finally turning 
into a reddish mixture dotted with 
the white pasta and made thick 
with all the green vegetables. 
Serve this soup with a bowl of 
Parmesan cheese for sprinkling 
on each helping, and pass garlic 
bread separately. 

% cup olive oil; 

3 medium leeks, trimmed of 
hairy ends and six inches of the 
dark green; 

4 stalks of celery, trimmed at 
both ends and thinly sliced; 

8 cups water; 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper, to taste; 

2 medium zucchini, trimmed at 
both ends and thinly sliced; 

Handful of green beans (a 
dozen or so); 

Half of 1 recipe for Substitute 
Pesto (see below); 

1 can (28 ounces) Italian-style 
plum tomatoes (with a quarter- 
cup of the liquid reserved for the 
sauce if necessary); 

2 teaspoons tomato paste; 

1 cup elbow macaroni; 

2 cups freshly grated Par- 
mesan cheese (for serving). 

Put the olive oil in the bottom 
of a large flameproof casserole. 

Slit the leeks right through the 
middle and wash them under the 
tap until all the grit has run out. 
Slice them thinly. 


Add the leeks and sliced celery 
to the oil in the pan and set them 
over a medium heat. Cook them, 
stirring occasionally, for 10 min- 
utes, or until both vegetables are 
nearly soft. 

Pour on the water with plenty 
of salt and pepper and bring the 
liquid to the boil. Lower the heat 
and add the zucchini. 

Cut across the green beans at 
half-inch intervals and add them 
to the pot. Add the half-recipe of 
Substitute Pesto and stir well. 
Cover and simmer 5 minutes. 

Crush the tomatoes in a bowl 
or chop them, one by one, on a 
plate. Add them with their liquid 
to the soup, then stir in the fma- 
to paste and macaroni. Return the 
mixture to the boil, lower the heat 
so the mixture barely bubbles, 
cover the pot and cook for 30 
minutes, stirring occasionally. 

During the cooking, the maca- 
roni will swell and some of the 
zucchini will break up; this will 
thicken the soup. You can refri- 
gerate the soup and reheat it the 
following day, when the flavor 
will be slightly improved, or ladle 
it immediately into bowls, sprink- 
ling each one with some Par- 
mesan cheese. 


Substitute Pesto 

The real thing is made from 
fresh basil leaves, which are only 
in season during the frost-free 
months, and pine nuts. This ver- 
sion not only replaces the basil 
with parsley, but also calls for al- 
monds rather than pine nuts. Use 
it only as a sauce to enhance 
soups, and freeze the half-recipe 
you won’t be using in the above 
soup. 

% of a large bunch fresh 
parsley; 

¥% cup blanched whole or sliv- 
ered almonds; 

Y% cup good-quality olive oil; 

1 clove of garlic; 

% cup juice from canned toma- 
toes (if using a blender). : 

Cut off and discard the par- 
sley stems, and go through the 
leaves twisting off most of the re- 
maining parts of stem. 

Put the almonds, olive oil and 
garlic in an electric blender. Add 
the juice from the canned to- 
matoes and the parsley leaves and 
blend at medium speed until you 
have formed a puree. 

If you have a food processor, 
blend all the ingredients without 
the tomato juice. 

Use half of his mixture as di- 
rected in the soup recipe above.»

Clogs, leaks and less-than-royal flushes 


by Steve Cohen 


I used to say I’d know I’d made 
it when I lived in a place where I 
didn’t have to jiggle the handle of 
the toilet to stop it from running. 
I suppose that was a modest goal. 
So many people I knew were 
striving to become successful 
doctors and lawyers and politi- 
cians; plumbing didn’t seem so 
central to their lives, or even a 
gauge of their success. 


Eventually, I took stock and set’ 


my sights higher, deciding that a 
leak-free toilet and, for that mat- 
ter, dripless faucets needn’t be 
ends in themselves (unless, of 
course, one’s a plumber). Still, 


though, I’m the sort who doesn’t 
call a repairman until I’ve com- 
pletely botched the job myself, 
and am threatened with either 
loss of life or significant prop- 
erty damage. It’s an economical 
method, albeit one that turns so 
many of life’s minor scenes into 
major dramas. 

One of my first plumbing 
adventures, for instance, in- 
volved changing a toilet seat. The 
seat’s attached at the back by two 
bolts that run through the por- 
celain bowl. I had trouble turn- 
ing the bolts, so I decided to break 
them with a chisel and hammer. 


| 


WA 
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One broke fine; I broke the toilet 
bowl while attacking the second. 
This gave me the opportunity to 
learn how to replace the entire 
toilet, rather than just the seat, 
and also to spend about $70, 
rather than $5. 

Most people, however, can 
probably make minor repairs 
without having to install a whole 
new fixture. The mechanisms in- 
side a toilet, for example, are actu- 
ally quite basic, and the parts that 
wear are easily replaced. Here's 
how it works. 

When the toilet is flushed, the 
big stopper down at the bottom of 


the tank (known as the stopper 
ball) lifts — allowing the water in 
the tank to rush out and into the 
bowl — and then drops into place 
again. That big, hollow ball (float 
ball) that’s been floating at the 
top of the tank drops with the 
water level, to the bottom. And 
this action, in turn, opens the in- 
let (or float) valve. This valve, lo- 
cated atop the large pipe on the 
left inside the tank, regulates in- 
flow from the main water sup- 
ply. When it is opened, water will 
enter and refill the tank; the float 
ball will again float to a certain 
level, at which the inlet valve will 


again close and the water flow 
will stop. 


‘jiggle’ problem, in 


which water continues to trickle 
from the tank to the bowl until 
you jiggle the handle, is a result of * 
the stopper ball’s failure to re- 
turn properly to the ball seat, 
where it sits snugly when the 
toilet is at rest. 

Make sure the lift rod or wires 
attached to the stopper ball are 
straight, and that the guide arm, 
which conducts the stopper up

U ntil our most recent visit, I 


had decided that Joseph’s 
Aquarium was a felicitous alter- 
native to the mammoth, crowded, 
better-known fish houses scat- 
tered along the wharves. Now I 
am not so sure. Recipes and 
preparations seemed as good as 
ever, but the fish and shellfish 
were halfway between the peak of 
flavor and putrefaction. All, that 
is, except the shrimp, and they 
had undoubtedly been frozen. 
Freezing was probably their sal- 
vation in this case. 

It is unnerving to be con- 
fronted with evidence that. con- 
firms Calvin Trillin’s rule of 
thumb about fish restaurants on 

-harbors, East Coast or West. In 
his view, such emporia serve a lot 
of fish that has jumped straight 
from the ocean into a freezer; 
they also offer frozen fish that 
has been thawed in Peoria, for ex- 
ample, and sent back by truck — 
“without unseemly haste,” as 
Trillin puts it. 

In fairness, I will say I had not 
run into this problem before at 
Joseph’s Aquarium. Still, it 
rankles to pay the same prices for 
old fish that you have paid for 
fresh. And the seafood we had 
this time would have been no 
bargain at any price. 

For an appetizer, the menu 
offers ‘freshly opened’’ oysters 
(six for $2.95). Ours may have 
been shucked just before serv- 
ing, but I doubt it. They looked 
tired and wilted, tasted stale, and 
had none of the pearly sheen that 
denotes a fresh, raw mollusk. 

Someone at Joseph’s Aquarium 
has devised a unique recipe for an 
appetizer of baked oysters (six for 
$3.50). They are called Rocke- 
feller, and there is spinach. But 

this dish was lighter and creamier 

than the original version (at- 
tributed to Antoine’s in New 
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Something’s fishy Joseph’s Aquarium

Orleans). When the oysters are 
fresh and sweet, this preparation 
is a real treat, and never mind the 
name. Clams casino (six for 
$3.25) also showed imagination, 
and either the clams were of a 
later vintage than the oysters at 
our recent meal or they had out- 
smarted the ravages of time. 
Shrimp scampi ($4.75) were an 
unqualified success, largely be- 
cause the cook was fearless in his 
use of garlic and herbs. There was 
plenty of fragrant butter and oil 
left over for dunking. As a main 
course, the shrimp brochette 
($8.95), served on rice with a 
tangy tomato sauce, fared as well 
as the scampi. They were neither 
overcooked nor over the hill. 


I hen there were the fishes. 


While I didn’t get a look at the 
whites of their eyes, I can en- 
visage only too well the dull film 
that comes with age. Broiled 
schrod ($7.25) had taken on a 
strong, slightly bitter flavor; al- 
though it had been timed ac- 
curately under the broiler, the 
flesh was mushy rather than 
flaky and firm. 

On previous visits we had left 
with high praise for the sword- 
fish steak ($8.95) served at 
Joseph’s Aquarium: enormous 
portions, of a proper thickness 
for broiling, cooked just long 
enough — and fresh. This time I 
examined the ribbon of skin with 
the expectation of finding a 
government stamp in purple ink: 
“Thawed in Peoria.” 


With the fillets of sole Mar- | 


guery ($7.50) came a new 
wrinkle. Quite apart from ques- 
tions of culinary purism or snob- 
bery, there is the issue of truth in 
labeling on menus. What you get 
at Joseph’s Aquarium is a per- 
fectly acceptable dish — but it is 
not Marguery. Truth-in-menu 
statutes might either curtail such 
pilferage of the names of famous 
dishes or oblige restaurants to 
prepare them correctly. The 
‘‘Marguery’’ at 
Aquarium does not include mus- 
sels, which are a crucial ingred- 
ient in the original version. 
(Ironically, the initial transfer 


of the genuine recipe from France 
to the New World involved lar- 
ceny on a grand scale: at the re- 
guest of Diamond Jim Brady, 
Charles Rector — a famous New 
York restaurateur during the 
Belle Epoque — ordered his son to 
abandon classes at Cornell and 
sail to Paris. There, Rector fils got 
a job, under an assumed name, as 
dishwasher at the Cafe Mar- 
guery, for the express purpose of 
stealing the recipe for sole Mar- 
guery from its creator, chef Man- 
gin. The theft was accomplished 
after two months of skulking 
near the stoves. When Diamond 
Jim was at last invited to Rector’s 
Restaurant to taste the coveted 
dish, he allegedly consumed nine 
servings at one sitting.) 

Fresh vegetables of the season 
are promised with every entree at 
Joseph’s Aquarium. Ours had 
once been fresh, and they were in 
season, but they had been 
reheated from a previous meal. 


S...... decent wines are 


available at the restaurant if you 
can track one down without send- 
ing the waiter into high dudgeon. . 
The list itself is practically worth- 
less, because it gives no indi- 
cation of vintner, vineyard, vin- 
tage or shipper. If you ask to see 
more than two bottles, be pre- 
pared for vexation — at least if 
you are dealing with the same 
waiter we had. 

Joseph’s Aquarium offers cer- 
tain amenities that give it an edge 
over the other fish palaces on the 
piers. For one, the dining room is 
of a size suitable for human 
beings — a virtual nook in com- 
parison with some of the well- 
known arenas. There is a fine 
view of the water, guaranteed to 
warm the heart of a visiting aunt 
from Nebraska. There is valet 
parking in the evening, and reser- 
vations are accepted, which is a 


real bonus unless you enjoy play- © 


ing sardine in a raucous bar 
before being summoned to a table 
among the madding hordes. And 
when the basics are fresh, the 
food at Joseph’s Aquarium easily 


matches that at the other Water- 


front fish houses.

so that people can start hearing 
each other to see if there are ir- 
reconcilable differences or merely 
some kind of misunderstand- 
ing.” 

Once the anger diminishes, the 
vital process of building trust 
between the therapist and the 
couple can begin, making it clear 
that refereeing is not the goal. 
Naturally, it’s not unusual for 
one or the other partner to 
attempt to get support from the 
therapist. ‘The couple will try 
and get you to take sides, or will 
believe that you are partial, 
whether in fact you are or not,” 
notes Berkowitz. ‘But it is critical 
not to do so. If you take sides, 
you're no longer useful.’’ Adds 
client Laura Daniels, ‘At first, 
both of us were trying to get the 
therapist to take our part, but 
after a while you just lose in- 
terest; it was obviously un- 
productive.” 

Difficulty in building trust can 
occur in other ways. With her se- 


cond marriage counselor, Barbara 
Johnson came to suspect that, be- 
ing a man, he might be less than 
sympathetic to some of her 
values. At one session she was 
describing the importance for her 
of friendships with other women 
and felt that the therapist just 
wasn’t taking her seriously. “I 
told him that if he was a woman 
he would feel differently and 
view these relationships as very 
valuable and good things in my 
life,” she recalls. ‘Instead of get- 
ting defensive, he was very good 
about stepping back and saying, 
‘That's possible, and I’m willing 
to think about it.’ My respect for 
him was enormous on that issue.” 

Although verbal and other 
techniques will reflect a 
therapist's orientation, a couple 
should, whatever the emphasis, 
be prepared to do at least a little 
talking about their own re- 
lationships with their parents 
and how their mothers and 
fathers interacted. Berkowitz’s 
training is psychoanalytic, and he 
views most difficulties in re- 
lationships as ‘‘old complaints, 
earlier experiences of frustration 
with parents. Memories of these 
earlier relationships are un-

and down, is properly aligned to 
allow the stopper ball to drop 
back into place. The guide arm 
may be easily adjusted to repo- 
sition the stopper ball. 

Frequently the stopper ball it- 
self wears out and has to be re- 
placed. Turn off the water (using 
the valve under or behind the 
bowl), unscrew the stopper ball, 
and replace it with a new one the 
same size. 

If the stopper ball is properly 
seated but water keeps running 
after the tank has filled, the prob- 
lem may be with the float 
mechanism. Gently lift the float 
ball. If this stops the leaking 
water, bend the metal arm (float 
arm) attached to the ball. This will 
increase pressure on the inlet 
valve and most likely stop the 
leak. If the problem still persists, 
the valve itself needs fixing 
(remove the whole unit, clean the 
valve and the seat, refit new 
washers) or replacing. 

Fixing leaky faucets isn’t diffi- 
cult either. If the faucet drips 
from the spout, the washer is 
probably worn and needs re- 
placing. Turn off the water sup- 
ply to the problem faucet (shut- 
off valves are usually located un- 
derneath the sink or nearby). 
Remove the faucet handle, which 
is usually held by a screw. (The 
screw is sometimes covered by a 
decorative cap, which has to be 
pried off first.) With a wrench, 


loosen the large nut underneath ° 


(the packing nut) and remove it 
-along with the stem. At the bot- 
tom of the stem is a small screw 
holding the worn washer. This is 
what has to be replaced. You can 
buy a little package of assorted 
replacement washers at a hard- 
ware store for about $1. Replace 


the worn washer with one c: the 
same size and put the faucet back 
together. 

Clogged drains are another 
common problem that usually 
shouldn’t require a plumber.. If a 
sink has been emptying more 
slowly than usual, you might use 
a liquid dissolving agent to keep it 
draining well; you might also try 
just flushing the drain with boil- 
ing water. (Use hot, not boiling, 
water if your pipes are plastic, 
since they won't tolerate temper- 
atures higher than 180 degrees.) 

A completely clogged drain can 
often be opened with a plunger. 
Bail out the sink, leaving two to 
three inches of water. Stuff a rag 
in the overflow outlet near the top 
of the basin. Position the plunger 
over the drain and pump up and 
down rhythmically. This should 
break up the clog and start the 
water draining. 


sy till no luck? With a wrench, 
the trap (the elbow curve in the 
drain pipe); if there is no plug, 
remove the whole trap by loosen- 
ing the two fittings on either side 
of the elbow. Put a bucket under- 
neath to catch the water, and wear 
gloves and goggles if you’ve used 
a chemical to try to open the 
drain. Take care to avoid getting 
splashed in the face. 

Run a straightened wire coat 
hanger into the pipe through the 
opened plug, twisting it as it 
moves along. This should do it. If 
not, you might invest in a 
plumber’s snake, which can be 
fed into the drain to reach the 
most stubborn clogs. 

If a little water drips from the 
trap plug after it has been re- 
placed, go to the hardware store 
and buy a small tube of pipe com- 
pound, about 50 cents, and put 
some on the threads of the plug to 
provide a tighter seal. fe

She recalls one day in therapy in 
which she described how her 
father went out gambling every 
Wednesday night until 4 a.m. 
‘‘My mother used to freak out. It 
was her most anxious time. Then 
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I realized that it was Wednesday 
that Paul worked very late,”’ she 
says. still hate it on Wednesday 
nights, but it was intriguing for 
me to realize how my mind would 
work.” 


I here are a vast number of

tional styles, and extramarital 
emotional and/or sexual in- 
volvements. But it is com- 
municating that must almost 
always be dealt with before other 
issues can be addressed, and 
many therapists make it their in- 
itial concern. Levendusky states 
that many couples who come into 
therapy are so alienated that they 
have stopped looking at each 
other. ‘You see them interact and 
you realize they probably haven’t 
made eye contact in years,” he 
says. ‘So for them, the first step 
is simply stopping and looking. I 
make each one of them look and 
identify what the other is wearing 
just to get the communication go- 
ing. The amazing thing is that 
they often don’t know.”’ 

For couples who are somewhat 
less distant than those Levun- 
dusky describes, social worker 
Harwood uses other commun- 
ication-building techniques — 
teaching couples to start say- 
ing “‘I’’ instead of focusing 
blame, playing “Do you mean 
... 2?” games to ensure that each 
person understands precisely 
what the other is saying, or hav- 
ing the couple perform ‘“‘boun- 
dary exercises” tc enable them to 
get a sense of how physically or 
emotionally close one person 


prefers the other to come. ‘“‘When 


someone is depressed, do you hug 
them or leave them alone? Many 
people just don’t know, and 
boundary exercises can be help- 
ful,’”’ says Harwood. She also 
sometimes urges couples to make 
contracts for the week, e.g., “I 
want you to be more affec- 
tionate.”” And Levendusky, too, 
often assigns “homework” to his 
patients — having the couple set 
aside a specific half-hour to talk 
outside of therapy, for instance. 


One way in which miscom- 
munication readily becomes habit 
happens when one member of a 
couple simply assumes that the 
other should be able to read his or 
her mind. ‘Our therapist taught 
us to express our needs verbally 
rather than leave them implied 
and have the other person try and 
read you,” says Mark Daniels. 
“We were rather pathetic at 
reading hints. In fact, our hints 
became so artfully obscure that 
even when the other person 
wanted to do the same thing as 
you did, you wouldn’t know it.” 
Barbara Martin reports a similar 
experience. ‘Therapy taught us 
to stop making assumptions,”’ she 
says. ‘For example, we had an 
agreement that if I’d cook dinner, 
he’d do the dishes. But if he left 
the dishes at night, I would be 
angry the next morning and clean 
them up myself, instead of asking 
him, ‘Are you going to do them 
this morning?’ We've learned to 


ask questions about the other per- 
son’s intentions instead of mak- 
ing assumptions.” 


A nother operation that many 


couples bring to therapy is the 
“personalizing” of differences — 
the “you're always late, so it’s ob- 
vious you don’t love me” inter- 
pretation, when in fact tardiness 
has been an attribute of the other 
person since childhood. One an- 
noying problem for Barbara Mar- 
tin was that her journalist- 
husband isin the habit of flinging 
newspapers he’s read across the 
room into the corner, leaving 
them in a messy pile. Barbara 
values neatness, so ‘That used to 
be a clear sign to me that he really 
didn’t care about me,” she says. 


“But in therapy he talked about. 


what he was really doing — and 
that it had nothing to do with me. 
I understood that he wasn’t defy- 
ing me, so it doesn’t bother me 
anymore. I pick them up when it 
gets on my nerves and I don’t ex- 
pect him to, because he doesn’t.” 

It is common for larger dis- 
putes between two people to be 
expressed in ‘‘roommate issues” 
— who takes out the garbage, who 
vacuums, who does the dishes 
and the like. Such matters sound 
trivial, but they can easily contain 
a great deal of anger and hurt. 
‘One tries to demonstrate to peo- 
ple that there may be issues that 
they don’t feel quite safe talking 
about — such as whether they're

really loved or really lovable,” 
says Papanek. ‘’So they focus in- 
itially on housekeeping issues. 
These kinds of issues are rarely 
by themselves impossible of solu- 
tion except that people have 
adopted defensive positions and 
every small matter is symbolic of 
the whole relationship.” 

Allen Rhodes and Louis 


Hollander remember a period 
when they were “at each other’s 
throats” over the small stuff — 
“who forgot to pick up the milk, 
who wanted to go to what 
restaurant, who wanted to watch 
what on television.” They now 
attribute the intensity of these 
disputes to major problems.

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the specific incidents were just an 
excuse to let off all the steam we 
felt about other things,” says 
Allen. Although they admit that 
the penchant for petty arguments 
still exists, the heat of such fights 
began to dwindle after therapy. 
Once the real issues are iden- 
tified and people know where 
they stand, what happens? 
Grunebaum believes that ‘you 
have to develop empathy for the 
other person’s point of view, not 
just identify the issues.’’ Louis 
Hollander says, ‘I don’t think we 
really resolved any of the issues 
between us. We just kept an un- 
derstanding of how the other felt 
about them.” Adds Allen, 
realized we didn’t have to change 
each other. I can’t mold him into 
what I want but I'll take him. 
That’s what it comes down to. 
And after a while I started loving 
him for the things that used to an- 
noy me so much.” Such growth 
often leads the couple to find 
solutions to what was once intrac- 
table. ‘One of the issues between 
us, says Laura Daniels, ‘was 
that Mark liked to play handball 
on Friday nights, the one night 
that we would usually go out. In 
the old days I would have been a 
bitch from then until Sunday. 
Now I’m more secure of my cen- 
tral place in Mark's life, and so I 
try and figure out what / want to 


do.” 


I..... like outside emotional 
and/or sexual relationships and 
sexual-dysfunction problems are 
less amenable to solution, but 
therapists see -them often as 
symptomatic of more general dif- 
ficulties in communicating. While 
conceding that affairs frequently 
do break up relationships, 
Papanek believes, ‘It can be help- 
ful for them to come out and, if 
both people are motivated to go 


on from there, it can be a much 
better and deeper relationship.” 
Levendusky sees many outside 
involvements as mere ‘‘escapes”’ 
that rest on the assumption that 
“everything will be great with the 
new partner, that they'll live hap- 
pily ever after.” He also en- 
courages the spouse who is hav- 
ing an affair to transfer some of 
the ‘courting behavior”: to his or 
her mate, in the hope that the 
change can create a new percep- 
tion of the relationship. 

As for sexual problems, many 
therapists feel they cannot be 
treated in isolation. ‘Sex is more 
often linked with intimacy and 
communication,’’ says Leven- 
dusky. ‘‘When it is a question of 
sexual dysfunction, you should 
address the relationship first. 
Sometimes the dysfunction takes 
care of itself. Other times | set up 
a sexual-dysfunction treatment.” 
Berkowitz, too, believes, ‘There 
is no such thing as a sexual 
problem isolated from the 
relationship, or the converse. If 
the emotions are not good, one’s 
sex life is not rich and satisfying. 
Sex is almost always involved and 
I have seen a lot of it improved as 
a result of working on a 
relationship.’’ However, there is 
no last word on the subject. 
Harwood notes that “there are 
sexual problems that com- 
municating just can’t solve, and 
ways of treating them. too.” 

Most of the therapists inter- 
viewed noticed little difference in 
treating unmarried heterosexual 
couples and married couples, 
though Harwood observed, ‘‘If 
things really get bad, there is 
more pull to get out among un- 
married couples. 

Problems of homosexual 
couples are also considered 
similar for the most part to those 
of their heterosexual counter- 
parts. “If you were listening to 


tapes, you couldn’t tell the 
difference,” says Levendusky; 
Berkowitz adds, “The intimacy 
and trust issues are the same.” 
Gay social worker Frank Ring has 
a different perspective, though. 
‘‘Heterosexual couples are reac- 
ting against the roles that have 
been handed down to them by 
parents, he says. “Gay male and 
lesbian couples are very much 
challenged to develop their own 
structures, their own models.”” He 
also notes that ‘for many gay 
couples, particularly gay males, 
sex outside the relationship is 
often not an issue. For the 
heterosexual couples I’ve 
counseled, it is always a major 
issue.’ Still, Ring states that 
“many gay couples don’t invest 
as much in a relationship as 
heterosexual couples and 
therefore part more readily. Many 
gay couples don’t have to go 
through any big process to split 
up because they don’t have to go 
through any big process to get 
together.”’ 


B.. whatever the process a 
couple may go through to form a 
relationship, more and more peo- 
ple are critical of the lack of sup- 
port for them to stay there, and of 
the disbelief that staying together 
often requires hard work. ‘Now 


people get a divorce because that 
is easier. This puts a big strain on 
marriages. The ‘me generation’ 
always thinks there is somebody 
better out there,’” says Harwood. 
“It’s amazing how little time peo- 
ple spend on marriages. They 
don’t know how to be with each 
other. People just don’t learn 
about marriage and relationships. 
That’s what therapy does. It 
teaches you.” 

And despite the statements of 
therapists that they are only 
enabling couples to see their 
relationships more clearly, it’s 
evident that couples counseling — 
wittingly or unwittingly — does 
offer some of the missing support 
and helps make expectations 
more realistic. ‘Until we went to 
our therapist there was a gradual 
dissolution of our relationship. 
We thought negatively about it,”’ 
says Mark Daniels. “But just go- 
ing was expressing an optimism 
about the relationship that changed 
our whole attittude. You start 
believing in the ability of yourself 
and a counselor to solve a 
problem.’’ For the Daniels, 
therapy was ‘‘one of the great for- 
tuitous things we fell into.’ The 
Martins swear by it; Allen 
Rhodes and Louis Hollander 
believe they never could have sur- 
vived as a couple without it. And 
the Johnsons, after an extended 


false start, are still struggling, but 
still have faith. 

Yet Mark and Laura Daniels 
concede that, for them, “a lot of it 
was just growing up.” For Louis 
and Allen, perhaps it was their 
four-month separation, not the 
experience of therapy, that made 
the difference. Maybe the Mar- 
tins could have used their in- 
trospection and ability to express 
themselves to put their marriage 
back on the track by themselves. 
And in the Johnsons’ case, 
perhaps their new attempt in 
counseling is simply an effort to 
undo the harm that four years of 
undirected fighting in a 
therapist's office caused them. 
Could these couples have 
succeeded on their own in a socie- 
ty of changed expectations, where 
relationships appear ever more 
fragile?-The answer is unknown. 
But Papanek makes a hopeful 
point: “There has been an in- 
creasing trend that it is reasonable 
for people to talk to one another 
about feelings and to try and deal 
with emotional issues by com- 
municating about them, rather 
than by avoiding and swallowing 
feelings .... People are realizing 
that it’s not simply that emotional 
relationships either work or they 
don’t work. Now they’re seeing 
that there is some middle ground 
to sort things out.” =

THE BOSTON PHOENIX,

U gh. It was the worst of ‘years, it was the worst of 
years. I know, that’s what movie critics say every winter 
when they draw up their 10 Best and 10 Worst lists. But 
honestly, looking back on 1978 I feel like a survivor of 
the plague. Never has my 10 Worst list looked so opu- 
lent. Never has my 10 Best list looked so dingy and im- 
poverished. Of the year’s finest films, only five man- 
aged to sustain their vision, technique and artistic in- 
tegrity throughout — and two of these, Padre Padrone 
and That Obscure Object of Desire, were properly 1977 
films, eligible for inclusion here because it wasn’t until 
1978 that they finally straggled into Boston. Naturally, I 
had hoped the Christmas harvest of movies would im- 
prove matters. But the Yule tide left only Invasion of the 
Body Snatchers under the tree, and it was hard to keep 
holiday spirits aloft with Moment by Moment, King of 
the Gypsies and The Brink’s Job befouling my stocking. 
My colleagues in Fun City tell me that The Deer Hunter, 
Get Out Your Handkerchiefs, Halloween, The Last Wave 
and Movie Movie have brightened their season. Alas, we 
in the provinces will have to judge 1978 without them. 
But be cheered. Already, 1979 looks like a better vint- 
age. 

On the whole, this was a conservative, recessive, ra- 
ther cowardly year. Remakes, parodies and unadventur- 
ous genre pictures were legion. Comedies staggered 

ithe. weight of hoary pratfalls and worn one-liners. 
A brave new genre — the rock musicals — landed with an 
awtul, thud, shot down by Hollywood’s blatant condes- 
cension toward its youth audience. Likewise, the prom- 
ised fleet of Vietnam movies sank. The most highly ~ 
touted of these, Coming Home, managed to skirt the real 
issues the war raised completely — as if American in-

volvement in Vietnam were still a touchy subject, too hot 
for the movies to handle. ‘’Play it safe’’ — that was the 
watchword for the year. And that’s why very few of 
1978's movies have any urgency or fire to them. Over 
and over, I found myself sitting in darkened theaters 
wondering, “Why did anyone bother to film this?” Why 
Heaven Can Wait? Why Convoy or Foul Play? Why Mr. 
Klein, A Special Day or A Dream of Passion? 

Oddly, audiences remained complacent through it all; 
indeed, they flocked to the movies in record numbers. 
Even the wild-eyed fringes of moviegoing society seemed 
appallingly staid and unimaginative. Kids who should 
have been out throwing seamy, unspeakably lewd par- 
ties of their own were content to trudge back, week after 
week, to throw rice at the Disneyland decadence of The 
Rocky Horror Picture Show. College students didn’t 
bother dreaming up new stunts, they simply staged Ani- 
mal House-style toga parties — and Universal Pictures 
was more than happy to provide them with toga kits. Given 
such a pliant audience, it’s no wonder that what be- 
gan as the Year of Return to Romance ended with a wave 
of cynical heart-tug and tear-jerk movies like Slow Danc- 
ing in the Big City, The Wiz and Moment by Moment. 


h well, it’s all over now. I’ve vented this year’s ac- 
cumulated spleen. The new year approaches. Let's lodk at 
the bright side; here are my ten favorite movies of 1978, 
in order of preference: 

PADRE PADRONE. Made for Italian television (!) by 
Paolo and Vittorio Taviani, this true story of an isolated 
young Sardinian shepherd, crippled by ignorance and 
the lifelong domination of his brutal father, was raw, 


sire (Carole Bouquet), The Duellists (Keith Carradine), Padre Padrone 
(Saverio Marconi) and Who'll Stop the Rain (Nick Nolte) 


passionate and deliberately discordant. Using harsh 
pastoral imagery and one of the most breathtakingly in- 
novative soundtracks in memory, the Tavianis avoided 
making an arty hanky-wringer. Instead of moving us to 
tears, they transported us somewhere else — into a realm 
vast, awesome and mysterious. 

INVASION OF THE BODY SNATCHERS. To re- 
make Don Siegel’s 1956 horror classic was to ask for 
disaster, and shifting its setting from the tiny village of 
Santa Mira to the much larger one called San Francisco 
should have been the kiss of death. But with W.D. Rich- 
ter’s sardonic script, Phil Kaufman’s assured direction 
and Michael Chapman’s malignant, gleaming photo- 
graphy, this chiller turned out to be the best American 
movie of 1978: a witty, macabre white-knuckle film 
about vegetable pods from outer space taking over 
humankind. What have pods to do with thee and me? I'll 
have more to say on that subject next week. 

WHO'LL STOP THE RAIN. The death of the coun- 
terculture between 1970 and 1972 was a pretty hideous 
spectacle, and Karel Reisz’s scary tale of Vietnam-era 
heroin smuggling captured it with awful fidelity. Based 
on Robert Stone’s novel Dog Soldiers, this movie had 
some conceptual flaws, but as a thriller, it really crackled. 
And-Nick Nolte’s brilliant portrayal of Ray Hicks, an 
American samurai with a passionate need to escape every 
law but his own, put a real hero on, the.screen — maybe 
the only sort of hero that people who've lived through 
those years could buy. , 

THAT OBSCURE OBJECT OF DESIRE. There are 
two sides to director Luis Bufuel: on the one hand, he’s a 
gentle, compassionate old prankster, and, on the other, a

i, moviegoers have always consoled them- 
selves with memories of good moments in bad or indif- 
ferent pictures — the isolated flashes of brilliance that 
nourish our faith in the medium and that (at the same 
time) make us impatient for the rare movie of sustained 
brilliance. And after enduring the movies of 1978, some 
form of consolation is certainly in order. It’s fairly easy to 
come by, too, since in a generally drab year, the scat- 
tered bright spots stand out all the more vividly. Here are 
16 bits and pieces — from films of all calibers — to think 
upon when movies start to seem a lost cause. If they can 
give us even fragmentary pleasures as intense as these, 
there’s hope for them yet. 

One of the most beautiful fantasy effects in Brian De 
Palma’s ravishing (and egregiously underrated) The Fury 
is the climax of the efforts of the movie's godlike, tele- 
kinetic youths to find each other. Having yearned for the 
encounter through most of the movie, the ‘‘psychic 
twins” played by Amy Irving and Andrew Stevens final- 
ly meet — and their eyes light up in sympathetic neon 
blue. 

When John Belushi’s Bluto Blutarski, the omnivorous 
human mascot of National Lampoon's Animal House, 
stuffs his face in the Faber College chow line, whole 
cheeseburgers following dribbling handfuls of Jell-O in- 
to the distended Blutarski gut, one begins to wonder: 
what can possibly top this demonic rage of ingestion? 
The movie’s best (and therefore grossest) joke, that’s 
what. “What am I now?” Bluto brightly inquires. And 
then, jamming his fists against his bulging cheeks, spray- 
ing mashed potatoes over the assembled crypto-fascist 
prigs of Omega House, he exults, ‘I’m a zit!” i 


There was Nick Nolte’s warrior-hero Ray Hicks, who 
“takes no shit from inferior people,” calmly injecting 
overdoses of heroin into an LA drug dealer's foolish, 
thrill-seeking clients. In Who'll Stop the Rain, the drugs- 
and-war psychosis under the tight surface bubbles up 
like hot lava, and these poor schmucks are the ones who 
get burned. 

When Ingrid Bergman and Liv Ullmann, playing a 
famed musician and her resentful grown daughter in 
Autumn Sonata, take turns at the piano, their faces con- 
vey all the tensions and the tangled contradictions of 
their relationship, without so much as a word of dia- 
logue. 


7. Man of Steel, gliding silently onto her pent- 
house balcony, arrives for his exclusive interview with 
Lois Lane. Superman's Christopher Reeve and Margot 
Kidder turn the lame-brained question-and-answer by- 
play into a graceful erotic fencing match. The Daily 
Planet's morning headline proclaims “I Spent the Night 
With Superman.” 

The mere existence of a camera can produce profound 
effects, as if everyone involved needs only to point it at 
something — and wait. As witness the moment when the 
opaque, evasive Pretty Baby brings home (with a 
vengeance) the ambivalence of adult responses to the 
nascent sexuality of children. Louis Malle’s direction, re- 
served to the point of coldness, has kept us at a safe dis- 
tance, uninvolved spectators. But when Keith Car- 
radine’s obsessed photographer poses Brooke Shields for 
a recumbent ads portrait, Malle’s camera takes up the 


same, adoring position as Bellocq’s. Held for just sec- 
onds (although we can feel each of them ticking past) the 
shot puts us inside the movie — and implicates us in its 
issues — with a startling finality. 

In the masterful set-piece crime scene from Straight 
Time, the furtive, repressed energy of Dustin Hoff- 
man’s Max Dembo explodes like the glass cases he 
smashes while plundering a jewelry store. 

The scene is a packed recording studio in American 
Hot Wax, and the image of Frankie Ford, seen through 
the glass wall of a sound booth that also reflects the faces 
of a crowd of jiving onlookers, croons a heart-stopping 
version of ‘‘Sea Cruise.” 

Booked into Harlem’s Apollo Theater sight-unseen, 
Buddy Holly confronts an all-black audience shocked in- 
to an ominous silence by his unexpected whiteness. Gary 
Busey flashes that infectious grin and stammers, ‘‘We 
weren't expectin’ you-all either,” and leaps into a joyous 
burst of rock ‘n’ roll. Within minutes, they’re dancing in 
the aisles. The Buddy Holly Story lives! 

At the height of his fixation on James Dean, who has 
died just weeks before on September 30, 1955, Richard 
Thomas breaks down at the bedside of a fellow fan — a 
girl horribly burned in an accident. In a costume copied 
from Dean's in Rebel Without a Cause, he tells her the 
story of that film, which he now sees simply as his own; 
even his guilt at her injury is worked into the fantasy. 
When Thomas trembles and declares ‘This feels weird; 
it’s just like a movie,” and the girl shrieks back, “I’m 
scarred for life; this isn’t a goddam movie!” the film be- 
comes a chilling vision of movie madness as real pathol- 
ogy. It’s a risk we're willing to take. e

I, was not a great year for the 
high-priced spread — and I don’t 
just mean Grease. Only two 
Broadway-bound plays made my 
10 Best list, and the better of 
these, Arthur Kopit’s Wings, 
might as well have played at the 
Loeb, the Cambridge Ensemble, 
or even a phone booth, for all the 
audience it attracted to the Wil- 
bur. And of the Broadway- 
proven “hits’’ — Annie, Pippin, 
The Wiz — that hoofed through 
town in blazes of glitz and glory, 
few were worth our time, much 
less our money. _ 

The season’s most memorable 
plays were produced Off Tre- 
mont Street, many of them shoe- 
horned into unlikely spaces and 
financed on shoestrings. This 
may have been anti-inflationary 
— the best things in life weren't 
free, but they were cheaper than 
the worst — but it’s not necessar- 
ily encouraging; it means that 
only small, non-profit theaters 
can afford to gamble on quality. 
For arts businessmen, the win- 
ning formula seemed to be 
tripe x hype. Man of La Mancha 
was the most glaring example of 
its success: a mediocre musical 
transformed by a barrage of tear- 
ful television ads into a box-of- 
fice bonanza. But it was no fluke. 
My 10 Worst list teems with tur- 
keys that, while far from engross- 
ing, were top-grossing: The 
Kingfisher, California Suite, even 
Rondelet. Now, that’s depress- 
ing. “Let them eat dreck,’’ pro- 
ducers snort, and Bostonians line 
up for it — at $15 and $20 a plate! 
And it’s not the matinee ladies 
alone, clamoring for a glimpse of 
Claudette Colbert or Princess 
Grace, who make mediocrity such 
a hot commodity. Beatlemania’s 
popularity with junior Greasers 
proves that bad taste is not just 
timeless — it’s ageless, too. 

Better, of course, that small be 
beautiful on the Boston theater: 
scene than that nothing be. And, 
in the ongoing flap about Bos- 
ton’s lack of a professional — 
meaning Equity — rep company, 
the fine work of such local 
troupes as the Cambridge En- 
semble, the Next Move, and Real- 
ity Theater is often overlooked. 
Shows at these theaters are 
praised when the¥ open, then dis- 


‘missed in discussions of the larger picture — thrown back 


like pretty minnows too tiny to count. This is under- 
standably infuriating to our little theaters, whose work so 
often beats the professional pants off what’s downtown. 
And it is especially pleasing to note that two of the plays 
on this year’s 10 Best list, Beginner’s Luck and The Mar- 
lowe Show, are literally homegrown — the work of Bos- 
ton authors, locally produced. 


A las, it was truer of the local shows than of the im- 
ports that when they were good, they were very, very 
good, and when they were bad, they were horrid. It is 
easier for talentless, deluded folks to get their work pro- 
duced in church basements than on Broadway. And the 
fact is that I seldom get closer to this stuff than the stink 
of the press releases, which invariably sound like inco- 
herent ravings or invitations to group therapy. (My fav-

orites this year included the one about a Prudential 
Tower janitor turned guru and one for the rewrite of Pin- 
occhio in which the puppet was a rock star beset by un- 
scrupulous agents.) Often the reading of my mail re- 
sembles a Life cereal commercial: I just scoot the swill 
across the desk to Don Shewey who, like Mikey in the 
ads, bravely samples anything. This explains the pre- 
ponderance on my 10 Worst list of slick, big-budget 
turkeys and on his of local fowl. 


And now, on with yesterday's news. The best of times: 


WINGS (at the Wilbur). Arthur Kopit’s remarkable 
theater piece was less a hospital drama than a vision or 
stage poem. Its setting was the bleakly beautiful, rav- 
aged landscape of the mind following a stroke, and it de- 
picted a world in which thought floated free of lan- 
guage. Wings’s indomitable heroine, once a daredevil 
aviatrix, had had speech — like so much landing gear — 


shot out from under her, but she 
out from under her, but she 
soloed nonetheless. As I said a 
few weeks ago, exhorting people 
to see the play, it wasn’t depress- 
ing; the fact that so many people 
missed it was. Wings, starring 
Constance Cummings in a bril- 
liant performance, will probably 
prove too difficult and too good 
for Broadway. 


ASHES (at the Next Move Thea- 
ter). David Rudkin’s clinical yet 
compelling — and remarkably lit- 
erate — study of a couple unable 
to conceive or adopt a child put 
off many critics with its meta- 
phoric leap from planned _ par- 
enthood to political terrorism in 
Northern Ireland; but Ashes was 
actually about the nullification of 
tribal connections, past and fu- 
ture, and it bespoke a fierce, un- 
flinchingly realistic commitment 
to the present. The Next Move 
Theater did not, as the saying 
goes, rise out of Ashes; it rose, in 
a stark and startling production, 
to it. 


A SORROW BEYOND 
DREAMS (at the Cambridge En- 
semble). Joann Green’s intelli- 
gent, ufterly unsentimental yet 
moving adaptation of Peter 
Handke’s account of his mother’s 
suicide, this theater piece fo- 
cused less on grief than on the 
process of facing it. It was ex- 
pertly performed by Randall 
Richard, who more or less acted 
out Handke’s struggle with lan- 
guage, and by Noya Lancet, who 
hovered wordlessly on the 
periphery of his suffering. 


AMERICAN BUFFALO (at the 
Off Off Broadway Theater and 
Trinity Square Rep). David Ma- 
met’s brilliantly inarticulate study 
of three petty crooks who tortu- 
ously plan a _ never-to-be-ex- 
ecuted robbery, in which the 
characters botch their syntax as 
badly as their heist, was short on 
plot and long on plotting. Buffalo 
was most notable for Mamet's 
uncanny reproduction of urban 
American speech; out of the 
mouths of boobs, strange music. 
The lyric profanations and schiz- 
oid grammar of Mamet's three 
losers formed a sort of verbal 
shorthand — but the tension 
among them was no less palpable 
for being abbreviatedly ex- 
pressed. That’ very 'd t 
productions opened almost simultaneously last’ winter, 
and each was excellent, only underlined the play’s rich- 
ness and grim humor. 

THE GIN GAME (at the Wilbur). D.L. Coburn’s 
study of two antiquated cardsharps, each bent on draw- 
ing the other’s blood, looked better to me the second time 
around. Consisting in large part of an ongoing rummy 
tournament between two vituperative oldsters on the 
porch of a nursing home, it was small rather than slight, 
more shrewd than precious, and unremittingly honest. 
Definitely a compact vehicle, The Gin Game was none- 
theless handled by director Mike Nichols as if he were 
A.J. Foyt; and actors Hume Cronyn and Jessica Tandy 
played their unlikable characters better than their cards: 

BEGINNER’S LUCK (at Reality Theater). Local

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Memories are made of this

M aking end-of-the-year ‘‘best’’ and ‘‘worst”’ lists is 
fun. If you go to plays all the time, it’s gratifying to look 
back at the preceding 12 months and discover 10 theat- 
rical experiences that were, if not transcendent, at least 
good enough to be recalled fondly at year’s end. It’s also 
startling to discover how many horrors and mediocrities 
have been sat through and then stored in some thank- 
fully remote memory bank — did I really subject myself 
to that stupendously awful production of Sam Shep- 
ard’s Mad Dog Blues at Emerson College? While the 
dreck is soon forgotten, a good play resurfaces again and 
again in bursts of remembered magic, laughter, sweep- 
ing emotion — that is one of its trademarks. Of course, 
the turkeys easily outnumber the triumphs, but this 
shouldn't surprise anyone — it is very hard to make good 
theater, 

Nonetheless, good theater abounded in 1 Boston in 
1978, and of my choices for the 10 best, the ones not cov- 
ered by my colleague are: 

THE TENNIS GAME (at the Lenox Arts Center). 
George W.S. Trow’s play about three generations of 


American aristocracy was like his New 1orker prose — 
crisp, snooty, obsessed with surfaces, wickedly comic, 
and, well, just very neat. The Lenox Arts Center’s pro- 
duction was fortuitously cast and expertly directed by 
Timothy Mayer, but what I'll never forget is the impec- 
cable performance by tiny (4’10’’), tennis-togged Linda 
Hunt as an imposing, all-purpose Authority Figure. 

THE BLOOD KNOT (at the Next Move). Athol Fu- 
gard’s 1961 drama could not be more specifically tied to 
its story of two brothers — one black, one white — living 
together in a one-room shack in South Africa. It also 
could not more clearly apply to the Family of Man. A 
powerful exploration of racial conflict, The Blood Knot 
received every bit of its due from director Suzanne Shep- 
herd and actors Herb Downer and Zack Matalon; with 
Ashes, it gave the Next Move a perfect batting average 
for 1978. 

THE WORLD OF LEWIS CARROLL (at the Loeb 
Drama Center). British actor Michael Rothwell’s Charles 
Dodgson — that shy, stammering mathematician and 
sometime scribbler — combined self-exposition with quo- 


tations from his work in an astonishingly illuminating 
portrait of the curious, complex man who wrote Alice in 
Wonderland. 

THE HOMECOMING (by the Open Door Theater at 
the Boston Center for the Arts). Susan McGinley’s stag- 
ing of Harold Pinter’s creepy, gynophobic nightmare 
preserved the play’s enigma, which is perhaps the high- 
est compliment that can be paid a production of Pinter’s 
masterpiece. : 


|; Mention Dept.: Ntozake Shange’s for 
colored girls . . . opened two years ago at Joe Papp’s Pub- 
lic Theater, bowed in Boston at the Shubert last year, and 
returned this fall to the Colonial. Even the third time 
around, and with the second road company, this over- 
whelming ‘‘choreopoem” beat almost all the competi- 
tion hands down; but rather than let it monopolize a Top 
10 slot, I nominate Shange’s piece for the Hall of Fame.

I, nothing else, 1978 was the 
year that proved Johnny Rotten 
right. The old farts — his de- 
scription, not mine — fell on their 
faces. How badly they bruised 
themselves varied, of course. Bob 
Dylan, Rod Stewart and Elton 
John may be paying doctor bills 
for quite a long time. As for Van 
Morrison and the Who, well, 
there was something noble about 
their spills; while it’s an open 
question if they will ever re- 
cover, neither of their albums was 
a pratfall. Only the Stones lived 
up to the challenge the punks and 
their own advancing age threw 
down; like old athletes, they made 
up their loss of speed and agility 
with guile and guts. But how long 
they can last is also an open ques- 
tion. The reports from their tour 
were almost universally miser- 
able; their Saturday Night Live 
performance (their only Boston 
appearance, as it were) was em- 
barrassing. It would be stupid to 
write all these performers off. 
They deserve better than that — 
they've given us too much for our 
criticism to turn into contempt. 
But it’s also true that rock ‘n’ roll, 
born of adolescence, has never 
handled aging particularly well, 
and this year, more than many 
others, has driven that point 
home once again. 


I he natural conclusion is that 


1978 saw the passing of an era, 
but that kind of statement is the 
most specious of year-end traps. 
In fact, there are very few gen- 
eralizations you can make 
about 1978. Blockbuster eco- 
nomics continued to prevail. 
Only six albums made it to Rec- 
ord World’s Number One spot 
this year, a miserably low figure. 
But only five made it last year, so 
we ought to consider this an im- 


challenge the hegemony of CBS 
and Warner’s, but with dreck 
such as the Grease and Sgt. Pep- 
per soundtracks (as well as the 
much better Saturday Night Fe- 
ver, a 1977 release). Punk, de- 
clared dead by everybody in the 
industry, continued (in all its var- 
ious forms) to be the source of 
most of the music’s excitement. And as has been 
true throughout the ‘70s, critical taste diverged 


«3 greatly from mass taste with few exceptions (last year it 


was Fleetwood Mac’s Rumours, this year, Some Girls). 
What was different this "year was the extraordinary dis- 
parity among critics. Part of the reason for this is that, 
unlike previous years, there was not one album that 
dominated the period (as did, say, 1977’s Never Mind the 
Bollocks). To put it differently, there were a lot of good 
records this year, pleasing records, challenging records; 
but there was no record that anybody has loudly de- 
clared a masterpiece. Oh, there have been some mumbles 


(mine included), but nobody has jumped atop a soap box ~ 


to nominate a candidate to universal cheering. There 
simply may not be one, though I think This Year’s Model 
and Give ‘Em Enough Rope are going to take on more 
grandeur as time passes. 

What follows is my 10 Best list in alphabetical order. It 
is, as you will see, heavily weighted toward rock ‘n’ roll. 
If the list were expanded to 15, it would undoubtedly in- 
clude more folkies (particularly Steve Forbert, barely 
nudged out of the 10 Best) but the basic bias would not 
change. 

The Clash: GIVE ‘EM ENOUGH ROPE (Epic). The 
Clash’s debut came close to being the best album of last 
year. Never released in this country, it was a harsh ex- 
hortation that had bounce. On Give ‘Em Enough Rope, 
the bounce is gone — and so is the pleasure the Clash 
found in their anger. Not an easy album, Give ‘Em 
Enough Rope has a brilliantly lit but forbidding surface: 
garbled vocals, unrelenting rhythms and concerns that 
seem foreign to most Americans. But it does what all 
great popular art is supposed to do: it enters places where 
so-called high art refuses (or can’t) go these days — in 
this case, into the heart of street violence. The Clash em- 
pathize with terrorists and gangs and then smash them as 
false idols; they tear apart punk and reggae fantasies of 
rebellion at the same time that they wonder how long 
they can support their own contradiction — rebels who 
won't take part in the revolution — before sliding into the 
muck of liberalism. In Give ‘Em Enough Rope, the Clash 
made what almost everybody doesn’t seem to want — 


. rock ‘n’ roll’s most sophisticated political album. 


Elvis Costello: THIS YEAR’S MODEL (Columbia). 
Not since Dylan’s Bringing It All Back Home-Blonde on 


* Blonde days has there been a performer who has en- 


joyed rock ‘n’ roll combat as much as Costello. And there 


‘has never been a rock ‘n’ roller who has made the fear 


and rush of such combat so palpable or so attractive. Lis-

tening to This Year’s Model is like walking down a dark, 
empty street and hearing another set of heels; it doesn’t 
make you dance, it makes you jump. If Costello weren't 
his own harshest critic — if so many of his wounds 
weren’t self-inflicted — he would be a rock ‘n’ roll bounty 
hunter, ready to bag anyone if the money was right. In- 
stead, he’s an anti-hero in a hero’s world. 

Ian Dury: NEW BOOTS AND PANTIES!! (Arista). 
Dury is a throwback, not to an earlier era of rock ‘n’ roll 
but to another time altogether — when there were rag- 
men, traveling tailors, circuit preachers. He is a master 


storyteller with a warm cackle, a keen ear and a gener- 


ous wit. ‘Stiff Records (Dury’s British label) has champ- 
ioned many eccentrics — it has been one of the many 
pleasures of punk that so many have come out of the 
woodwork — and Dury may be the oddest of them all. 
But with a crack band behind him (lovingly known as the 
Blockheads), he is also firmly grounded in funk and rock 
‘n’ roll. Lascivious, sentimental, light-hearted, New Boots 
and Panties!! is like a wonderfully illustrated children’s 
book for adults. 

Joe Ey: HONKY TONK MASQUERADE (MCA). In 
a year when C&W albums were especially contemptible, 
when it seemed that everybody and his cousin were try- 
ing to cross over and, as usual, were failing, Honky Tonk 
Masquerade showed them all up. Ely is part of that grand 
tradition of West Texas music that-combines rock ‘n’ roll, 
Zydeco, R&B, Western Swing and Depression ballads. If 
this makes Ely seem old-fashioned — and there are times 
when he sounds like a cross between Jerry Lee Lewis and 
Woody Guthrie — well, he is. But that doesn’t mean he’s 
an anachronism or that’s he’s afraid to mess around with 
his sources. Still, it’s not the formal daring of Honky 
Tonk Masquerade that makes it such a joy, it’s the good 
feeling it conveys. 

Nick Lowe: PURE POP FOR NOW PEOPLE (Colum- 
bia). If rock ‘n’ roll produced a truly comic album this 
year, it was Pure Pop for Now People. Lowe, one of the 
central figures in punk (primarily as Stiff’s in-house pro- 
ducer), came up with an album that embodies all the atti- 
tudes he had been purveying behind the scenes: rock as 


irreverent garbage music that should be treated ser- 


iously, a contradiction that Lowe relishes throughout 
Pure Pop. Taking his cue from Pop Art, Lowe is a for- 
malist who magnifies everyting you can think of — teen- 
fan songs, disco numbers, moony love ballads — so he 
can celebrate their dumbness and their beauty. Lowe isn’t 
interested in recreating these forms but in recreating our 
feelings toward them — a distinction that Pure Pop for 
Now People consistently makes. 

Rolling Stones: SOME GIRLS (Atlantic). At a time

when almost every major rock 
figure from the ‘60s went 
splat, the Stones came through 
with an album that found 
its greatest strength and 
took its greatest pleasure in 
mocking all those who were con- 
vinced Jagger and company were 
through. Some Girls is hard as 
nails. It is also, to borrow Ste- 
phen Holden’s description, a bril- 
liant bluff, which is what gives 
the album its tension and what 
makes it so intriguing (are the 
Stones still rough enough or 
tough enough?). The irony is that 
the album’s two softest songs, 
‘Beast of Burden’ and ‘Before 
They Make Me Run” — the ones 
that actually admit vulnerability 
— may well be its classics. 

Bruce Springsteen: DARK- 
NESS ON THE EDGE OF 
TOWN (Columbia). Darkness on 
the Edge of Town is constructed 
so tightly that at times it seems 
like a prison from which Spring- 
steen is straining to break. In 
some ways, it is. His first album 
in three years (two years held up 
by court proceedings, a year in 
the making), Darkness is Spring- 
steen at his most pessimistic. He 
hasn’t abandoned his reckless ro- 
manticism, but never before has 
he questioned it as much or as 
strenuously as he does in Dark- 
ness. And, for the first time, he 
considers the notion that rock ‘n’ 
roll heroism can be destructive. 
For someone who has immersed 
himself in rock myths as deeply 
as has Springsteen, these issues 
are not minor. Among Dark- 
ness’s many pleasures is the sense 
it carries of a performer growing 
up before you. 

Vibrators: PURE MANIA (Co- 
lumbia). A poseur’s celebration, 
an all-guns attack on everything 
and everyone from the band that, 
for a brief while, was perhaps the 
most hated in England. Pure 
Mania is just brash enough to spit 
in the eye of pop and punk and 
get away with it. The Vibrators 
don’t give a damn — they blithely 
admit that they are mercenaries — 
and that’s what makes Pure 
Mania so much fun. Well, that’s 
not the only thing — John Ellis’s 
ae spring-tight guitar work has a lot 
i) to do with it, and so do Ian 
Carnochan’s clipped, muscular 
vocals. 

Neil Young: COMES A TIME (Warner Bros.). His 
most cleanly recorded, folkish-sounding album since 
Harvest, Comes a Time would be a step backward for al- 
most anybody else. But Young's conservatism this time 
around has a purpose: to ground his themes of time and 
romance passing into the timelessness of tradition. What 
this does is give the album a sense of proportion and 
symmetry for Young to break with his skewed voice and 
down-to-earth imagery. Young is too perverse and too 
private to make an even, unproblematic album, and 
Comes a Time is an object lesson in how to make a con- 
fessional album without drowning in sensitivity. 

Warran Zevon: EXCITABLE BOY (Asylum). Zevon 
loves all that is grade-B about rock ‘n’ roll: its seamy 
scabrousness and neon gaudiness, its unspoken violence 
and untutored compassion, its willingness to risk senti- 
mentality for sentiment, melodrama for myth. Zevon is 
an obsessive with a cameraman’s eye for detail and a di- 
rector’s sense of drama. No matter how dream-like, the 
songs on Excitable Boy are based on narrative and con- 
cise visual image. Behind his deadpan vocals, there’s a 
deadly perversity threatening to break out — you can 
hear it in his commands to the band (““Huh’’), in Waddy 
Wachtel’s roped-in guitar solos, and above all, in the 
strangled cries of his characters. : 

There were, of course, more than 10 good albums this 
year. Boston, for the first time in a long while, produced 
its share (Don’t Look Back notwithstanding). The Cars’ 
debut, combining pop instincts with art impulses, was 
one of the most exciting and established them as a major 
national band. Stormin’ Norman and Suzy’s Ocean of 
Love and Peter C. Johnson’s debut (appropriately, Peter 
C. Johnson) didn’t do nearly as well in the marketplace, 
but both have their charms, particularly Norman and 
Suzy’s. It was also a good year for folkies. John Prine, 
Steve Forbert and Tony Bird produced LPs that floated 
on that most elusive of qualities — mood. The New York 
punk scene continued to churn out albums. If the out- 
put from Television, Talking Heads and the Ramones 
wasn’tas impressive’as last year’s, two of its older hands 
— Lou Reed (Street Hassle) and Genya Ravan (Urban De- 
sire) — came up with albums boasting some brilliant mo- 
ments. It was also a good (though not great) year for de- 
buts — Devo, Pere Ubu and Wire upholding the experi- 
mental side of things, and Jules and the Polar Bears giv- 
ing LA traditionalists something to think about. One 
could cite numerous other records, but more than any- 
thing it was the diversity of the good albums in 1978 that 
was the most heartening — indicating once again that 10 
Best lists are a parlor game, nothing more and nothing less, 
and that anybody can and should make up his own. @

N. excuses this time — just a 


list of my favorite records of the 
past 12 months. After waxing and 
waning, after feeling duty-bound 
to acknowledge the annum’s 
supreme achievements and 
wondering where I get off making 
such pronouncements, I’ve come 
to see these ‘best’ lists for their 
true value: as gauges by which 
readers measure the tastes of 
those of us who pass judgment 
week after week. So no apologies 
are offered for the heavy empha- 
sis on the avant-garde, or the ab- 
sence of fusion, or the reappear- 
ance of names that have graced 
previous lists. This is my music; 
take it (please!), but leave it if you 
must. 


Overall, this was a time of great 
abundance for jazz — I have no 
doubt that more albums were re- 
leased in 1978 than in any 12 
months in the music’s history. 
New labels like Artists House, 
Bee Hive and Tomato appeared; 
Pacific Jazz and Candid re- 
surfaced; and several of the more 
dependable companies showed a 
marked increase in activity. It’s 
the critics’ responsibility to keep 
abreast of all this, but even those 
who can devote full time to listen- 
ing (this writer not included) can’t 
help missing a few of the good 
ones. When critics do find an 
album to treasure, there is often 
little choice but to file it away as 
soon as the review is written and 
wade back into the great un- 
auditioned mass. At least we get 
to stop every December and re- 
mind ourselves that, yes, the year 
did hold some delights. 


The following list does not in- 
clude reissues (which have also 
appeared in profusion), pre- 
viously unreleased vintage tapes, 
and, with one exception, albums 
that had previously appeared 
only on foreign labels. In some 
cases, an artist had more than one 
record in contention; these pro- 
lific folk, winners of my Most 
Valuable Player awards, have 
competing albums duly noted. 
Choices have not been confined 
to the usual 10, and are listed in 
alphabetical order ; 

Air: AIR TIME (Nessa). After 
a couple of years as the most re- 
spected unheard band in America, 
the trio of Hen: » Threadgill, Fred 
Hopkins and Steve McCall de- 
livered not one vut three albums 
of singular composition and 
seamless collective improvisa- 
tion. Their Arista-Novus re- 
leases are also recommended, par- 
ticularly the recent Montreux 
Suisse Air, but Air Time gets my 
vote for its quirkier conceptions 
and greater range of moods. And 
it’s the most accessible for the 
general listener. 

Lester Bowie: THE 5TH 
POWER (Black Saint). More 
proof that there are many rooms 
in the house of freedom — includ- 
ing boppish ballads and traditional gospel. Ar- 
thur Blythe, Amina Myers, Malachi Favors and Philip 
Wilson make up the admirable supporting cast, but it’s 
the leader’s trumpet that sets the pace. Bowie, one of the 
MVPs, also made telling contributions to David Mur- 
ray’s album (see below) and New Directions (ECM), a 
gently challenging session from the reformed quartet of 
master drummer Jack DeJohnette. 

Kenny Davern & Flip Phillips: JOHN & JOE (Chiaro- 
scuro). An all-out stomper, not withstanding the less- 
than-awesome presence of drummer Bobby Rosen- 
garden, and the best pre-bop album of the year. Davern, 
a brilliant though neglected soprano saxophonist, and 
Phillips, whose tenor has aged well since his Woody Her- 
man and JATP days, were made for each other, and the 
assistance of Dave McKenna and George Duvivier 
doesn’t hurt. ‘If Dreams Come True” is perhaps the 
year’s wildest straightahead ride. 

Dexter Gordon: BOUNCIN’ WITH DEX (Inner City). 
This was around briefly in its Danish SteepleChase ver- 
sion, but here it seems appropriate to bend the rules a bit. 
Le Grand Dex released three superior albums in 1978; all 
found him in the ideal setting (quartet), and Bouncin’ 
even teamed him with the ideal drummer (Billy Hig- 
gins). Tete Montoliu and Niels-Henning Orsted Peder- 
sen, two of Europe's finest, complete the rhythm sec- 
tion. For only slightly less invigorating Gordon, listen- 
ers can go to Manhattan Symphonie (Columbia) and Bit-

ing the Apple (Inner City). 

Sam Jones: SOMETHING IN COMMON (Muse) or 
CHANGES & THINGS (Xanadu) — you pick ‘em! The 
Xanadu was recorded the day after the Muse. Both have 
the identical sextet instrumentation; Bob Berg's tenor; 
and the writing and playing of the bassist/leader, trum- 
peter Blue Mitchell and trombonist Slide Hampton. 
Cedar Walton and Billy Higgins, pianist and drummer on 
the Muse, are replaced by Barry Harris and Louis Hayes 
on the Xanadu. Lovers of blowing sessions in the Blue 
Note tradition will want to hear them both. (More on this 
pair next week.) 

Irene Kral: GENTLE RAIN (Choice). Not a sympathy 
vote for the late Kral, who died of cancer shortly after 
releasing the best jazz vocal album of 1978. Her direct yet 
emotionally devastating delivery, supported only by pia- 
nist Alan Broadbent, does more than justice to a pro- 
gram that includes the music of Billy Strayhorn, Tadd 
Dameron, Dave Frishberg, and an “Antique Medley” 
intermingling Irving Berlin with Noel Coward. 

Oliver Lake: LIFE DANCE OF IS (Arista-Novus). 
Alto saxophonist Lake, who was reportedly at the top of 
his form during an October one-nighter at Lulu’s, proved 
equally adept at pointillism, reggae and shuffle time in 
this very positive-sounding album. Guitarist Michael 
Gregory Jackson and pianist Anthony Davis, two of 
jazz's brightest new voices, also make substantial contri- 
butions to the success of Lake’s quintet. 


Michael Mantler: MOVIES 
(Watt). If you must have your 
jazz with electric guitars in the 
lead and rock patterns under- 
neath, this is clearly the class of 
‘78. Mantler has inspired Larry 
Coryell’s best plugged-in play- 
ing in years, with eight typically 
craggy pieces and a Carla Bley- 
Steve Swallow-Tony Williams 
rhythm section. 

Charles Mingus: CUMBIA & 
JAZZ FUSION (Atlantic). Again, 
not a sympathy vote. Both side- 
long performances are graced 
with ensemble textures — par- 
ticularly among the woodwinds, 
new to Mingus’s music — as well 
as the cohesive volatility that 
always marks the bassist’s bands 
at their best. The title suite, with a 
full percussion section and strong 
solos from the regulars, will rank 
among the essential examples of 
Mingus's ‘‘extended form.”’ 

Roscoe Mitchell: NONAAH 
(Nessa). A qualified choice, since 
Mitchell's solo explorations of the 
alto’s sonic extremes are admit- 
tedly an acquired taste (though 
his lengthy passages of repe- 
tition are what I find torturous). 
But Mitchell is also the poet of the 
confrontational solo sax, a model 
collaborator (especially in his duet 
with Malachi Favors), and — 
based on the version of 
“Nonaah” performed by four 
altos — the most fascinating of the 
free composers. 

David Murray: LIVE AT THE 
LOWER MANHATTAN 
OCEAN CLUB, VOLUME 1 
(India Navigation). This much- 
heralded young tenor player 
delivers brilliantly in this concert 
recording from last New Year's 
Eve. Lester Bowie, Fred Hopkins, 
Philip Wilson and Murray show 
their lyrical sides on the waltz 
‘“‘Nevada’s Theme” and get into 
more extended sound-play with 
“Obe,’” but the most memorable 
track is ‘‘Bechet’s Bounce,”’ Mur- 
ray’s debut on soprano sax and a 
tribute in spirit as well as title to 
the New Orleans patriarch. 

REVOLUTIONARY ENSEM- 
BLE (Inner City). The last record- 
ing by one of the very few impor- 
tant bands ‘8f* the decade! 
ments an August 1977 Adstriah 
concert that must have béén one 
of the trio’s final appearances. 
Violinist Leroy Jenkins, bassist 
Sirone and drummer Jerome 
Cooper are as individually vir- 
tuosic and collectively balanced as 
ever, and the program, featuring 
four of their finest compositions, 
has some uncommonly direct 
rhythmic playing. Jenkins leads 
an impressive new trio, with 
Anthony Davis and Andrew 
Cyrille, on The Legend of Ai 
Glatson (Black Saint), but he will 
be hard-pressed to match the 
achievement of RE. (Before some- 
one yells foul, I should note that I 
wrote the liner notes for the Inner 
. City album.) 

Sonny Rollins; DON’T STOP THE CARNIVAL 
(Milestone). In case you hadn't heard, the colossus is 
back and more colossal than ever. This far-from-perfect 
nightclub session gets my vote over the recently released 
Milestone Jazzstars in Concert (with McCoy Tyner and 
Ron Carter) on the basis of the monumental ‘Silver 
City” and “Autumn Nocturne,” with ‘‘President Hayes” 
and the title track also strong. Most of the problems here 
are the band’s, and should not deter you from the main 
event. Easy Living (Milestone), from earlier in the year, is 
also uneven but should be heard for the title ballad, 
“Isn't She Lovely,’ and ‘‘Down the Line.” 

Zoot Sims/Jimmy Rowles: “IF I’M LUCKY” (Pablo). 
Nosing out Heavy Love (Xanadu), by Rowles and Al 
Cohn, and Tenorlee (Choice), by Rowles and Lee Konitz. 
Talk about MVPs: the veteran pianist is making a career 
out of prodding the stylistic children of Lester Young to 
new heights — recall last year’s The Peacocks (Colum- 
bia) with Stan Getz. Sims, who has been fine in any set- 
ting during recent years, sounds even better exploring 
one of Rowles’s patented samplers of Tin Pan Alley trivia 
— they even do ‘Gypsy Sweetheart” for Chico Marx 
freaks. Having worked behind so many great white 
tenors, I think it’s time Rowles became an equal oppor- 
tunity accompanist; duets with his old friend Wayne 
Shorter would be sublime enough, but imagine what 
arcane items a pairing of Rowles and Rollins might 
produce. . e

F or classical music, 1978 was like the old joke: First 
Prize, a week in Philadelphia; Second Prize, two weeks. 
Especially with the major outfits (The Met, Opera Com- 
pany of Boston, BSO), more was less — if you picked the 
right week, you were a prize winner, but the odds were 
not in your favor. Sarah Caldwell, for instance, made an 
earnest attempt to revive Verdi's forgotten Stiffelio but 
did everything imaginable — with scenery, costumes, 
gimmicks and shticks — to get in the way of the profund- 
ities of Damnation of Faust and the humanity of Don 
Pasquale. Tosca had to be postponed until fall for lack of 
a Tosca, and when we finally got to see it, it was not 
where we expected — the Opera Company had finally 
acquired an opera house. Unfortunately, the effort to 
make the Savoy ‘operable’ in less than two weeks ac- 
counted for a production of mind-boggling ineptitude. 
weuriosity about the 70-year-old prima donna 
gdawewlivero could hold one’s interest, but Mme. 
iveros art (despite an amazing amount of voice) was 
not sufficient to triumph over nature. Ultimately, neither 
her age nor her exaggerated turn-of-the-century ges- 
tures were as damaging as her inability to create a charac- 
ter out of a series of disconnected poses; it was like 
watching a slide show. Her 45 years of operatic experi- 
ence were unable to make meaningful any but the most 
obvious details. (Why would anyone sing ‘‘I lived for art, 
I lived for life’’ supine on a chaise?) 

The Met fared no better. We had one decent produc- 
tion — a fine Don Giovanni — to make sitting in the 
Hynes Auditorium tolerable. (The schedule for next 
spring seems infinitely more promising.) The best opera 
production of the year was Nicholas Deutsch’s imagina- 
tive shoe-string staging of the Brecht/Weill Mahagonny 
Song-spiel for the Musica Viva (with D’Anna Fortunato 
singing of Alabama and Benares with chilling 
impressiveness). 

At the BSO, the best evenings, as a rule, were those 
with the visiting conductors — James Levine from (but 
not with) the Met (he will be on the tour this season); 
Klaus Tennstedt; Gennady Rozhdestvensky (the 
Russian maestro who literally does more with his little 
finger than some conductors do with their whole bod- 
ies); young Andrew Davis; and, of course, Principal 
Guest Conductor Colin Davis. There were a couple of 
attractive new works: David Del Tredici’s Final Alice — 
with the orchestra a wild, cacophonous yet tuneful 
Wonderland and Barbara Hendricks an enthusiastic, if 
slightly too American, Alice — and Elliott Carter’s Sym- 
phony of Three Orchestras. The Carter is clearly the 
more profound work, with a wider emotional and musi- 
cal range, but we'll have to wait for more (and more con- 
vincing) performances before we can tell if it’s a master- 

iece. 
. 1978 was also significant for the number of musical 
telecasts, both live and canned. Unfortunately (and 
understandably), these get more coverage in the TV col- 
umns than on the music pages. One of these was one of 
the most significant and satisfying musical events of the 
year, a model of its genre — the two-and-a-half hour PBS 
documentary on the late Maria Callas, telecast on what 
would have been her 55th birthday. There were many 
film clips of Callas, both in performance and off-stage; 
interviews, rather brilliantly edited, with figures associ- 
‘ated with her (Visconti, Giulini, Gobbi, Tebaldi, Rudolf 
**Bing) and an hour-long kinescope of a complete recital 
“Callas gave in Hamburg in 1959. 


The film clips were astonishing — Callas at a night- 
club with Onassis; Callas beating away the press (‘‘It’s 
not a ‘romantic squabble,’ it’s a separation’’); Callas in 
her Dallas Opera dressing room just after receiving 
Rudolf Bing’s telegram terminating her Met contract; 
and Bing, standing in the lobby of the Met in a recent 
interview, defending both himself and Callas (“She knew 
exactly what she wanted, and she knew why she wanted 
it. That made things very difficult . . .”’). 

But the life only put the art into perspective. The pro- 
gram was a boon for those who have never seen Callas on 
stage. There turns out to be a surprisingly substantial 
amount of her work on film: two powerful episodes from 
Norma; ‘‘D’amor sul'‘ali rosee”’ and the ‘‘Miserere,”’ from 
Il Trovatore, given the dramatic pressure and coherence 
they almost never receive elsewhere; ‘Ah! non credea,” 
from Sonnambula (in a 1965 concert — late in her career), 
heartbreakingly eloquent and unbelievably well sung. 
The murder scene from her Covent Garden Tosca (the 
entire second act was filmed but has never been shown 
here) is so gripping it should be required viewing for ac- 
tresses and sopranos. How many other performers could 
have survived the close scrutiny of the relentless close- 
ups at the Hamburg concert? But her face — so mobile 
and expressive — was as flexible as her voice; there were 
five different characters singing the five arias, five differ- 
ent voices and five distinct physiognomies. And merely 
watching Callas move with the music in some of the long 
musical introductions (sequences most singers would 
probably prefer to cut) was a lesson in both dramatic 
concentration and musicianship. 

Lessons in voice and style could also be learned from 
Luciano Pavarotti and Dietrich Fischer-Dieskau, de- 
livered courtesy of the BU Celebrity Series. There was 
Jon Vickers’s magnificent Siegmund at Tanglewood, and 
at the extremes of the chronological spectrum were 
Jantina Noorman (singing early music) and Bethany 
Beardslee (singing Schoenberg) attaining what seems to 
be the unattainable for almost everybody else — authen- 
tic style without loss of dramatic urgency. We have our 
own singers to celebrate too — Diana Hoagland, Jeanie 
Ommerle and David Evitts in this year’s Handel & 
Haydn Society Messiah; Nancy Armstrong, with the 
Camerata; Ray deVoll; James Olesen; David Arnold, 
whose stunning singing with the Concert Opera Orch- 
estra made one wonder why he’s not at the Met (he'll be 
singing Bruckner with the BSO later this month and 
Gurre Lieder in March.) Perhaps the most moving con- 
cert of the year was the Cecilia Society’s New England 
premiere of Benjamin Britten’s cantata Phaedra, set to 
sections of Robert Lowell's translation of Racine. Donald 
Teeters conducted and Jane Struss sang Phaedra with 
great understanding and passion. 


I, chamber music, there wasn’t too much I want to 
remember. Russell Sherman put in an all-too-fleeting 
appearance here with Daniel Stepner (violin) and David 
Hoose (horn) in a superb Brahms Horn Trio at Longy. 
Two BSO players on their own, violinist Emanuel Borok 
(with pianist Andrew Wolf) and flutist Fenwick Smith 
(with cellist Bruce Coppock, pianist Randall Hodgkin- 
son and other “‘friends’’) had happy evenings at Longy. 
The Apple Hill Chamber Players brought us Peggy 
Pearson brilliantly playing Tison Street’s rhapsodic 
Adagio for Oboe and Strings (commissioned by

Pearson); and Ariel gave us a cutting performance of the 
Varese Octandre conducted by Tamara Brooks. (We need 
to hear more Varese.) One of 1978’s most widely hailed 
events was the completion of the seven-year cycle at 
Emmanuel Church of all Bach’s sacred cantatas (under 
the direction of Craig Smith). There were, however, other 
occasions that didn’t get the coverage they deserved. In 
the barn at Castle Hill, at the end of the summer, Pur- 
cell's incidental music and masque for Thomas Better- 
ton’s Restoration play, Dioclesian, were performed by a 
gaggle of grand singers (Susan Larson, Jeffrey Gall, 
Frank Hoffmeister, Matthew Dooley and James Mad- 
dalena), adequate dancers, and two ingratiating actors, 
sparkling Susan Yakutis and the protean Laurence 
Senelick — who played at least four different characters 
(from Emperor to Idiot) and supplied his own delightful 
doggerel linking the key scenes. Thomas Kelly was the 
lively conductor. 


There were some justly favorable notices of Leon 
Kirchner’s first concert with the Harvard Summer 
School's Chamber Orchestra, but the second and third 
were generally ignored. Kirchner had a notable idea — to 
end each of the free concerts with one of Mozart's last 
three symphonies. For those who attended all three con- 
certs, the dimensions of each symphony seemed to ex- 
pand. They formed a kind of trilogy, beginning with the 
tragic G Minor and ending with the triumphant “‘Jupi- 
ter.’ The G Minor seemed a little ragged and 
uncharacterized to me, but the final ‘Jupiter’ danced 
and sang and flowed and, well, triumphed. Along with 
Tennstedt’s Bruckner and Ben Zander’s overwhelming 
Mahler Ninth, it was one of the best orchestral evenings 
of the year. 


In a year that included so many world renowned 
instrumentalists (Andre, Ashkenazy, Bylsma, Galway, 
Horowitz, Perahia, the Serkins, Stern, Weissenberg), it’s 
strange to report that most of the best intrumental play- 
ing didn’t have to be imported at all: the breathtaking 
baroque oboist Michel Piguet’s Mozart for the Cam- 
bridge Society for Early Music; John Grimes’s powerful 
and expressive timpani in Phaedra; Tim Morrison's awe- 
some trumpet playing in the H&H Messiah; Martha 
Moor’s harp work — ranging from elegantly celestial in 
Britten’s Ceremony of Carols to frighteningly fierce in 
the Mahler Ninth; and Frank Nizzari’s consistently 
remarkable and dedicated bassooning all year. On the 
other hand, for sheer frivolity, it would be hard to beat 
percussionists Dean Anderson and Thomas Morris (the 
BSO’s new General Manager) having a field day playing 
aquarium, wine glasses, bicycle pump, disintegrating 
cymbals, and an array of similar “instruments” stretch- 
ing clear across the footlights in a piece called “The Wor- 
ried Drummer” at a benefit for the Newton Symphony. 


Though I haven’t got room to go into this year’s 
recordings, I want to say that the one that gave me the 
most heartwarming delight, one I will play as often as I 
can in 1979, is a new Club 99 (42-39 81 Street, Elm- 
hurst, N.Y. 11373) Offenbach anthology with such cher- 
ished and stylish singers as Jussi Bjoerling and Maggie 
Teyte, Reynaldo Hahn and Yvonne Printemps singing 
familiar and unfamiliar tunes in high style. The charm- 
ing Russian soprano Novikova sings the famous drink- 
ing song from La Perichole — in irresistible, giggly 
Russian — as if she’s having a New Year's Eve blast.

Boston premiere of Shark, T.J. 
Camp III's acutely observed com- 
edy about black golf caddies, at 
the Boston Center for the Arts; 
William Lacey’s imaginative stag- 
ing at the Boston University 
Theater of Shakespeare’s rarely 
seen King John; and the Wil- 
liamstown Theater Festival’s gor- 
geous production of A Month in 
the Country, starring Ellis Rabb, 
Rosemary Harris and Peter 
Evans. 

Most Valuable Player Dept.: 
Actors tend to go under-appre- 
ciated when these retrospective 
bouquets are being passed out, es- 
pecially if they’ve given out- 
standing performances in other- 
wise undistinguished plays. But it 
would be unfair to overlook the 
exemplary work done by Irene 
Worth ( -her-weight-in-gold) as 
the Martha Mitchell-ish heroine 
of Corinne Jacker’s After the Sea- 
son, Clive Merrison in Charles 
Marowitz’s Artaud at Rodez, and 
Robert Moberley as an impos- 
sibly hilarious Sir Andrew Ague- 
cheek in Twelfth Night — all at 
Brandeis’s Spingold Theater. 
Others whose performances out- 
shone their respective vehicles 
were: Nicholas Linfield in Mo- 
zart’s Birthday (Charles Street 
Meetinghouse); William Ather- 
ton and Teri Garr in Broadway 
(Wilbur); Millicent Martin in 
King of Hearts (Colonial); To- 
vah Feldshuh in Sarava (Colon- 
ial); Barbara Kennedy and Linda 
Terry in the Charles Playhouse’s 
Cole Porter revue; and the entire 
ensemble associated with the am- 
bitious Reality Theater. 

That brings us to the, ah, er, 
uh, crud. As usual, my esteemed 
colleague — who craftily exploits 
second-stringer masochism and 
paltry freelance wages to her own 
fiendish advantage — has been 
spared some of the more grue- 
some events of the year. Merci- 
fully brief descriptions of them 
follow. 

ONE MAN’S JOURNEY (at 
the Caravan Theater). Stan Edel- 
son’s all-too-obviously auto- 
biographical account of a man 
who undergoes a mid-life crisis 
while recovering from an auto 
accident was a parade of percep- 
tions so embarrassingly banal that 
they gave self-indulgence a ‘bad 
name. 

WHISKEY (at the Trinity 
Square Repertory Company). 
Why Providence’s. top-notch 
theater company dug up this of- 
fensive old Terrence McNally 
one-acter about a gang of hack 
TV actors drinking themselves in- 
sensate in a hotel and padded it 
out with truly terrible music is 
way beyond me. 

AWAKENING (at the Thea- 
ter Workshop Boston). En- 
counter-group drool disguised as 
a play. 

MOTHER OF THOUSANDS 
(at the Boston Arts Group). Bruce 
Dale’s ludicrous combination of 
sci-fi thriller and family kvetcha- 
thon (alternate titles: Fantastic 
Picnic or Dental Floss on the 
Beach) showed some sparks of 
imagination, but lousy direction 
and abominable acting quickly 
stamped them out. 

BACK COUNTRY (at the Wil- 
bur). Broadway-bound, this show 
died in Boston — and no wonder. 
It was a country-western musical 
of Playboy of the Western World 
set in Kansas for the sole pur- 
pose of rhyming ‘wet wash” with 
“summer squash.” 

- ST. MARK’S GOSPEL (at the 
Loeb Drama Center). Alec Mc- 
Cowen’s mannered reading of 
‘The Greatest Story Ever Told’ 
(also the most well-known, 
though certainly not the most 
well-written) was almost as bor- 
ing as Robert Wilson’s Dia- 
log/Network. But during the Wil- 
son piece, there was the thrilling 
sensation that at any minute the 
maddened audience would ex- 
plode and start ripping up the 
Next Move’s plush new seating, 


whereas the Loeb’s patrons sat 
complacently watching a certi- 
fied ‘‘hit.’’ 

The final slot on my roster of 
dogs is shared by a baker’s dozen 
of shows that were almost equally 
inept: The Rivals (Publick Thea- 
ter); Greenleaf (Newbury Street 
Theater); What's a Nice Country 
Like You Doing in a State Like 
This? (Charles Playhouse); Total 
Eclipse (Harlequin Theater Com- 
pany); Hedda Gabler and The 
Philanderer (Lyric Stage); 20 Oc- 
tober at Night (Boston Repertory 
Theater); El Grande de Coca Cola 
(Off-Broadway Theater); Angel 
Street (Theater-in-the-Square); 
The Last of Mrs.Cheyney (Shu- 
bert); Threepenny Opera (Cara- 
van Theater); A Taste of Honey 
(People’s Theater); and Vanities 
(Charles Playhouse).

humanizing effects of power in any 
age. Lipsky both embellished and 
twisted Holy Writ: his Bible bore 
the imprints of Brecht, Grotow- 
ski, even Mort Sahl. His Saul was 
a pawn prone to asininity, who 
gained stature but forfeited his 
salt-of-the-earth humanity; and 
his David was a cold, androgy- 
nous waif who played politics as 
well: as harp. Reality Theater’s 
gritty, imaginative production 
showed the material off to best 
advantage, bringing to it a 
dramatic intensity that nicely 
countered its Jewish comedian- 
ism. So, where were the out-of- 
town agents and producers? 


THE MAMET PLAYS (at the 


Charles Playhouse). Two early 
Mamet one-acters, The Duck 
Variations and Sexual Perversity 
in Chicago, were markedly dif- 
ferent in rhythm and mood, but 
they displayed a common preoc- 
cupation with language as a low- 
est common denominator — and 
there was more to each than met 
the ear. Duck Variations, an 
oddly musical series of conversa- 
tions between two old men on a 
park bench, about mallards and 
mortality, was little-league Beck- 
ett. And Sexual Perversity, a lac- 
erating look at the singles life, 
conveyed real loneliness, Ma- 
met’s moral being that, ulti- 
mately, the tail you chase is your 
own. Under David Dorwart’s 
brisk direction, these Mametini 
made summer seem a little less 
theatrically sorry. 

THE MARLOWE SHOW (at 
the Suffolk Theater Company). 
About Christopher Marlowe little 
is known, but much of a glamor- 
ous nature is speculated: that he 
was a part-time spy, a homosex- 
ual, an atheist, the victim of a 
political assassination, as well as 
Shakespeare’s rival poet. All the 
rumors, along with the brutal 
facts of the Elizabethan theater 
world and an ample amount of 
post-Watergate paranoia, were 


woven by John Adams and Wil- 


liam Kromm into a provocative 
mystery-bio; though billed as fic- 
tional, none of it seemed made up 
out of whole cloth. I don’t know 
who was behind the killing of Kit 
Marlowe, and neither do Adams 
and Kromm,. but their theory 
made sense and potent theater. 
Furthermore, the play’s depic- 
tion of a complex gay relation- 
ship between the playwright and 
his patron, neither willing to be 
the other’s whore, was tinusually 
sensitive and unclichéd. 


DEATHTRAP (at the Wil- 


bur). In this unusually literate 
comedy-thriller, commercial play- 
wright Ira Levin was able to have 
his axe and grind it too. The play 
was both an elaborately plotted 
murder mystery and a sly, Piran- 
dellian spoof of that-genre. And it 
starred the inimitable John Wood, 
he of the acrobatic tongue and 
torso, who could make Getting 
Gertie’s Garter look like Hamlet. I 
loved this play,.I think, because it 
allowed me to have my heart in 
my throat and my tongue in my 
cheek at the same time. 


WHAT THE BUTLER SAW 
(at Brandeis). This was the final 
and best Artaudian sex farce by 
morbid, madcap British play- 
wright Joe Orton. The writer, 
murdered in his 30s, was a men- 
acing comic genius; he probably 
would have liked to break every 
funnybone in your body. And, 
while hilarity and libidinal ugli- 
ness were not perfectly juggled at 
Brandeis, a polished professional 
cast, under Mel Shapiro's direc- 
tion, did race through Orton’s 
sexual hell with a raynchy sort of 
grace. 


; I he worst of times: 


DIALOG/NETWORK (at the 
Institute of Contemporary Art). 
Avant-garde luminary Robert 
Wilson, best known for beaching 
Einstein, brought us this bit of 
theatrical effluvium, which he co- 
authored and performed with au- 
tistic ‘‘protege’’ Christopher 
Knowles. The work consisted of 
12 “variations,” each featuring 
truncated blather from the movie 
Network and matched to a prim- 
itive drawing on a bedsheet. Its 
worst moment was when an alarm 
clock went off and I didn’t wake 


up. 

ALBUM (at the Suffolk Thea- 
ter Company). If Leslie Hurley’s 
Album had been one, it might 
have proved tolerable; as the 
musical equivalent of a home 
movie, it was insufferable — 
audacious as well as embarrass- 
ing. Among the lowlights was a 
flower-childhood memory in 
which a hippie couple waltzed 


. dreamily beneath a huge blow-up 


of Martin Luther King’s nose. | 

RONDELET (at the Boston 
Repertory Company). Esquire 
Jauchem’s tawdry updating of 
Arthur Schnitzler’s La Ronde 
vacillated between low-grade Sat- 
urday Night Fever and*a hip 
Army training film on the perils 
of VD. This singular foray by the 
Rep, nothing if not clean-cut, into 
soft-core porn was not only tacky 
but embarrasssing; it was like 
catching the Little Prince with his 
fly unzipped. 

HEDDA GABLER (at the Lyric 
Stage). In the Lyric’s version of 
this classic, Ibsen’s pathological 
heroine had apparently shot her- 
self hours before curtain, then 
played the entire drama in an ad- 
vanced state of rigor mortis. Polly 
Hogan’s stiff, skin-deep, always 
glowering Hedda’ was so ludi- 
crous that she made.the play look 
dreadful — which is what in- 
furiated me. Students encounter- 
ing Hedda for the first time no 
doubt thought Ibsen’s reputa- 
tion, rather than Hogan’s acting, 
overblown. 

TOTAL ECLIPSE (at the 
Harlequin Theater Company). 
Christopher Hampton's _intelli- 
gent depiction of the tragic love 
relationship of poets Paul Ver- 
laine and Arthur Rimbaud was so 


‘mired in thespian ineptitude that 


it might as well have been about 
Rod McKuen and Patti Smith on 
a hayride. 

MAN OF LA MANCHA (at 
the Music Hall). The Athens of 
America has surely passed its

savage’’ iconoclast. Both 


sides surfaced in this fluid, inven- 
tive, deliciously erotic meditation 
on one of the director’s favorite 
themes: the consuming desire of a 
wealthy older man for an unat- 
tainable younger woman. Fernan- 
do Rey was exquisite as the pam- 
pered patrician, and his object 
was even more obscure than 
usual: she was played by, not 
one, but two extraordinarily 
seductive, very dissimilar 
actresses: Carole Bouquet and 
Angela Molina. 

THE DUELLISTS. Fast, 
furious and voluptuous, this 
Napoleonic-era costume drama 
was the most entrancing swash- 
buckler in ages. It’s a grand-obses- 
sion story, in which Harvey 
Keitel played a compulsive, 
honor-mad duellist who chases 
aristocratic Keith Carradine 
across the face of Europe — chal- 
lenging him, duelling him and 
challenging him again. Tense, 
entertaining and visually sump- 
tuous, The Duellists marked what 


history — that of Ridley Scott. 

STRAIGHT TIME. This brave 
study of the self-destructiveness 
of petty criminals was the year’s 
most undeservedly neglected 
movie. Warner Brothers had no 
interest in promoting it, and for 
obvious reasons: it starred Dus- 
tin Hoffman in a role only. a mo- 
ther could love — that of an in- 
corrigible criminal, crafty, single- 
minded and terribly dangerous. 
Directed by Ulu Grosbard and 
scripted by Alvin Sargent, the 
movie was a gritty, unblinking 
look at a compulsive personality, 
and it boasted superb supporting 
performances by Theresa Russell, 
Harry Dean Stanton and Gary 
Busey. 

AN UNMARRIED WOMAN. 
True, very few divorcees are as 
rich, beautiful and lucky as Jill 
Clayburgh’s Erica. And fewer still 
meet vital, handsome dream- 
lovers like Alan Bates. All in all, 
An Unmarried Woman was a bit 
too chic for its own good. But you 
have to admire Paul Mazursky’s 
witty direction and his keen-eared 
screenplay (the year’s best), 
which captured the rhythms of 
middle-class New York as few 
other movies ever have. Know- 
ing, juicy and intimate, this was 


the most sophisticated comedy 
America produced in 1978. 
DAYS OF HEAVEN. Some 
critics lambasted Terrence Ma- 
lick’s impressionistic film for not 
being a full-blooded love story, 
with warm, engaging characters. 
Boy, did they ever miss the point! 
Malick had the audacity to create 
a cinematic work of metaphys- 
ics, and in his grand scheme, man 
is but an animal among animals, 
the victim of his own instincts, 
passions and needs. No wonder 
its critics found the film a bit cold. 
Among other things, Days of 
Heaven was the most visually 
beautiful film of the year. Its plot- 
line, about three early 20th- 
century migrant workers who set- 
tle in with a wealthy, terminally 
ill young farmer, was swept along 
on gorgeous images of wheat 
fields, animals, thunderstorms 
and streaming light; Nestor 
Almendros’s cinematography 
knocked the wind out of you. 
TORRE BELA. This stunning 
documentary about the peasant 
takeover of a huge Portuguese 
estate transported us into the 
anarchy that was Portugal in 1975 
— and it was like being on an- 
other planet. Full of heroes and 
villains that could have come 
from Central Casting, Torre Bela 
was the first film by the Ger- 


man-born poet and playwright 
Thomas Harlan, and, though it 
had its longueurs, it was the finest 
documentary of the year — a one- 
of-a-kind film. 

BLUE COLLAR. Paul Schra- 
der’s pessimistic, bluesy work- 
ing-man‘s melodrama — his first 
film as a director — was a coura- 
geous, swiftly told nightmare 
movie with a pounding, factory- 
based rhythm all its own. And, as 
the three workers who stumble 
upon their union’s Mob connec- 
tions, Richard Pryor, Harvey 
Keitel and especially Yaphet Kot- 
to turned in fine, despairing per- 
formances. 


B efore proceeding to the year’s 
10 worst, a brief note. I tried to 
pick 10 pictures worth stepping 
on. Every year has its bounty of 
idiotic, insignificant losers, and in 
my 1978 Why Flog a Dead 
Horse? Department, you would 
find-the likes of The Swarm, Rab- 
bit Test, The Big Sleep, The 
Betsy, Renaldo and Clara, A 
Night Full of Rain, Thank God 
It's Friday, The Greek Tycoon, 
FM, The One and Only and Brass 
Target. They were hopelessly 
bad, every one of them, but 
relatively harmless, because hard- 
ly anyone took them seriously — 
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unlike the following, more 
pernicious gobblers, in order of 
non-preference. 

MOMENT BY MOMENT. 
This scarcely believable piece of 
garbage by Jane Wagner should 
have been advertised, “At Last! A 
Movie for Us Empty People.’’ De- 
signed in a style that makes it 
suitable for placement above the 
bed in a Best Western motel, Mo- 
ment by Moment unspools the 
May-June love affair between 
Trish, a rich married woman 
played with embarrassing inepti- 
tude by Lily Tomlin, and Strip, a 
dumb, passive beach bimbo 
played by John Travolta. The 
dialogue could only have come 
from LA — or Mars. 

SERGEANT PEPPER’S 
LONELY HEARTS CLUB 
BAND. Robert Stigwood’s rock 
musical to end all rock musicals 
was the most expensive insult the 
“youth market’ ever received. 
Stigwood, screenwriter Henry 
Edwards and director Michael 
Schultz must have thought 
‘“‘youth’” meant “ages three to 
seven,” because that’s the group 
this marshmallow-fluff fantasy 
appeared aimed at. The acting, by 
rock stars Peter Frampton and the 
Bee Gees, made you want to 
knock their teeth in, and pro- 
longed exposure to the movie's 
soundtrack has been known to 
wither even the heartiest house 
plants. 

SLOW DANCING IN THE 
BIG CITY. The appearance of 
this cynical little movie sounded 
the death knell for the year’s 
vaunted “return to romance.” 
The story of a Jimmy Breslin-like 
columnist and his love affair with 
an ailing ballerina, Slow Dancing 
possessed such a hilariously pur- 
ple screenplay that it might have 
achieved instant camp-classic 
status were it not so crudely 
manipulative. The final scene, in 
which Paul Sorvito’s columnist, 
wearing his dirty raincoat, car- 
ried ‘the crippled dancer (Anne 


Dorothy, 


Ditchburn) onstage for her last 
(sob) curtain call, had to be 
among the phoniest moments this 
side of Valley of the Dolls. 

THE WIZ. Wasn't. The stage 
musical had been a bit of a crock 
to begin with, and this white- 
washed, top-heavy screen ver- 
sion reeked to high heaven. 
Stuffed with big, clumsily staged 
production numbers that seemed 
to go on forever, the movie was at 
once chaotic and: inert. In trying 
to include all the glitzy costumes 
and stupefyingly huge sets, direc- 
tor Sidney Lumet wheeled his 
camera so far back that watching 
the dance numbers was like view- 
ing an ant colony through the 
wrong end of a telescope. As 
Diana Ross hunched 
her shoulders and pulled her 
limbs in tight; when she danced, 
she was about as supple as a pen- 


-cil. 


GREASE. Despite the sterling 
efforts of John Travolta, this big, 
noisy, sloppily directed pastiche 
of ‘50s musicals turned the tough 
teen rebels of the shallow Broad- 
way musical into namby-pamby 
suburban kids who like to wear 


slick clothes and talk mean. The - 


gigantic production numbers 
were so incoherently directed (by 


Randal Kleiser) that you didn’t » 


know whether you were watch- 
ing a sock hop or a cattle 
stampede. And what was a ‘50s 
musical doing with disco num- 
bers? 

LORD OF THE RINGS. Why 
in heaven’s name does “‘icon- 
oclastic’’ animator Ralph Bakshi 
think that the future of anima- 
tion lies in imitating live-action 
movies? Instead of filling the 
screen with endless battle scenes, 
he would have done better to turn 
his mammoth adaptation of 
J.R.R. Tolkien’s fantasy into a 
swift, engrossing story. As it is, 
he managed to make the trilogy 
seem both simple-minded and ab- 
surdly complicated — in short, 


hardly worth the bother. 


FINGERS. James Toback’s 
first film as an auteur wasn’t just 
bad. It was wildly, extravagant- 
ly, entertainingly bad — a movie 
so flagrant you almost wanted to 
see it again. It was the crude, in- 
coherent case history of Jimmy, a 
man tortured by the conflicting 
influences of his mother, an in- 
sane concert pianist, and his fa- 
ther, a Mafia loan-shark. Harvey 
Keitel’s portrayal of this poor nut 
was all nervous tics, but what 
came through was not how crazy 
Jimmy is, but how bizarre the 
man who made this movie must 


THE SERPENT’S EGG. 
Ingmar Bergman’s study of an 
American trapeze artist (David 
Carradine) and his sluttish sister- 
in-law (Liv Ullmann) trapped in 
Weimar Berlin could pass for a 
Bergman parody. Gray, smudgy 
and unremittingly bleak, it 
showed Bergman at his worst, as 
an unfeeling puppeteer, jiggling 
the strings that pull his forlorn 
inventions from one calamity to 


the next. Not since The Silence’ 


has his' angst felt so glib, his de- 
spair so hollow. 

FOUL PLAY. This we needed? 
Goldie Hawn getting spooked by 
albinos on dark staircases? An- 
other high-speed car chase 
through hilly San Francisco? Love 
scenes in which Goldie Hawn 
squeaked sweet nothings while 
Chevy Chase drew his lips up 
over his teeth like a horse beg- 
ging for sugar? You'd seen every- 
thing in this spoofy, utterly wit- 
less detective comedy a thousand 
times. Why in God’s name did 
writer-director Colin Higgins 
have to run it all by us again? 

COMES A HORSEMAN. The 
long, slow death of the American 
Western continues. And Alan J. 
Pakula’s long, slow, “modern” 
story of a cowgirl (Jane Fonda), a 
cowhand (James Caan) and a lot 
of cows was but the latest of its dy- 
ing gasps. There were plenty of 
wide open spaces in this im- 


ponderably ponderous movie, but 
none as wide as my yawns.

Hoffman, and Harry Dean Stanton and 
Gary Busey as his accomplices. Central

SUMMER PARADISE (1978). In the first 
film she's directed, the Swedish actress and 
stage director Gunnel Lindblom displays 
remarkable assurance as a screen story- 
teller. As four generations of a well-to-do 
Stockholm family assemble for their tradi- 
tional holiday in a mansion on the Swedish 
archipelago, Lindblom sketches in their 
characters, professions and backgrounds 
with a few deft strokes — and we're fasci- 
nated. The vision of an idyll is so entranc- 
ing that when the film turns preachy and po- 
litical — trying to tell us this family's life is a 
sham — we react against the message 
rather than for it. The cast of first-rate ac- 
tors (veterans of the Swedish stage) in- 
cludes Birgitta Valberg as the overworked, 
middle-aged physician who hoids the fam- 
ily together, and Margaretha Bystrom, a 
beauty who bears a striking resemblance to 
Romy Schneider, as one of her daughters, 
the wife of a philandering journalist. Orson 
Welles. 

BLOODY SUNDAY (1971). 
John Schlesinger's best film is the story of 
an unconventional triangle: a respected 
homosexual doctor (Peter Finch), a smart, 
brittle employment counselor (Glenda 
Jackson), and the man they both love, a 
handsome, callow kinetic sculptor (Murray 
Head) whose life, it is painfully obvious, has 
never been touched by suffering. Penel- 
ope Gilliatt wrote the delicate, superbly in- 
sightful script, and it is her understanding of 
her characters’ struggle to accept the in- 
evitable loneliness that saves the picture 
from Schlesinger’s manipulative coolness 
and from the film's most problematic ques- 
tion: why are these two intelligent, attractive 
people so ga-ga over this empty, if pretty, 
boy? Schlesinger is best here when evok- 
ing the chilly London in which his charac- 
ters reside: it's a frightening, subtly futuris- 
tic vision composed of such present-day 
components as gimmicky household ap- 
pliances, backyard sculptures and state- 
supported pharmacies where junkies 
gather. Glenda Jackson is strong but pos- 
sibly miscast. On the other hand, this is the 
best ee of the late Finch’s ca- 
reer.

% & SUPERMAN sie This is Superman as 
Frank Capra might have pictured him: an 
innocent, good-humored country boy fight- 
ing for cleanliness and godliness in Sin 


City. If you go expecting a work of imagi- 
nation on the order of Star Wars, you're go- 
ing to be sadly disappointed, but it's 
strangely entertaining to watch this naive 
'30s figure streaking through the smog and 
glitter of modern New York. You probably 
won't believe a man can fly, because the 
special effects in the flight and disaster se- 
quences land with a thud. And so do the 
sterile solemnity of Superman's futuristic 
birthplace on the planet Krypton, and the 
attempted low camp of Gene Hackman's 
stumblebum villain Lex Luthor. The best se- 
quences are less technology-intensive 
those depicting the midwestern boyhood of 
Clark Kent, and the giddy romantic inter- 
ludes between the Man of Stee! and Lois 
Lane. whom Margot Kidder invests with the 
speedy, spunky sex appeal of a Jean Ar- 
thur-like career woman. This noisy, color- 
ful movie is pretty mediocre cinema, but its 
comic book infectiousness makes it a lot of 
fun Cinema 57, Circle, suburbs.

SHOE (1973). A silly and frequently quite 
amusing French spy farce by Yves Robert 
It's the story of Louis Toulouse. a spy who 
tries to get rid of a dangerous underling by 
having him watch every move of a blond 
nebbish picked at random from the crowd 
at Orly Airport. Watching spies invent sinis- 
ter significance makes for a pleasant con- 
ceit, but it gets tiresome before long.

Federico Fel- 
lini's contribution to the spooky anthology 
film Spirits of the Dead, a voluptuously ba- 
roque doodle that bears only a passing re- 
semblance to a horror film (or to its nomi- 
nal source, Edgar Allan Poe's story “Never 
Bet the Devil Your Head"). Terence Stamp, 
with blond locks, is a famous actor perse- 
cuted by an imp from Hell.

WATERSHIP DOWN (1978). For a while 
Martin Rosen's animated treatment of Rich- 
ard Adams's bestseller works beautifully 
It's the story of a handful of rabbits who es 
cape their soon-to-be-bulldozed warren 
and set out for a new home, braving dogs 
cats, humans and a slew of warlike bun- 
nies along the way. The animators convey a 
beguiling rabbits'-eye view of the English 
countryside, and the first third of the film 
does what only fantasy can; it makes the 
everyday world seem magical. But the 
latter two-thirds, in which our heroes do 
bloody battle with their rabbit foes, the fan- 
tasy degenerates.

WHO'LL STOP THE RAIN (1978). Its 
characters are shallow compared to those 
in Robert Stone's Dog Soldiers, but as a 
suspense thriller, Karel Reisz’s movie 
crackles. The chase begins in Vietnam, 
where Ray Hicks (Nick Nolte) agrees to 
smuggle some heroin to the US as a favor 
to his old pal John Converse (Michael Mori- 
arty), a timid journalist whose moral in- 
stincts have become casualties of war. Shot 
in lurid oranges, reds and yellow-greens, 
the film conjures up an atmosphere of 
dread-ridden surrealism that's as frighten- 
ing as anything since Taxi Driver.

Gena Rowlands is meant to be cracking up

from the start, and the movie has nothing to 
build (or decline) toward.

WOMEN (1977). In Hungarian director 
Marta Meszaros's film about a friendship 
between two women Marina Viady plays 
40ish Mari, the cool, collected manager of a 
hostel for female factory workers; she looks 
terrific, but feels old. tired and empty. The 
all-or-nothing vehemence Mari finds at- 

tractive in Juli (Lili Monori), a younger, more 
temperamental hoste! resident, leaves little 
room for simple warmth or generosity. A 
feminist film so unflattering to women 
should be just as hard on its men, yet Juli’s 
alcoholic husband, Janos (Jan Nowicki), is 
the film's most likable character, a charm- 
ing, philosophical drunk who also happens 
to be great in bed. Mari's husband, on the 
other hand, is a lousy lover — which is why 
Mari feels old, tired and empty. If there's 
one thing we don't need a woman film- 
maker for it’s to tell us that all women are 
alike, that all they need is a good screw.

%*xTHE WOMEN (1940) For some reason, 
this George Cukor adaptation of Claire 
Booth Luce’s high-pitched, “venomous” 
play has gained a critical and popular fol- 

lowing. Homosexuals used to love it for the 

non-stop female bitchery and, in recent 

years, feminists have mistakenly thought 

that its exclusion of men was a statement on 

behalf of female companionship.
